SUMMER  STUDIES. 


A  Scheme  for  the  Study  of  Field  Botany. 

By  J.  C.  Shenstone,  F.L.S. 

Fifth  Lesson. 

IT  has  been  suggested  to  me  that  further  details  regarding 
collections  of  series  of  dried  plants  would  be  useful. 
The  student  should  first  collect  a  series  of  plants  illus- 
trating classification.  There  is  no  occupation  in  which  the 
old  motto  "A  place  for  everything  and  everything  in  its 
place"  needs  more  rigid  enforcement  than  in  that  of  the 
pharmacist,  who  has  innumerable  items  to  deal  with,  so 
that  the  training  involved  in  the  classification  of  plants  is 
of  great  value  to  the  student  in  his  subsequent  career  as  a 
pharmacist. 

Botany  made  small  progress  as  a  science  until  Linnaeus 
made  the  first  step  towards  placing  it  upon  a  sure  founda- 
tion by  showing  how  to  classify  and  describe  plants 
accurately,  and  although  his  artificial  system  was  later 
replaced  by  a  natural  one,  it  was  the  first  step  towards 
organising  and  developing  our  knowledge,  and  it  served  to 
clear  away  confusion  and  enror. 

I  recommend  the  student  to  form  a  small  series  of  dried 
plants  illustrating  the  Table  of  the  Chief  Natural  Orders  of 
Plants.  He  should  first  secure  a  plant  in  which  all  the 
•organs  are  well  defined,  to  serve  as  a  typical  phanerogamous 
or  flowering  plant,  and  a  suitable  fern  to  illustrate  the 
■cryptogamous  or  flowerless  plants.  These  should  be 
mounted  so  that  the  characters  of  each  are  well  displayed, 
and  a  carefully  written  descriptive  note  indicating  the 
leading  characters  of  these  two  great  classes  of  plants  should 
be  attached  to  the  mount.  The  student  should  next  select 
suitable  wild  plants  to  illustrate  dicotyledons  and  mono- 
cotyledons, the  two  great  classes  of  flowering  plants,  and 
■others  to  illustrate  the  flowerless  plants.  When  mounted, 
descriptive  details  should  be  attached  to  the  mount,  and 
attention  drawn  to  the  characters  by  which  these  classes  of 
plants  can  be  distinguished  from  one  another.  The  organs 
illustrating  the  characters  can  be  indicated  by  letters  or 
figures  placed  near  them  upon  the  paper  mount,  in  the 
manner  which  is  adopted  in  explaining  the  diagrams  of  our 
text-books.  Suitable  plants  to  illustrate  each  of  the  sub- 
classes and  the  divisions  into  which  these  great  classes  are 
divided  should  next  be  secured — viz.,  Polypetalse,  Gamo- 
,petala?,  Incompletae,  Gymnosperma?,  Thalamiflorse,  Caly- 
ciflorse,  Corolliflorae,  Acrogens,  and  Thallogens.  Details 
of  the  characters  which  each  specimen  is  intended  to  illus- 
trate should  be  stated  upon  the  mount,  and  attention 
■directed  to  them  as  already  indicated. 

It  now  only  remains  to  secure  suitable  plants  to  illus- 
trate as  many  natural  orders  of  British  wild  plants  as 
possible.  In  each  case  attention  should  be  drawn  to  the 
characters  by  which  the  order  is  recognised,  and  further 
information  may  be  added  as  to  the  economic  value  of  the 
order  or  any  other  information  of  interest.  Upon  referring 
to  his  flora,  the  student  will  find  that  some  natural  orders 
include  sub-orders,  which  may  be  distinguished  by  flowers 
of  distinct  types.  Thus  plants  of  the  Composite  (-laisy 
order)  include  three  quite  distinct  types  of  flowers  : 
(1)  tubuliferas,  in  which  the  flowers  are  composed  entirely 
of  tubular  florets,  as  in  the  thistle ;  (2)  corymbfferae,  in 
which  the  central  florets  are  tubular,  but  the  outer  or  ray 
florets  are  ligulate  or  strap-shaped,  as  in  the  daisy  or  mari- 
gold ;  and  (3)  liguliferae  or  cichoriaceae,  in  which  the  florets 
are  all  ligulate,  and  the  juice  frequently  milky,  as  in  the 
dandelion.  The  student  should  endeavour  to  collect 
examples  of  plants  illustrating  each  type  of  flower  included 
in  such  orders,  and  should  direct  attention  to  their  structure. 

Having  mastered  the  broad  lines  of  classification,  the  next 
step  should  be  to  study  the  more  minute  relationship  of 
plants.  For  this  purpose  the  student  cannot  do  better 
than  form  a  collection  of  plants  belonging  to  a  few  of  the 
more  important  orders.  The  Ranunculacece ,  or  crow- 
foot order,  is  a  very  interesting  order  to  study,  for 
while  the  general  structure  of  ranunculous  flowers  is  upon 


the  same  simple  plan,  these  flowers  vary  very  much, 
owing  to  a  difference  in  the  structure  of  their  corollas. 
The  crowfoot  or  buttercup  flowers  may  be  taken 
as  typical  of  the  construction  of  the  flowers  of 
plants  belonging  to  this  order.  All  the  organs  are 
situated  upon  the  thalamus.  First  we  have  five 
separate  sepals,  next  the  five  separate  petals,  then  the 
stamens,  numerous  or  indefinite  in  number,  and  lastly  the 
fruit,  consisting  of  an  indefinite  number  of  achenes.  Even 
this  single  genus  of  the  crowfoot  order  contains  two  types 
of  plants ;  for  while  the  buttercups  have  petals  of  the 
primitive  yellow  colour,  the  water  crowfoots  (R.  aquatilis) 
have  petals  which  are  of  the  more  advanced  colour,  white. 

The  wood  anemone  (Anemone  nemorosa)  affords  us 
another  type  of  flower,  in  which  the  petals  have  disappeared 
and  the  sepals,  which  are  white,  have  replaced  them,  yet, 
excepting  in  the  absence  of  petals,  the  flowers  will  be  found 
to  be  constructed  upon  the  same  plan  as  other  flowers  of  the 
order.  In  the  meadow  rue  (Thalictrum  flavuvi)  not  only 
have  the  petals  disappeared,  but  the  sepals  are  so  reduced 
in  size  as  to  be  quite  inconspicuous  ;  the  flowers  are,  how- 
ever, rendered  conspicuous  by  the  large  number  which  are 
collected  into  one  panicle,  and  by  the  long  stamens,  with 
their  anthers  protruding,  which  form  a  feathery  panicle ; 
nevertheless,  these  flowers  accord  with  the  crowfoot 
type  in  general  structure.  The  columbine  (Aquilegia  vul- 
garis) affords  a  type  quite  distinct  from  either  of 
the  above,  for  in  the  flowers  of  this  plant  each  petal  is 
shaped  like  a  hollow  horn,  but  in  other  respects  the  flower 
agrees  with  the  crowfoot  type. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  here  that  the  wood  crowfoot  or 
goldilocks  (R.  auriconius),  a  common  plant  on  the  edges  of 
our  woods,  affords  some  indication  as  to  how  the  change  in 
the  form  of  the  petal  of  the  columbine  may  have  been 
evolved.  If  examined  carefully,  the  petals  will  be  found 
not  only  to  vary  in  size,  but  occasionally  a  petal  is  seen 
which  is  almost  tubular  in  shape,  suggesting  a  first  step 
towards  the  evolution  of  the  spurred  petals  of  the  colum- 
bine. The  monkshood  or  aconite  has  its  upper  petal  shaped 
like  a  helmet,  thus  producing  a  flower  differing  much  in 
appearance  from  the  other  species  of  this  family.  The 
student  should  attempt  to  arrange  his  series  of  dried 
plants  of  this  order  so  as  to  display  these  different  forms  of 
flowers,  and  to  show  their  relationship  to  the  simple  type. 

The  umbellate  family,  on  the  other  hand,  affords  usagroup 
of  plants  in  which  the  inflorescence  is  so  similar  in  form 
that  it  is  difficult  to  recognise  the  species  from  one  another. 
By  studying  the  fruit  they  can,  however,  be  readily  recog- 
nised;  the  student  should  therefore  give  special  pro- 
minence to  the  fruit  in  his  series  of  these  plants.  In  each 
of  the  large  orders  of  plants  the  student  will  find  special 
characters  deserving  careful  study,  but  space  will  not 
admit  of  my  developing  the  subject  further.  Before  com- 
mencing his  series  he  must  study  the  order  by  referring  to 
text-books  and  plants,  and  discover  for  himself  the  special 
points  of  structure  which  require  elucidation,  and  so 
arrange  his  series  as  to'  give  special  prominence  to  those 
features  of  their  floral  structure.

Brevities. 

A  two-year-old  child  died  at  Ipswich  last  week  after 
sucking  a  number  of  match-heads  cortaining  phosphorus. 

During  the  four  w~eeks  which  ended  on  July  25,  ten 
"chemists  and  druggists"  failed  in  England  and  Wales. 
In  the  same  period  last  year  six  failed,  and  in  1906  seven. 

One  of  the  passengers  rescued  from  the  steamer  Bhois 
Neige,  which  sank  off  the  Welsh  coast  last  week,  was  Mr. 
Stanley  Marris,  chemist  and  druggist,  118  Freeman  Street, 
Grimsby. 

Damage  by  fire  to  the  extent  of  20?.  was  done  last  week 
to  the  pharmacy  of  Mr.  John  T.  Bellamy,  Ph.C,  Tindal 
Square,  Chelmsford.  The  overboiling  of  a  preparation 
heated  on  a  gas-ring  was  the  cause. 

At  an  inquest  held  on  July  28  regarding  the  death  of 
Mrs.  Sanderson,  the  wife  of  a  Wandsworth  chemist,  it 
transpired  that  she  had  been  in  poor  health,  and  had  put 
herself  in  the  track  of  an  express  train. 

It  is  cheaper  to  buy  soap  than  to  steal  it !  So  a  man  at 
Doncaster  has  found.  He  picked  a  6^d.  box  off  the  counter 
in  Boot's  French  Gate  shop,  and  on  Monday  was  fined 
2s.  6rl.  and  costs,  with  the  alternative  of  seven  days  in 
prison. 

At  Oxford  City  Court  on  July  27,  Frederick  George 
Shrimpton,  described  as  a  chemist's  dispenser,  was  fined 
51.,  or  one  month's  hard  labour,  for  assaulting  Eliza  Hine, 
aged  eleven,  by  kissing  her.  It  was  stated  that  Shrimpton 
had  lost  his  situation  through  the  offence. 

This  week's  meeting  of  the  London  County  Council  was 
the  longest  on  record.  The  Council  sat  continuously  from 
2.30  p.m.  on  Tuesday  until  8  a.m.  on  Wednesday  morning. 
Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson,  the  Chairman,  presided,  and  his  party 
triumphed.    The  next  meeting  is  In  October. 

The  City  of  London  Court  of  Common  Council  has 
agreed  to  continue  for  another  year  the  arrangement  with 
Dr.  Klein,  F.R.S.,  as  bacteriologist  by  a  retainer  of  100 
guineas  and  21.  2s.  for  each  bacteriological  examination, 
and  with  Dr.  Andrewes  at  a  fee  of  1/.  Is.  for  each,  the 
total  not  to  exceed  300/. 

Nine  hundred  women  and  girls  employed  at  the  Notting- 
ham works  of  Boots,  Ltd.,  as  well  as  those  in  London, 
were  on  Friday,  July  24,  entertained  a*,  the  Franco-British 
Exhibition  on  the  occasion  of  Mr.  Jesse  Boot's  birthday. 
Two  special  London  and  North-Western  trains  brought  the 
Nottingham  party  to  London. 

The  Royal  Commissioners  of  the  Exhibition  of  1851  have 
appropriated  the  whole  of  the  remaining  site  of  their  estate 
at  South  Kensington  for  the  purpose  of  the  Imperial  College 
of  Science  and  Technology,  and  Sir  Aston  Webb,  R.A.,  has 
been  invited  to  design  the  additional  buildings  and 
laboratories.  The  Hon.  R.  J.  Strutt,  F.R.S.,  eldest  son 
of  Lord  Rayleigh,  has  been  appointed  additional  Professor 
of  Physics  at  the  College.

Two  samples  of  camphorated  oil  taken  at  Bethnal  Green 
last  quarter  were  found  to  be  B.P. 

Woolwich. — Tincture  of  iodine  and  paregoric  are  all 
right.  The  public  analyst  found  that  to  be  the  case  with 
two  samples  of  each  examined  last  quarter. 

The  Lambeth  public  analyst  reported  last  quarter  that 
two  samples  of  decoct,  aloes  co.  and  one  of  tinct.  cinchonse 
were  examined,  and  one  sample  of  the  decoction  was  64  per 
cent,  deficient  in  alcohol.    The  others  were  genuine.

He  remained 
with  Mr.  Carter  as  an  assistant  for  two  years,  later  entering 
the  employ  of  Mr.  W.  V.  Johnston,  The  Pharmacy,  9  Rane- 
lagh,  Dublin,  then  Dr.  John  Evans,  State  Apothecary,  DawBOD 
Street,  Dublin,  and  is  now  with  the  Medical  Hall,  Newbridge. 

Mr.  James  Hendry,  Dundee,  is  registered  as  a.  student  of 
pharmacy  at  Dundee,  was  apprenticed  to  Mr.  A.  Henderson, 
Banchory,  near  Aberdeen,  afterwards  entering  the  employ  of 
Mr.  J.  Anderson,  Dundee,  and  Mr.  T.  Stephenson,  F.C.S., 
Edinburgh.  He  is  now  with  Mr.  C.  Stephen,  Ph.C,  46  Well-- 
gate,  Dundee. 

Mr.  Bertie  Hall,  Cardiff,  is  registered  as  a  student  of  phar- 
macy at  Cardiff,  and  was  apprenticed  to  Mr.  A.  J.  Bellamy,  of 
the  same  town,  later  entering  the  employ  of  Mr.  A.  C.  Saxby, 
Cheltenham.  Mr.  Hall  is  now  with  Mr.  Frank  Rye,  119  Poole 
Road,  Bournemouth. 

Administrative  Changes  in  Middlesex. 
At  its  meeting  on  July  23,  the  County  Council  of; 
Middlesex,  sitting  with  closed  doors,  adopted  a  series  of 
recommendations  presented  by  the  General  Purposes  Com- 
mittee with  reference  to  the  work  of  the  inspectors  of 
weights  and  measures  in  the  county.  In  the  past  these 
officers  have  been  responsible  for  a  large  number  of  varied 
duties,  including  the  administration  of  the  Sale  of  Food 
and  Drugs  Acts,  in  particular  districts,  with  the  result  that 
a  sub-committee  appointed  last  year  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  whDle  of  the  work  required  systematising  and 
reorganising.  In  this  task  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones,  as  a 
member  of  the  County  Council,  and  Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson, 
jun.,  as  the  recently  appointed  chief  of  the  department, 
have  taken  a  prominent  part.  The  chief  features  of  th« 
scheme  of  reorganisation  are  : 
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(a)  Sampling'  of  food  and  drugs  will  be  mainly  on  the 
informal  system  of  test  purchases. 

(6)  One  inspector  will  devote  his  whole  time,  with  the 
assistance  of  agents  as  purchasers,  to  work  under  the  Sale 
of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  in  the  whole  county. 

(c)  The  other  five  inspectors  of  weights  and  measures 
will  be  responsible,  under  Mr.  Robinson  and  the  sub- 
committee of  which  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  is  Chairman,  for  the 
administration  of  the  Weights  and  Measures  Acts,  Bread 
Acts,  Coal  By-laws,  Explosives  Act,  Employment  Agency 
By-laws,  Shop-hours  Acts,  Seats  for  Shop  Assistants  Acts, 
Employment  of  Children  By-laws,  and  Fertilisers  and 
Feeding-stuffs  Acts. 

(d)  The  inspectors'  assistr^ts  are  now  appointed  by  the 
County  Council  instead  of  by  the  inspectors,  and  receive 
Tegular  salaries  instead  of  allowances. 

(e)  Payment  of  actual  travelling  expenses  will  replace  the 
somewhat  indefinite  allowances  which  have  been  made  in 
the  past. 

The  scheme  has  excited  much  attention,  and  some  un- 
favourable criticism  in  the  Middlesex  local  newspapers. 
The  principal  changes  will  come  into  effect  on  October  1 
next. 

Dr.  Wynn  Westcott's  Court. 
The  advantage  of  coroners  having  practical  knowledge 
of  medicines  was  illustrated  in  two  inquests  held  by  Dr. 
Wynn  Westcott  at  Bethnal  Green  on  July  27.  In  one 
case  twin  boys,  aged  two  years,  had  died  from  gastro- 
enteritis, which  Dr.  Arthur  said  could  not  be  accounted 
for.  They  had  each  had  a  dose  of  castor  oil,  and  a  jury- 
man asked  if  it  was  good,  whereupon  the  following  con- 
versation took  place  : 

The  Coroner  :  I  don't  know  what  the  children  may  have 
thought  of  it. 

Dr.  Arthur  :  I  should  not  think  for  one  moment  there  was 
anything  wrong  with  it. 

The  Coroner  (tasting  it) :  It  is  all  right ;  it  is  very  nice. 
(To  the  juror)  Would  you  like  to  taste  it? 

The  Juror  :  No,  thank  you.  I  never  was  a  lover  of  castor  oil. 

The  Coroner :  But  the  jury  usually  make  themselves 
acquainted  with  anything  in  connection  with  a  case. 

The  Juror :  You  say  it  is  all  right,  so  I  will  take  your  word 
for  it.  I  certainly  have  no  desire  to  dispute  your  word  on 
that  score.  (Laughter.) 

The  Coroner :  The  only  difference  I  notice  in  it  is  that 
perhaps  it  is  stronger  than  usual. 

The  Juror :  Then  I'm  glad  I've  missed  it. 

The  father  of  the  children,  in  his  evidence,  stated  that 
the  oil  had  been  obtained  from  Messrs.  Dunkley  &  Co., 
of  116  Lansdowne  Road,  Dalston,  N.E.,  and  Dr.  Wynn 
Westcott  closed  the  incident  by  remarking,  "  I  think 
we  can  pass  the  castor  oil  as  good." 

In  a  second  inquiry  regarding  the  death  of  an  infant 
from  summer  diarrhoea,  the  mother  stated  in  reply  to  Dr. 
Wynn  Westcott  that  the  infant  had  had  some  pineapple 
drops,  and  the  doctor  remarked  : 

I  don't  suppose  it  matters  much,  but  flavour  is  about  all 
the  pineapple  there  is  in  them ;  the  taste  is  obtained  by  means 
of  amyl  nitrite,  not  that  it  is  injurious. 

The  Mother :  But  the  sweets  are  sold  as  pineapple. 

The  Coroner :  Things  are  not  always  what  they  seem. 

Even  Homer  nods.  The  "Extra  Pharmacopoeia,"  with 
which  Dr.  Wynn  Westcott  is  not  unacquainted,  gives 
ethyl  butyrate  as  the  chief  constituent  of  pineapple 
-essence,  and  we  know  that  amyl  acetate  frequently  enters 
into  it,  but  not  amyl  nitrite. 

Thefts  of  Gold  Chloride. 

At  the  Mansion  House,  London,  on  July  22,  before  the 
Lord  Mayor,  Geo.  William  Coleman  (41),  a  clerk  with 
Messrs.  Barclay  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  druggists'  sundriesmen, 
Farringdon  Street,  was  charged  with  stealing  two  boxes, 
each  containing  a  dozen  tubes  of  chloride  of  gold,  belong- 
ing to  his  employers.  The  evidence  of  a  detective  and  of 
Mr.  W.  Howard,  clerk  to  Messrs.  Johnson  &  Sons,  Ltd., 
Finsbury,  showed  the  gold  chloride  supplied  by  the  latter 
firm  to  the  prosecutors  had  been  sold  at  a  Covent  Garden 
auction-room,  and  that  it  was  sent  by  a  person  whose 
handwriting  was  the  prisoner's.  Mr.  George  R.  Barclay 
deposed  that  the  accused  had  bee  nin  his  company's  service 
for  six  years  as  a  clerk  at  30s.  a  week.  Last  October 
he  was  found  taking  out  goods  without  permission.  He 
then  pleaded  very  hard  and  witness,  instead  of  dismissing 
him  on  the  spot,  gave  him  another  chance.  This  was  the 
reaulfc.    Mr.  Torkington  'appeared'  for  the  accused  and 


intimated  that  he  would  plead  guilty  to  stealing  these  two 
boxes.  The  Lord  Mayor,  in  passing  sentence,  said  :  I 
am  afraid  this  is  a  very  bad  case,  and  to  deal  with  it 
under  the  Probation  Act  would  be  impossible.  It  is  a 
very  sad  thing  to  see  a  man  so  placed  after  bearing  such  a 
good  character,  but  I  am  afraid  this  has  been  going  on 
for  a  long  period.  I  must  send  him  to  prison,  but  in  order 
that  he  shall  not  associate  with  habitual  criminals,  I  will 
sentence  him  to  one  month  in  the  second  division. 
Midland  Notes. 
The  cash-on-delivery  system  recently  inaugurated  by  the 
G.P.O.  has  been  very  successful  so  far  as  Birmingham  is 
concerned. 

The  Birmingham  Fire-brigade  was  called  on  Sunday 
night  to  a  fire  on  the  premises  of  Messrs.  Brunt  &  Sons, 
chemists,  Snow  Hill.  The  damage  done  was  but  slight, 
some  rubbish  on  fire  in  the  area  being  all  the  trouble.

At  the  Moseley  Gymkhana  in  aid  of  the  Children's  Hos- 
pital, Mr.  T.  W.  Lowther,  chemist,  directed  the  proceed- 
ings in  the  capacity  of  programme  steward.

'has  issued  a  notice  dealing  with  the  sale  of  vinegar.  Re- 
tailers are  cautioned  against  selling  asmalt  vinegar  or  white- 
wine  vinegar  substances  not  made  from  malt  or  wine,  and 
are  advised  to  obtain  warranties  from  the  makers  or 
wholesale  dealers  that  the  vinegars  are  what  they  purport 
to  be,  are  free  from  poisonous  contamination,  and  contain 
at  least  4  per  cent,  of  acetic  acid. 


French  News. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 


A  Laboratory  Porter  at  M.  Demelle's  pharmacy,  Caen, 
went  down  to  the  basement  on  the  evening  of  July  21,  carry- 
ing a  lighted  lamp.  A  large  quantity  of  highly  inflam- 
mable liquids  was  there  stored,  and  the  air  was  saturated 
with  gases.  A  terrible  explosion  occurred,  the  porter  was 
badly  burnt,  two  carboys  burst,  and  the  flames  leapt  up 
the  front  of  the  house.  The  fire-brigade  had  several  hours' 
work  before  the  flames  were  finally  got  under. 

The  Repression  of  Fraud.— The  President  of  the  French 
Republic  has  duly  promulgated  the  new  law  modifying 
Articles  29,  30  and  31  of  the  law  of  21  Germinal,  year  XL, 
.on  the  organisation  of  Schools  of  Pharmacy  in  France, 
respecting  the  measures  to  be  taken  for  the  repression  of 
fraud  in  drugs  and  medicines,  and  especially  to  verify  the 
good  quality  of  such  products.  An  official  decree  will  be 
published  in  due  course  indicating  the  exact  means  and  regu- 
lations by  which  the  new  law  will  be  put  into  force.  Details 
of  the  law  were  duly  given  in  the  C.  &  D.  when  it  was 
passed  by  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  and  Senate. 

Pharmacy  not  at  the  Front.— A  public  exhibition  is 
annually  held,  at  the  Fine  Arts  School  at  Paris,  of  the  work 
•of  competitors  for  the  "  Prix  de  Rome  "  (architecture).  The 
subject  for  1908,  of  which  the  results  are  now  on  view,  is 
a  mixed  faculty  of  medicine  and  pharmacy  with  amphi- 
theatres, lecture-halls,  laboratories  and  offices,  a  morgue, 
and  a  Pasteur  institute  attached.  The  specification  stated 
'that  the  pharmaceutical  portion  must  have  a  separate 
entrance,  and  contain  two  lecture  amphitheatres  (each 
capable  of  seating  250  students),  besides  laboratories,  ex- 
amination-rooms, etc.  Most  of  the  competitors  have  placed 
the  pharmacy  school  at  the  back  of  the  building. 

An  Echo  of  a  Fiftieth  Anniversary. — The  "Journal 
Officiel  "  of  July  28  published  the  promulgation  by  Pre- 
sident Fallieres  of  a  law  voted  by  the  French  Parlia- 
ment, placing  at  the  disposal  of  the  Government  twenty- 
four  decorations  in  the  order  of  the  Legion  of  Honour,  on 
the  occasion  of  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  foundation  of 
the  Chemical  Society  of  France.  These  decorations  will 
•comprise  two  crosses  of  commander,  five  crosses  of  officer, 
and  seventeen  crosses  of  knight.  The  names  of  the  reci- 
pients of  these  honours  have  not  yet  been  made  known,  but 


the  list  will  be  international  and  will  include  several  British 
chemists  of  the  first  rank. 

The  Royal  Biarritz  Ambulance. — During  his  last  visit 
to  Biarritz,  King  Edward  asked  the  acceptance  by  the 
Municipality  of  an  ambulance  carriage,  as  a  recognition  of 
his  appreciation  of  the  courtesy  shown  to  him  during  his 
visits  to  the  famous  Basque  seaside  resort.  The  presenta- 
tion of  the  carriage  was  made  to  the  Mayor  of  Biarritz  last 
Saturday,  in  the  name  of  the  King,  by  the  British  Vice- 
Consul,  and  complimentary  speeches  suitable  to  the  occa- 
sion were  exchanged.  The  ambulance  carriage  is  thoroughly 
up-to-date  in  every  way  and  has  been  built  and  fitted  up  in 
Paris  under  the  personal  direction  of  Dr.  Leonard  Robinson, 
the  physician  to  the  British  Embassy  here. 

The  Merry  Vets. — Last  week  the  park-keepers  of  the 
Bois  de  Vincennes,  Paris,  found  an  enormous  bronze  bust 
suspended  from  the  branch  of  a  noble  oak.  By  much  exer- 
tion and  the  help  of  ladders  they  managed  to  get  it  down, 
and  carried  their  treasure-trove  to  the  police-station  at 
Charenton.  Mr.  Delanglade,  the  police  commissary,  at 
once  recognised  the  bust  as  that  of  Professor  Trasbot,  the 
late  eminent  Director  of  the  Veterinary  School  of  Alfort,  who 
edited  the  veterinary  portion  of  the  French  Codex.  The 
students  of  this  school  have  a  time-honoured  custom  of  cele- 
brating their  "  breaking-up  '  by  some  merry  freak,  and  this 
year  had  hit  upon  this  original  and  conspicuous  method. 

A  Young  Frenchwoman  now  employed  in  a  Parisian 
mineral-water  house  has  a  unique  history.  Years  ago  she 
gave  French  lessons  at  the  Chinese  Embassy  to  a  young 
attache.  He  was  amiable  and  she  young  and  charming, 
and  they  were  married  ere  they  left  Paris.  But  when  the 
husband  was  recalled  to  China  (to  occupy  the  position  of 
prefect  or  governor)  he  gradually  resumed  his  Oriental 
character  and  habits.  The  young  wife  found  her  position 
(among  her  husband's  Chinese  relations)  insupportable,  and 
took  refuge,  with  her  child,  at  the  French  Embassy.  She 
was  received  and  sent  back  to  Paris,  where  she  has  just 
obtained  a  divorce  and  is  now  supporting  herself  and  her 
child  as  indicated. 

At  the  Academy  of  Sciences  last  week  the  first  business 
was  to  draw  up  a  list  cf  successors  to  Professor  Jungfleisch, 
who  has  quitted  his  post  as  Professor  of  the  Chemistry  of 
Manufactures  at  the  Conservatoire  des  Arts  et  Metiers,  to  re- 
place Berthelot  at  the  College  of  France.  It  was  decided  to 
propose  Professor  Job,  of  the  Toulouse  Faculty  of  Sciences, 
author  of  some  remarkable  works  on  oxidation,  etc.,  with 
M.  Brunei,  of  Paris,  "in  second  line."  A  paper  by  M. 
Gabriel  Bertrand,  of  the  Paris  Pasteur  Institute,  described 
a  new  sugar,  "  perseulose,"  obtained  by  the  culture  of  sor- 
bose bacteria  in  a  liquid  containing  perseite.  M.  Teisserenc 
de  Bort  has  analysed  the  rarer  gases  of  the  upper  atmo- 
sphere. He  found  argon  in  notable  quantities.  Helium 
was  not  found  at  more  than  10  kilometres  from  the  earth. 
Neon  is  also  found  in  the  lower  strata. 

Sauce  for  the  Goose,  Sauce  for  the  Gander — A  proposi- 
tion was  made  and  submitted  to  the  consideration  of  the 
Superior  Council  of  Public  Instruction,  at  their  last  meet- 
ing, to  admit  female  candidates  possessing  the  "brevet 
superieur  "  and  P.C.N,  (physical,  chemical,  and  natural 
science)  diploma  to  enter  as  students  at  the  Superior  School 
of  Pharmacy  or  Faculties  of  Medicine  without  taking  the 
B.A.  degree,  at  present  necessary.  But  after  speeches  by 
M.  Guignard  ^Director  of  the  Paris  Superior  School  cf 
Pharmacy)  and  others,  the  proposition  was  rejected.  No 
great  objection  is  made  to  some  slight  concession  to  female 
students,  but  it  is  feared  that  if  women  without  the  B.A. 
degree  are  admitted  to  the  school,  the  male  students  may 
logically  enough  claim  the  same  privilege,  and  one  of  the 
preliminary  barriers  which  keep  up  the  high  educational 
standard  of  the  pharmacy  student  might  thus  be  broken 
down. 


Japanese  Agar-agar. — The  exports  of  agar-agar  from  Japan 
during  1907  amounted  to  861  tons,  valued  at  101,200/.,  as 
against  828  tons,  valued  at  91,400/.  in  1906. 

Japanese  Menthol. — The  exports  of  menthol  from  Japan 
during  1907  amounted  to  39  tons,  valued  at  34,500/. ,  as  against 
57  tons,  valued  at  52,800/.,  in  1906;  while  the  exports  of 
peppermint  oil  were  valued  at  29,900/.,  as  compared  with 
37,900/.  in  19C6. 
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Colonial  and  Foreign  News. 


Repression  of  Fraud  in  Italian  Olive  Oil.— The  June 
issue  of  the  "  Bulletin  Mensuel  "  of  the  French  Chamber  of 
Commerce  at  Milan  publishes  a  translation  of  an  Italian 
law  of  April  5  for  the  repression  of  fraud  in  the  olive-oil 
trade.  The  '"Bulletin"  may  be  seen  at  the  Commercial 
Intelligence  Branch  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  73  Basinghall 
Street,  London,  E.C. 

Canadian  Proprietary  Medicine  Bill.— As  we  reported 
last  week,  this  Bill  has  now  passed  into  law.  In  the  course 
of  the  discussion,  Mr.  Templeman  stated  that  the  Act  would 
not  be  brought  into  force  before  January  1,  1909.  This  will 
give  dealers  six  months  to  prepare  their  labels  in  conformity 
with  the  Act  and  to  dispose  of  their  present  stock.  It  was 
not  anticipated  that  any  trouble  would  be  caused  to  the 
trade  by  the  change  from  the  old  to  the  new  system. 
An  amendment  was  adopted  including  antipyrin  and  anti- 
kamnia  under  the  Act. 

Mexican  Pharmaceutical  Society. — The  Sociedad 
Farmaceutica  Mexicana  has  sent  a  commission  to  Senor 
Justo  Sierra,  Minister  of  Public  Instruction,  petitioning 
for  official  recognition  and  support  by  the  Government  under 
the  title  of  the  Academy  of  Pharmacy,  which  would  give  it 
a  standing  similar  to  that  of  the  Academy  of  Medicine. 
It  seems  that  the  Society  has  met  with  financial  difficulties, 
its  expenditure  being  $80  per  month,  while  its  income  was 
but  $15.  Among  the  suggestions  put  forward  to  the  Minister 
is  one  to  solicit  a  subvention  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the 
Society  and  that  of  the  publication  entitled  "  La  Farmacia," 
the  only  pharmaceutical  journal  in  Mexico.  The  Society  is 
also  to  be  a  body  to  which  the  Government  may  submit 
questions  relating  to  the  practice  of  pharmacy  in  Mexico. 
The  Minister  of  Public  Instruction  has  expressed  himself 
favourably  towards  the  plan. 

German  Soap-industry. — At  a  recent  meeting  of  the 
Union  of  German  Soap-manufacturers,  He  it  Jacobi 
(President)  commented  on  the  heaviness  of  the  new  duties, 
which  rendered  export  trade  practically  impossible. 
Whereas  other  export  countries,  such  as  England,  have 
no  duty  to  pay  on  their  raw  products,  German  makers, 
said  Herr  Jacobi,  have  to  pay  such  a  large  import-duty 
that  it  is  impossible  to  compete  in  the  world's  markets. 
Moreover,  fresh  complications  have  recently  arisen  owing 
to  the  increased  difficulty  of  denaturing  the  imported 
oils  and  fats.  Not  only  is  denaturing  with  lye  entirely 
forbidden,  but  the  oil  of  rosemary  used  must  be  approved 
by  the  Customs  authorities.  A  proposal  on  the  part  of 
the  Union  to  make  use  of  camphor  oil  for  denaturing 
purposes  was  objected  to  by  the  authorities.  Negotia- 
tions are  in  progress  to  secure  a  suitable  denaturing  agent 
which  will  be  cheap,  and  which  will  also  correspond  to  the 
standard  laid  down  by  the  authorities. 

Explosives  in  Cairo. — The  Department  of  Public 
Health,  Cairo,  has  issued  a  notice  to  chemists  and  druggists 
that  they  are  only  allowed  to  keep  restricted  quantities  of 
inflammable,  explosive,  or  dangerous  substances  such  as 
alcohol,  benzine,  ether,  picric  acid,  and  mineral  acids,  etc., 
in  the  shops  and  their  annexes  where  a  retail  trade  is  carried 
on.  If  they  require  to  keep  in  stock  large  amounts  of  such 
substances,  these  must  be  stored  in  a  separate  place,  which 
has  been  approved  and  licensed  by  the  Ministry  of  In- 
terior in  terms  of  the  Etablissements  Insalubres  et 
Dangereux  Decree  of  August  28,  1904.  The  notice  further 
states  that  it  will  be  the  duty  of  the  inspector  of  phar- 
macies to  see  that  no  greater  quantity  of  these  substances 
is  stored  than  is  necessary  for  the  needs  of  the  trade.  If 
in  his  opinion  the  amount  stored  is  excessive,  he  will  warn 
the  proprietor  that  either  he  must  reduce  the  amount  in 
stock  or  his  establishment  will  be  reported  by  him  to  the 
police  as  one  requiring  a  licence.  The  police  will  then 
make  a  general  inspection  in  conjunction  with  the  in- 
spector of  pharmacies  in  case  of  :  (1)  Separate  stores 
attached  to  the  shop  of  a  licensed  chemist  or  druggist ; 
(2)  establishments  belonging  to  wholesale  chemists  and 
druggists. 


American  Notes. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondent.) 


Headache-powders. — These  are  certainly  strenuous  days 
for  the  makers  and  sellers  of  drugs.  The  State  of  Con- 
necticut, following  in  the  wake  of  the  Federal  Government 
and  enacting  a_  food  and  drug  law,  has  now  proceeded  to  a 
vigorous  enforcement  of  the  Act.  The  so-called  "  harmless- 
headache  powders  "  are  first  to  be  aimed  at,  and  druggists 
throughout  the  State  who  handle  these  goods  have  been 
notified  that  the  authorities  will  soon  institute  proceedings. 
If  this  wave  of  reform  keeps  up,  adulteration  and  mis- 
branding will  soon  become  rarities  in  the  United  States. 

Aerated  Beverages. — One  of  the  incidental  results  of  the- 
temperance  movement  which  is  sweeping  over  America  like- 
a  tidal  wave  is  the  increasing  popularity  of  "soda-water" 
(aerated  beverages).  The  industry  is  a  vast  one  in  America, 
and  recently  thirty  of  the  leading  manufacturers  formed  a 
national  organisation,  the  main  purpose  being  to  seize  upon 
the  present  opportunity  to  advance  their  interests  to  the 
uttermost.  The  president  of  the  new  organisation  is  Mr. 
W.  P.  Anderson,  a  member  of  the  firm  of  the  J.  Hungerford 
Smith  Co.,  manufacturers  of  "soda"  syrups.  Mr.  L.  A. 
Becker,  manufacturer  of  the  "  Twentieth- Century  Sanitary 
Fountains,"  is  vice-president. 

Labelling  Toilet  Preparations. — The  latest  "  misbrand- 
ing "  prosecution  to  be  brought  by  the  Federal  Government 
in  the  enforcement  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  is  against  the 
remedies  of  "  Madame  Yale."  The  claims  made  on  the 
label  and  the  carton  for  some  of  Madame  Yale's  toilet  pro- 
ducts are  declared  by  the  Government  to  be  exaggerated  and 
false.  It  is  asserted,  for  instance,  that  the  "  Excelsior 
Complexion  Bleach  "  is  in  fact  not  a  bleach  at  all,  that  it 
does  not  "  remove  moth  patches  and  all  skin  discolouration," 
that  it  does  not  "  create  natural  beauty,"  and  that  it  does 
not  "search  out  and  expel  any  impurity."  Refutations- 
are  made  with  respect  to  other  products,  and  a  shipment  re- 
presenting several  gross  of  Madame  Yale's  preparations  has 
been  seized  in  a  department  store  in  Washington,  D.C. 
The  articles  will  be  confiscated  by  the  Government  if  its 
contention  is  won. 


India  and  the  East.

Calcutta  Medical  College. — The  establishment  in  this 
College  has  been  sanctioned  by  the  Secretary  of  State  of  a 
special  and  completely  equipped  biological  department  for 
the  teaching  of  zoology  and  botany. 

Aerated  Waters  for  Ceylon. — Messrs.  Boustead  Bros., 
of  Colombo,  have  received  by  the  Simla  the  first  con- 
signment, of  over  one  hundred  cases,  of  English  aerated 
and  mineral  waters  and  will  in  future  receive  regular  ship- 
ments for  supplying,  principally,  the  ships  of  the  P.  &  0.  Co. 

Madras  Medical  Stores. — Lieut. -Colonel  H.  St.  Clair 
Carruthers,  I. M.S.,  has,  after  twelve  years  as  medical 
storekeeper  at  Madras,  been  succeeded  in  that  capacity  by 
Captain  W.  Guyon  Richards,  I. M.S.  During  his  period  of 
service  Lieut. -Colonel  Carruthers  has  shown  exceptional 
interest  in  the  chemical  and  pharmaceutical  equipment  of 
his  department,  and  introduced  many  reforms.  Captain 
Bichards,  his  successor,  studied  at  Cambridge  University 
and  St.  Bartholomew's  Hospital. 


Australasian  News. 


New  Zealand. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Conference,  the  first  to  be  held 
in  New  Zealand,  has  been  completed  amid  a  chorus  of 
mutual  congratulation.  As  is  always  the  case,  those  present 
have  enjoyed  the  meetings  immensely,  and  especially  the 
opportunity  of  widening  their  acquaintance  with  fellow- 
pharmacists.    The  subjects  for  discussion  have  been  almost 
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entirely  in  connection  with,  recent  legislation,  actual  and 
proposed,  and  the  administration  of  existing  Acts.  As  a 
consequence,  a  federation  of  New  Zealand  chemists  has 
been  formed,  with  Mr.  Leonard  McKenzie  as  the  first  Pre- 
sident; Mr.  A.  Hobson  (Wellington),  Mr.  "William  Elder 
■(Otago),  Mr.  Mackay  (Auckland),  Mr.  A.  Williams 
.(Hawkes  Bay),  Mr.  Bonnington  (Christchurch),  Mr. 
Kitchen  (WTanganui)  Vice-Presidents;  Mr.  W.  S.  Wallace 
Hon.  Secretary  and  Treasurer  ;  and  Mr.  Jack  Hon.  Auditor. 
Meetings  of  the  Pharmacy  Board  were  held  simultaneously, 
and  dealt  with  many  important  matters.  These  con- 
ferences do  much  to  make  the  conduct  of  business  pleasanter, 
and  help  to  raise  the  status  of  pharmacy  in  the  estimation 
of  the  general  public.  The  "  New  Zealand  Times,"  in  men- 
tioning the  Conference  editorially,  complained  that  the  de- 
liberations were  secret,  stating  that — 

For  a  large  number  of  well-trained  gentlemen  to  meet 
in  secret  conference  to  discuss  important  public  matters, 
only  allowing  a  bald  outline  of  their  views  to  go  forth  to 
the  world,  is  to  create  suspicion  of  their  public-spiritedness 
and  stultify  everything  they  do,  especially  where  it  has  any 
bearing  on  future  legislation. 

These  remarks  sometimes  apply  to  meetings  held  in  Great 
Britain. 

Proprietary  Medicines. — One  of  the  subjects  dealt  with 
at  the  Pharmaceutical  Conference  was  the  Government 
"Quackery  Prevention  Bill.    The  suggestions  of  the  Parlia 
mentary  Committee  as  to  the  lines  upon  which  a  Bill  should 
be  drawn  were  agreed  to,  amended  as  follows  : 

(a)  Preventing  the  advertising  and  supply  of  any  pre- 
paration, medicine,  or  appliance  alleged  to  be  for  the 
prevention,  alleviation,  or  cure  of  any  human  ailment  or 
physical  defect,  that  in  the  opinion  of  a  Judge  of  the 
Supreme  Court  is  harmful  to  health,  of  a  fraudulent  nature, 
■or  of  such  a  character  that  it  cannot  have  the  effect  claimed 
for  it,  or  cannot  effect  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  supplied. 

(6)  To  make  it  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell,  offer,  or 
attempt  to  sell  or  supply  any  preparation  or  medicine  for 
the  prevention,  alleviation,  or  cure  of  human  ailments, 
unless 

1.  Any  such  preparation  or  medicine  is  supplied  on  a 
prescription  given  by  a  duly  registered  medical  practitioner 
or  registered  chemist  in  New  Zealand  keeping  open  shop, 
or 

2.  To  any  person  who  applies  to  and  proves  to  the  satis- 
faction of  any  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  that  his  pre- 
paration or  medicine  is  an  original  and  secret  one,  and  that 
the  quality,  nature,  and  ascertained  properties  of  the  com- 
ponents and  of  the  composition  itself  are 

(a)  Not  harmful  to  the  health. 
(6)  Not  of  a  fraudulent  nature. 

(e)  That  the  preparation  or  medicine  is  of  such  a  character 
•as  may  have  the  effect  claimed  for  it  or  may  effect  the 
purpose  for  which  it  was  supplied,  and 

(rf)  That  it  may  with  safety  be  entrusted  to  inexperienced 
and  uninformed  persons  for  the  purpose  of  self-treatment. 
Conference  Eesolutions. — After  discussing  the  Opium 
Act  the  following  resolution  was  carried  at  the  meeting  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Conference  : 

That  tincture  of  opium  be  added  to  the  schedule  submitted 
by  the  Collector  of  Customs,  making  it  legal  for  all  chemists 
to  register  all  quantities  of  tincture  over  5  oz.  sold  by 
them,  and  that  this  be  added  to  the  schedule  gazetted  on 
January  31,  1907. 

The  Pure  Food  and  Drugs  Act  was  also  discussed,  with 
the  result  that  the  following  resolution  was  agreed  upon  : 
That  this  Conference  use  every  endeavour  to  induce  the 
Government   to   form   an  Advisory   Committee,  having 
similar  qualifications  to  those  possessed  by  the  committee 
formed  under  the  New  South  Wales  Act. 

The  question  of  the  Poisons  Act  amendment  was  referred 
to  a  committee  to  deal  with.  The  delegates  to  the  Confer- 
ence were  entertained  to  dinner  on  June  11,  when  Dr. 
Mason,  the  Chief  Health  Officer,  was  one  of  the  after-dinner 
speakers. 

Tasmania. 

Proprietary  Medicines  at  Hobart. — The  U.S.  Consul  at 
Hobart,  Tasmania,  reports  that  a  large  shipment  of  patent 
medicines  made  by  an  American  firm  has  been  detained  at 
the  Custom-house,  Hobart,  on  account  of  extravagant 
claims  being  made  as  to  the  curative  properties  of  the 
medicine.  Analysis  showed  that  the  preparation  con- 
tained 37  per  cent,   proof   spirit,   but   no  sulphur  as 


alleged.  The  importer  was  informed  that  provided  all 
objectionable  matter  was  removed  and  that  a  correct 
trade  description  was  applied  delivery  would  be  given 
The  Consul  examined  one  of  the  wrappers  and  counted 
forty  different  maladies  that  the  medicine  was  alleged 
ti  cure.  Had  the  medicine  been  a  cure  for  thirty- 
nine  less  maladies  it  would  have  had  a  better  chance 
to  get  through  the  Hobart  Custom-house.  The  fact  that 
the  cases  have  been  opened,  the  advertising  material  re- 
moved, and  the  labels  taken  off  or  corrected  would,  of  course, 
make  the  article  practically  unsaleable. 
Victoria. 

The  Owner  of  the  Shop.— On  May  21  a  grocer  ot 
Prahran  was  charged  with  selling  a  bottle  of  Chamberlain's 
Diarrhoea  F^emedy  (containing  opium),  he  not  being  a  person 
qualified  to  do  so  under  the  Pharmacy  Act,  The  Magis- 
trates dismissed  the  case  for  want  of  evidence  that  defendant 
was  the  owner  of  the  shop  where  the  sale  took  place.  The 
plaintiff,  acting  for  the  Pharmacy  Board,  took  the  matter 
to  the  High  Court,  and  the  Chief  Justice  made  an  order 
to  review  absolute  and  remitted  the  case  for  rehearing  to 
the  Magistrates.  The  Magistrates,  he  said,  should  call 
upon  defendant  to  say  whether  the  shop  is  or  is  not  his. 
The  Chief  Justice  also  stated  that,  if  the  actual  seller  is 
shown  to  have  been  the  servant  of  the  defendant,  the  de- 
fendant will  be  liable,  as  the  combined  effect  of  two  sections 
of  the  Pharmacy  Act  makes  a  sale  by  an  assistant  or  servant 
an  offence  by  the  master. 


BACK  ONCE  MORE. 

The  delegates  who  went  out  to  Australia  from  the 
London  Chalnber  of  Commerce  regarding  the  Proprie- 
tary Medicines  question  have  returned.  Messrs.  Glover 
and  Kenningham  arrived  back  in  London  on  July  25, 
and  report  in  general  terms  that  their  mission 
has  been  successful.  One  of  our  staff  has  interviewed 
Mr.  J.  A.  Kenningham  at  Messrs.  Condy's  factory  in 
Goswell  Road,  and  has  gathered  some  particulars  of  the 
visit,  which  supplement  the  full  notes  that  have  appeared 
from  time  to  time  in  the  C.  J-  D.  on  the  subject.  "First 
of  all  let  me  tell  you,"  said  Mr.  Kenningham,  "  how  much 
indebted  we  were  to  Mr.  W.  G.  Piper,  the  editor  of  '  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist  of  Australasia.'  for  the  whole- 
hearted assistance  he  rendered  us  in  our  difficult  task." 
Mr.  Piper,  we  gathered,  was  at  first  a  little  unsound  on 
the'  question  of  formula  disclosure,  until  the  delegates 
gave  him  chapter  and  verse  in  regard  to  the  trend  of 
legal  decisions  given  in  this  country  in  regard  to  the 
rights  in  a  formula  which  has  been  published.  Practically 
all  the  newspapers  were  in  accord  with  the  delegates  when 
the  matter  had  been  put  before  them  in  its  proper  light. 
There  were  two  significant  exceptions,  but  these  journals, 
it  appeared,  had  mistaken  the  visit  as  a  political  move  on 
the  part  of  a  particular  party,  and,  having  taken  up  that 
line,  found  it  difficult  to  recede.  A  note  was  given  m  the 
C.  &  D.  regarding  the  heckling  to  which  Mr.  Chapman, 
Minister  of  Trade  in  the  Commonwealth  Parliament,  had 
been  subjected  on  the  subject  of  the  Proprietary  Articles 
Bill.  It  appears  that,  as  a  consequence,  the  Bill  was 
actually  reintroduced,  but  as  this  was  within  a  few  days 
of  the  end  of  the  Parliamentary  Session  it  could  hardly 
have  been  seriously  intended.  Mr.  Chapman  had  pre- 
viously expressed  his  desire  to  give  the  matter  more 
thought  and  to  find  out  the  lines  upon  which  the 
Canadian  Bill  had  been  drafted.  To  guard  against  the 
Bill  being  slipped  through  in  the  hurry  of  winding  up  the 
Session,  care  was  taken  to  draft  suitable  amendments  on 
the  lines  of  the  Canadian  Bill,  which  were  placed  in  the 
hands  of  members  of  Parliament  as  soon  as  the  Bill  was 
tabled.  The  Bill,  however,  was  never  proceeded  with, 
and  it  is  practically  certain  that  when  it  is  reintroduced 
in  the  next  Session  the  objectionable  clauses  will  have 
been  modified.  There  is,  on  the  other  hand,  the  possi- 
bilitv  of  changes  in  the  Ministry  to  reckon  with,  but  now 
that'  members  of  Parliament  and  the  public  are  better 
informed  on  the  subject  there  is  not  so  much  fear  of 
drastic  legislation.  The  Beale  report  is  now  much  dis- 
credited, and  has  by  its  exaggerated  view  of  the  matter 
lost  its  influence  on  legislators.  The  Bill  which  was  intro- 
duced to  protect  the  publication  of  Mr.  Beale's  report

was  passed  on  the  last  day  of  the  Session,  but  a  clause 
indemnifying  newspapers  which  quoted  the  report  was 
removed  by  the  Upper  House,  and,  thus  emasculated,  the 
Bill  received  the  Royal  assent.  It  appears  that  the  printer 
of  the  report  had  been  served  with  writs  on  account  of 
the  defamatory  and  scandalous  statements  it  contained, 
and  hence  the  necessity  for  protecting  the  publication. 
The  delegates  were  well  received  in  New  Zealand,  and 
found  that  Dr.  Mason  had  never  intended  to  interfere 
with  reputable  and  honest  medicines.  In  fact,  Dr.  Mason 
was  of  great  assistance  to  the  delegates  in  obtaining 
facilities  for  interviewing  members  of  the  Government. 
There  is  reason  to  think  that  the  clauses  in  the  next  Bill 
dealing  with  proprietary  medicines  will  be  differently 
worded.  In  the  Western  Australia  Bill  the  clauses  have 
been  modified,  and  now  contain  nothing  of  an  objection- 
able nature.  Our  representative  then  got  on  to  the  sub- 
ject of  advertising  of  proprietary  medicines.  "Yes," 
said  Mr.  Kenningham,  ' '  we  have  had  some  trouble  over 
this  matter,  but  we  have  always  pointed  out  that  there  is 
nothing  objectionable  or  untrue  in  the  advertisements  of 
the  best  class  of  proprietary  medicines.  Even  Mr.  Beale 
stated  that,  when  he  quoted  an  advertisement  of  Beecham's 
pills  in  his  report,  he  did  it  to  show  how  medicines  can  be 
advertised  in  a  truthful  and  clean  manner." 


South  African  News. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondents.) 

Cape  Colony. 

Cape  Analyst's  Report. — The  report  for  1907  of  Mr. 
C.  F.  Juritz,  M.A.,  F.I.C.,  senior  analyst  to  the  Govern- 
ment of  Cape  Colony,  deals  with  a  great  variety  of 
subjects  which  come  under  the  analyst's  notice  during 
the  year.  We  note  some  of  the  most  interesting. 
"  Lacvitum,"  a  dried-milk  preparation,  was  found  to  have 
been  made  from  a  milk  containing  a  reduced  proportion  of 
fat.  Lacvitum  would  not,  therefore,  on  dilution  represent 
pure  new  milk  as  stated  on  the  label.  "  Vinegaro  "  is  the 
name  given  to  a  coloured  and  flavoured  acetic  acid  which  the 
maker  labels  as  not  complying  with  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act 
(Cape  Colony),  1890.  Pepper  has  been  found  adulterated 
with  pepper  dust — "a  term  originally  confined  to  pepper 
husks  and  sweepings,  but  now  broadened  out  into  a 
euphemism  to  cover  adulterants  of  all  kinds."  A  mixture 
of  ground  whole  pepper,  'plus  pepper-hulls,  should,  the 
analyst  states,  be  looked  upon  as  an  adulteration.  An 
article  called  "  Vegetole  "  (probably  a  cooking-fat)  appeared 
to  be  a  mixture  of  cottonseed  stearin  with  at  least  12  per  cent, 
of  beef  fat.  "Chicory"  has  been  discovered  which  con- 
sisted entirely  of  ground  and  roasted  carob  beans.  Acorn 
flour  and  ferruginous  clay  have  also  been  found  as  chicory 
adulterants.  Part  of  the  rerjprt  refers  to  analyses  of  wines 
and  spirits,  and  we  note  that  m  regard  to  brandy  and  whisky 
the  percentages  of  alcohol  by  volume  range  from  44  to  59  per 
cent.  Bush  tea,  the  product  of  Cyclopia  genistoides,  has 
been  specially  examined  and  found  to  yield  33.10  per  cent, 
of  extract,  but  to  be  free  from  tea  alkaloids.  "Cream 
powder,"  a  substitute  for  cream  of  tartar,  was  found  to  con- 
sist of  alumina,  lime,  carbonates,  phosphates,  and  sulphates. 
Soil  analyses  occupy  a  considerable  part  of  the  report,  these 
being  undertaken  in  accordance  with  a  systematic  investiga- 
tion of  the  Colony's  soil.  The  number  of  sheep-dips 
examined  has  been  comparatively  small.  Quibell's  sheep- 
dip  was  found  to  contain  23  per  cent,  of  arsenic  calculated 
as  trioxide,  and  two  samples  of  Quibell's  powder  yielded 
respectively  22.5  per  cent,  and  22.3  per  cent,  of  arsenic. 
Snowdol  sheep-dip,  "Springbok"  brand,  yielded  12.5  per 
cent,  of  phenols  and  gave  a  uniform  mixture  with  water. 
A  correction  is  made  in  regard  to  McDougall's  Lion  brand 
tobacco  extract,  which  was  stated  last  year  (see  C.  <£■  D., 
September  7,  1907,  p.  413)  to  contain  arsenic.  It  appears 
that  this  was  an  experimental  mixture,  and  that  the  tobacco 
extract  on  the  market  is  free  from  arsenic.  A  note  is  given 
in  regard  to  an  arsenite-of-soda  dip  which  caused  the  death 
of  some  cattle.  From  analytical  data  it  was  obvious  that 
the  dipping  mixture  had  been  made  of  double  the  strength 
ordered  in  the  official  directions.  The  printed  instructions 
required  5  lb.  of  sodium  arsenite  to  b3  used  in  100  gals. 


of  water.  The  arsenic  in  samples  of  Cooper's  dip  was  found 
to  correspond  very  closely  with  the  average  of  dips  dealt 
with  in  previous  reports— viz.,  22.4  per  cent.  An  in- 
teresting note  is  given  in  regard  to  samples  of  castor-oil 
beans  grown  in  the  Colony.  Ricinus  sanguineus  was  found' 
to  yield  the  highest  percentage  of  oil  (46.2).  The  lowest 
yield  was  from  Ricinus  major  (36  per  cent.).  Prickly-pear 
soap  was  examined,  the  name  of  the  soap  possibly  referring 
to  the  fact  that  the  ash  of  the  prickly  pear  was  used  in> 
preparing  the  soap.  This  seems  a  useful  suggestion  for 
using  up  this  objectionable  plant.  A  sample  of  insecticide, 
XL-All  brand,  was  found  "  to  be  free  from  metallic  and' 
other  poisonous  components,  the  active  ingredient  being  of 
a  resinous  nature."  A  good  many  analyses  were  made  ir* 
cases  of  poisoning.  One  of  these  refers  to  a  case  of  death' 
from  eating  a  bulb — "  tyumtyumana  " — which  the  analyst 
found  to  be  free  from  alkaloids  or  glucosides,  but  to  con- 
tain 7J,-  grains  of  a  poisonous  resinous  body  in  ^  oz.  of  the- 
dried  bulb. 

Orange  River  Colony. 

The  Customs  Tariff. — It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  no 
changes  in  the  Customs  "tariff ,  other  than  those  published 
already,  are  to  take  place,  nothing  being  more  irritating  to 
an  importer  than  continual  changes  in  the  tariff ;  one  minor 
alteration,  however,  will  make  a  considerable  difference  to 
the  revenues  of  the  various  colonies,  and  that  is  the  clau3© 
whereby  the  duty  paid  on  raw  material  used  in  manufac- 
turing goods  in  any  colony,  such  goods  being  subsequently 
exported  to  another  colony  of  South  Africa,  shall  be  paid 
over  to  fhe  Colony  in  which  the  goods  are  consumed.  Thi& 
will  hit  Cape  Colony  very  heavily,  as  it  exports  a  largo 
amount  of  its  own  manufactured  goods  to  other  colonies  in 
the  South  African  Customs  Union. 

Chemists  and  Night  Duty. — At  the  June  meeting  of 
the  O.R.C.  Chamber  of  Commerce  a  letter  from  Mr.  R.  H. 
Cole  was  read,  complaining  that  chemists  have  not  an> 
attendant  on  duty  at  night  in  Bloemfontein.  He  asked  the- 
Chamber  to  take  up  the  matter  and  try  to  get  it  remedied. 
Mr.  S.  S.  Hewitt,  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  the  Colony,  denied  the  statements  by  Mr.  Cole.  The- 
chemists  in  town  arrange  for  attendants  being  on  the  pre- 
mises, or,  if  not,  it  is  known  where  chemists  could  be  found' 
when  closed.    He  moved  that  : 

The  Chamber  take  no  action  in  the  direction  suggestedi 
by  Mr.  Cole,  as  it  was  entirely  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Chamber,  and  that  they  could  not  support  his  con- 
tention. 

Mr.  Dunkerton  supported  Mr.  Hewitt,  and  stated  that  his- 
experience  was  that  there  was  no  need  for  night  attendants. 
The  Chairman  and  Mr.  Nicolai  spoke  to  the  same  effect,  and 
Mr.  Hewitt's  motion  was  unanimously  agreed  to.  .On  the 
suggestion  of  the  Chairman  it  was  decided  to  forward  the 
letter  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  with  a  recommendation 
from  the  Chamber  that  in  future  chemists  should  charge 
double  price  for  any  goods  supplied  after  nine  o'clock  ai) 
night.

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Legal  Reports. 

High  Court  Cases. 

Bath  Powder  Labels. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  on  Friday,  July  24,  before  Mr. 
.Justice  Parker,  Mr.  Romer,  K.C.,  mentioned  the  case  of  the 
Crown  Perfumery  Co.  v.  H.  Bronnley  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  re  violet 
bath  powder,  reported  in  the  C.  <£■  D.,  July  25,  p.  119. 
The  defendants  had  since  the  last  hearing  filed  numerous 
affidavits,  and  he  had  to  admit  that  this  was  not  a  case 
'he  could  ask  his  Lordship  to  deal  with  on  an  interlocutory 
motion.  Whether  the  affidavits  showed  a  good  defence  or 
cot,  the  defendants  alleged  that  they  had  been  doing  what 
was  complained  of  since  1905.  Under  those  circumstances, 
■and  especially  at  this  time  of  the  year,  he  suggested  to  Mr. 
Walter,  K.C.,  who  appeared  for  the  defendants,  that  the 
■defendants  should  continue  to  keep  an  account,  and  that 
there  should  be  no  further  order  on  the  motion  except  that 
the  costs  should  be  costs  in  the  action. — Mr.  Walter,  K.C., 
•remarked  that  defendants'  affidavits  said  that  the  plaintiffs 
had  known  of  what  was  being  done  for  two  years.  He  was 
•quite  willing  to  give  the  undertaking  to  keep  an  account 
till  the  trial  of  the  action.— His  Lordship  made  an  order 
in  these  terms,  but  reserved  the  question  of  costs. 

A  Veterinary  Medicine  Case. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  on  July  24,  Mr.  Justice  Swinfen 
Eady  had  before  him  a  motion  in  the  action  of  Tipper  v. 
Herbert  Champney  and  Sidney  Levy  (trading  as  the  Bristol 
Veterinary  Medicine  Co.).  Mr.  Macnaghten,  K.C.,  said  he 
had  to  ask  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  two  ex-employes 
of  plaintiff  in  respect  to  one  of  them  from  trading  in 
violation  of  a  covenant  entered  into  with  the  plaintiff,  and  in 
regard  to  both  of  them  from  copying  certain  trade-marks 
of  the  plaintiff  and  selling  goods  under  wrappers  only 
colourably  differing  from  the  plaintiff's.  There  was  also 
a  question  about  price-lists.  Terms  had  been  agreed. 
Against  one  of  the  defendants  there  would  be  an  injunction, 
and  as  to  the  other  he  did  not  ask  for  an  injunction.  There 
was  to  he  a  perpetual  undertaking  by  both  defendants  to 
■discontinue  the  use  of  certain  names  in  connection  with  any 
preparations  sold  or  offered  for  sale  by  them.  Both  of  the 
■defendants  would  give  an  undertaking  to  hand  over  to  the 
plaintiff  for  destruction  the  price-list  offered  by  them.  They 
would  also  give  an  undertaking  to  hand  over  to  the  plaintiff 
for  destruction  the  price-list  headed  "The  Bristol 
Veterinary  Medicine  Co."  and  certain  labels  containing 
directions  and  explanatory  matter  copied  or  colourably 
imitated  from  those  of  the  plaintiff.  Then  they  were  to 
pay  20.?.  as  damages  and  the  costs  of  the  action.— His 
Lordship  assented. 

Mr.  Gwiltm  Evans's  Will. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  on  July  24,  Mr.  Justice  Joyce 
resumed  the  hearing  of  the  adjourned  summons  in  re 
Gwilym  Evans,  deceased — Williams  v.  Jones — which  had 
reference  to  the  will  of  the  late  Mr.  Gwilym  Evans,  J. P.. 
D.L.,  Llanelly.  The  plaintiffs  were  the  executors  and 
trustees  of  the  will,  and  the  question  at  issue  was  one  of  con- 
struction under  it— viz..  whether  the  shares  of  the  residuary 
estate  of  the  testator  bequeathed  by  his  will  to  two  of 
his  nieces,  children  of  the  testator's  brother,  lapsed  by  the 
death  of  the  two  nieces  in  the  lifetime  of  the  testator',  and 
whether  such  shares  went  to  the  other  residuary  legatees 
in  common,  or  whether  the  shares  so  bequeathed  survived 
to  the  benefit  of  the  five  surviving  children  of  the  nieces 
The  matter  had  been  adjourned  for  the  purpose  of  having 
the  next-of-kin  present,  and  it  was  now  intimated  that  all 
parties  interested  and  the  next-of-kin  were  present  bv 
counsel.  A  list  of  the  residuarv  legatees,  over  thirty  in 
number,  and  the  families  to  which  thev  belonged  'was 
handed  to  his  Lordship,  and  the  further  hearing  was  then 
adiourned  till  Tuesday. 

At  the  resumption  of  the  hearing  Mr.  Richards  ar^d 
tor  the  children  who  took  by  substitution  under  the  will  • 
*nd  Mr.  Nesbit  said  he  appeared  for  certain  of  the  nephews 
anri  nieces.  r 

*T,His-Tp,°rcIsh.'p'  in  giv5ng  judgment,  said  by  Clause  5  of 
the  will  legacies  were  given  to  the  children  of  the  testator's 


brother  Evan,  pecuniary  legacies  of  a  certain  amount,  with 
a  direction  that  if  any  of  the  children  of  Evan  should  be 
dead  at  the  time  of  the  testator's  decease,  leaving  children 
surviving,  they  should  receive  the  share.  The  share  there 
meant  obviously  legacy.  It  was  not  happily  framed,  how- 
ever. Similar  provision  was  made  under  the  next  clause 
with  reference  to  the  children  of  John.  Then  came  the 
gift  to  the  brother  David  and  legacies  to  the  children  of 
another,  and  no  such  clause  of  substitution.  Then  a  long 
way  down  there  was  another  clause,  in  which  the  testator 
said  if  his  estate  did  not  realise  sufficient  to  pay  his  funeral 
expenses,  debts,  legacies,  and  annuitants,  they  should  all 
"  abate."  The  testator  contemplated  a  possible  deficiency 
and  no  real  residue.  Therefore  upon  the  facts  his  Lordship 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  there  was  no  such  substitution 
clause  as  argued  for  by  Mr.  Richards,  and  that  the  issue 
of  the  nephews  and  nieces  who  died  in  the  testator's  life- 
time took  nothing  under  the  clause.  The  legacies  did  not 
lapse,  but  the  residue  went  between  the  nephews  and 
nieces  who  survived  the  testator. 
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Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

Section  17  Offence. 


At  the  Hull  Police  Court  on  Friday,  July  24,  before  the 
Stipendiary  Magistrate  (Mr.  J.  G.  Hay  Halkett),  Arthur 
Spivey,  the  Drug-stores,  46  Hessle  Road,  Hull,  was  sum- 
moned for  selling  laudanum  in  a  bottle  not  distinctly 
labelled  with  the  name  and  address  of  the  seller.  The 
defendant  admitted  the  offence.  Mr.  Harry  Wray  ap- 
peared for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  who  prosecuted, 
and  explained  that  all  the  defendant  did  was  to  label  the 
bottle  "  Poison,"  without  the  name  of  the  article  or  his 
name  and  address. 

His  Worship  observed  that  it  did  not  appear  to  him  so 
serious  a  case  as  if  the  man  had  sold  the  drug  without  the 
word  "Poison"  upon  it. 

Mr.  Wray  agreed  that  the  case  suggested  by  the  Magis- 
trate might  be  more  serious. 

The  defendant  pleaded  that  he  happened  to  be  short 
of  labels  with  his  name  and  address  on. 

Jonathan  Mitchinson,  who  acts  as  agent  for  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  locally,  proved  the  purchase  by  a  woman 
on  June  12,  and  that  he  had  informed  Mr.  Harry  Moon, 
17  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  of  the  fact.  He  sent  the 
laudanum  to  Mr.  Thomas  Tickle,  Exeter. 
_  Mr.  Tickle's  report  stated  that  the  specimen  was  £  oz.  of 
tincture  of  opium. 

His  Worship  inquired  what  was  the  meaning  of  the  words 
"  drug-stores." 

Mr.  Wray  said  that  a  drug-store  could  be  carried  on  by  a 
person  who  is  not  qualified  as  a  chemist.  The  defendant 
was  not  qualified  as  a  chemist  by  examination. 

His  Worship  said  he  thought  the  defendant  should  pay 
the  costs. 

Mr:  Wray  said  these  were  heavy,  as  the  official  analyst 
had  to  be  brought  from  London,  and  his  railway  and  hotel 
expenses  would  have  to  be  paid.  The  full  costs  amounted 
to  31.  9s.  6J. 

His  Worship  :  It  makes  it  very  heavy  upon  these  people. 

Mr.  Wray  :  They  bring  it  upon  themselves.  Their  offence 
is  a  serious  one. 

The  Stipendiary  :  Why  should  it  be  necessary  to  bring 
an  analyst  from  London?  It  seems  to  be  a  piece  of  red 
tape,  and  makes  the  costs  in  these  small  cases  very  heavy. 
The  defendant  would  have  to  pay  the  costs,  31.  9s.  6d.,  or  in 
default  fourteen  days. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Quinine-wine. 

At  the  County  Police  Court,  Kingston-on-Thames,  on 
July  23,  Charles  Batty,  of  Vernon  &  Batty,  chemists, 
1  Victoria  Road,  Surbiton,  was  summoned  under  Section  6 
of  the  1875  Act  for  selling  quinine- wine  devoid  of 
quinine,  but  containing,  according  to  the  analysis 
of  Sir  Thomas  Stevenson,  strychnine  hydrochloride 
in  the  proportion  of  0.39  grain  per  fluid  ounce, 
or  0.09  per  cent.  The  offence,  was  admitted;  and 
Mr.  G.  C.  Sherwood,  who  appeared  for  the  defendant, 
explained  that  Mr.  Batty  had  ordered  quinine  hydro- 
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chloride  from  a  wholesale  house  and  appeared  to  have 
received  strychnine  hydrochloride  instead,  but  this  fact 
was  not  ascertained  until  the  present  prosecution  was  insti- 
tuted, the  quinine  wine  having  been  prepared  from  the 
hydrochloride  received.  Mr.  W.  Y.  Cockburn,  Chairman 
of  the  Bench,  in  finding  the  charge  proved,  stated  that  the 
Bench  regarded  the  case  as  a  serious  one,  and  imposed  a 
fine  of  21.,  with  11.  19s.  6d.  costs. 


County  Court  Case. 

Syphon  Accounts. 
The  case  of  Geraut  v.  Griffin  came  before  the  Registrar  of 
the  Clerkenwell  County  Court  on  July  27.  (See  G.  &  D., 
July  11,  p.  48.)  Mr.  Lever  appeared  for  the  plaintiff  firm. 
Defendant's  solicitor  raised  several  points  in  regard  to  the 
dates  on  which  some  of  the  syphons  were  supplied.  Mrs. 
Hewitt  (Messrs.  Geraut)  was  examined  in  regard  to  this 
matter.  As  it  was  proved  that  defendant  did  not  take  over 
the  business  till  May  1893,  it  was  agreed  to  reduce  the  claim 
to  seventy-one  syphons  in  place  of  103  claimed  as  from  1892. 
The  matter  is  to  come  before  Judge  Edge  after  the  Long 
Vacation,  when  the  question  of  costs  will  be  decided. 


Bankruptcies  ancl  Faitores. 

Be  Andrew  Mitchell,  formerly  trading  as  Mitchell  &  Co., 
Parsonage  Street,  Dursley,  Chemist  and  Druggist. — The 
failure  of  this  debtor  occurred  in  1903,  and  at  a  meeting  of 
the  creditors  held  in  Gloucester  on  March  17,  1903,  the  Official 
Receiver  reported  that  there  was  nothing  for  the  creditors, 
whose  claims  amounted  to  155/.  3s.  Id.  (unsecured),  and  7/.  10s. 
due  to  preferential  creditors.  The  Official  Receiver  now 
reports  that  the  estate  has  realised  sufficient  to  pay  the  un- 
secured creditors  20s.  in  the  pound  and  4  per  cent,  interest. 

Be  Henry  Channing  Stephens,  formerly  of  College  Cham- 
bers, 249i  High  Holborn,  W.C.,  Drug  Merchant.— This  debtor 
attended  on  July  28  before  Mr.  Registrar  Linklater  at  the 
London  Bankruptcy  Court  for  public  examination  urjon 
accounts  showing  one  debt  of  230/.  and  assets  valued  at 
1,370/.  3s.  He  stated  that  with  the  exception  of  being  a 
sleeping  partner  in  a  firm  of  drug  merchants  at  the  above 
address  for  a  few  months  in  1902  he  had  never,  owing  to  ill- 
health,  had  any  occupation.  The  partnership  was  entered 
upon  in  June  1902,  under  a  deed  of  gift  from  his  father,  and 
it  came  to  an  end  by  the  revocation  of  the  deed  in  the  following 
October.  The  dissolution  was  not  gazetted  until  last  year. 
He  had  no  interest  whatever  in  the  business.  The  examina- 
tion was  concluded. 

Re  Charles  Edward  Scott,  233  East  India  Dock  Road,  E., 
trading  as  Maitland  &  Co.,  Chemist  and  Druggist. — This  bank- 
rupt applied  on  July  28  to  Mr.  Registrar  Linklater  at  J;he 
London  Bankruptcy  Court  for  an  order  of  discharge.  Mr. 
E.  S.  Grey,  Official  Receiver,  reported  that  the  bankrupt 
failed  in  August  1906,  with  provable  debts  2,842?.  6s.  2d.  and 
assets  that  had  only  realised  490/.  16s.  9c?.,  although  valued 
in  the  statement  of  affairs  at  1,423?.  A  first  and  final  divi- 
dend of  Is.  9d.  in  the  pound  was  paid  to  the  creditors.  (The 
facts  in  the  case  were  fully  reported  in  the  C.  <£■  D.,  Septem- 
ber 1,  1906,  et  seq.)  As  offences  the  Official  Receiver  reported 
(1)  insufficiency  of  assets  to  pay  10s.  in  the  pound  to  the 
creditors  ;  (2)  imperfect  bookkeeping  ;  (3)  trading  with  know- 
ledge of  insolvency.  His  Honour  upheld  the  report,  and  im- 
posed a  further  suspension  of  two  years. 

Be  Charles  Henry  Allender,  late  of  35  Old  Bond  Street, 
W.,  trading  as  "  Jeannette  Pomeroy,"  beauty  specialist. — The 
public  examination  of  this  debtor  took  place  in  the  London 
Bankruptcy  Court  on  July  29.  In  addition  to  the  particulars 
published  in  the  C.  &D.,  July  18,  p.  97,  the  bankrupt,  replying 
to  questions,  stated  that  he  is  an  American  citizen,  and  came 
to  this  country  in  April  1905,  having  about  200/.  in  his  posses- 
sion. From  July  1906  until  January  1907  he  (with  money  lent 
him  by  his  wife)  financed  the  above  business,  then  purchased  it 
for  800/.  In  May  1907  it  was  sold  out  as  reported,  and  from 
October  until  May  last  he  acted  as  managing  director,  without 
remuneration,  of  the  Zeldeck  Toilet  Manufacturing  Co.,  Ltd. 
Accounts  were  filed  showing  unsecured  debts  2,222/.  15s.  2d. 
and  assets  nil.   The  examination  was  concluded.

the  order. 

Be  Oowana  Soap  and  Candle  Co.,  Ltd. — A  meeting  of  the 
■creditors  of  this  company  was  held  at  the  Cannon  Street  Hotel, 
London,  E.C.,  on  July  29.  Mr.  R.  Warner,  the  liquidator 
■appointed  as  a  result  of  tho  shareholders'  resolution  at  the 
■annual  meeting  of  the  company  on  July  11.  was  in  the  chair. 
He  explained  that  under  the  now  Companies  Act  he  was  re- 
quired to  call  a  meeting  of  creditors  within  seven  days  of  his 
appointment  to  confer  with  them  as  to  the  steps  he  should 
take  to  conserve  the  interests  of  the  company.  He  had  had 
an  offer  in  writing  for  the  business,  and  the  question  for  the 
meeting  was  the  appointment  of  a  committee  of  inspection  to 
advise  as  to  whether  he  should  accept  the  offer  or  wait  for 
other  tenders  to  be  made.  As  a  result  of  the  liquidator's 
examination  of  the  company's  books,  the  loss  shown  since  the 
formation  of  the  company  fourteen  months  ago  7s  about  8,000/. 
The  assets  he  put  down  as  goodwill  and  trade-marks  500/., 
furniture  and  fixtures  50/.,  cash  at  bank  101/.  (this  is  sub- 
ject to  the  result  of  an  arbitration),  showcase  10/.,  debtors 
■400/.,  stocks  100/..  plant  500/.,  unpaid  calls  2,753/.  Of  the  last- 
named  item  2,600/.  is  owned  by  Mr.  Masson,  the  late  manag- 
ing director  of  the  company,  and  is  subject  to  Court  decision. 
The  company  started  with  a  working  capital  of  6,000/.,  and 
the  directors  evidently  had  great  faith  in  the  business,  as 
they  launched  out  in  an  elaborate  scheme  of  advertising,  while 
the  chairman  of  the  company  has  lost  10,000/.  in  the  business. 
The  liquidator  was  then  subjected  to  a  running  firo  of  ques- 
tions, and  it  appears  that  although  the  assets  are  about  6s.  8d. 
in  the  pound  these  may  be  swallowed  up  in  expenses,  as  the 
company  is  involved  in  litigation.  The  plant  at  the  works 
■cost  23,000/.,  but  was  paid  for  in  shares.  The  exDenses  at 
present  being  incurred  are  13/.  a  week  for  wages.  In  regard 
to  the  debts  of  the  company,  1.900/.  was  stated  to  be  trade 
debts,  while  the  legal  expenses  of  forming  the  company  (500/.) 

Messrs.  Snowdon  &  Co.,  from  whom  the 
company  agreed  to  purchase  the  Snowdol  disinfectants,  are 
creditors  for  1,760/.  The  new  company  took  over  the  debts  of 
the  old  company  (6,000/.)  and  has  since  incurred  1,700/.  in 
debts.  Several  suggestions  were  made  as  to  the  apoointment 
of  another  liouidator.  but  it  was  eventually  agreed  to  retain 
the  services  of  Mr.  Warner,  and  the  following  committee  was 
appointed  to  act  with  him: — Mr.  Herbert  Smith,  Mr.  A.  A. 
Robinson,  Mr.  Franklin,  Mr.  P.  Josenhs.  and  a  representative 
of  Messrs.  W.  J.  Bush  &  Co..  Ltd.  It  was  decided  that 
Messrs.  Partington  (the  largest  creditors),  on  whose  behalf 
Mr.  Robinson  was  acting,  should  apply  to  the  Court  for  power 
to  wind  up  the  company.

ceutical Society  in  Lon- 
don, of  which  Society 
he  had  been  an  honorary 
member  since  1893.  He 
was  a  native  of  Rainton, 
Yorkshire,  where  he  was 
born  on  April  14,  1838, 
and  studied  medicine  at 
the  Medical  School  of 
Guy's  Hospital.  He 
became  a  M.R.C.S.  in 
1862,  two  years  later 
graduating  as  M.D. 
London.  He  was  at  that  time  more  identified  with 
chemical  research  than  with  the  practice  of  medicine,  and 
became  a  Fellow  of  the  Chemical  Society  in  1864,  while  in 
1865  he,  with  another,  communicated  to  the  Royal  Society 
a  paper  on  the  application  of  physiological  tests  for  certain 
organic  poisons,  especially  digitalin,  which  was  the  fore- 
runner of  much  toxicological  work.  He  never  broke  off 
his  association  with  Guy's,  where  he  was  lecturer  on 
chemistry  from  1870  to  1898,  and  he  retained  to  his  death 
the  lectureship  on  forensic  medicine.  Besides  his  duties 
there  and  on  behalf  of  the  Home  Office,  Sir  Thomas 
Stevenson  had  a  large  practice  as  an  analyst,  and  was 
Public  Analyst  for  Bedford  County,  Tunbridge  Wells,  St. 
Pancras,  Shoreditch,  Northampton,  Surrey,  and  Reigate. 
He  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Council  of  the  Chemical 
Society  in  1872  and  was  a  Vice-President  from  1900  to  1903. 
He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Institute  of  Chemistry 
and  its  President  from  1897  to  1900,  while  he  also  acted  as 
a  censor  and  as  examiner  in  therapeutics,  pharmacology, 
and  microscopy.  He  edited  Taylor's  "Principles  and 
Practice  of  Medical  Jurisprudence,"  and  wrote  a  manual 
on  the  same  subject,  besides  a  small  treatise  on  alcohol, 
which  was  chiefly  tables.  His  services  to  the  State  were 
recognised  on  the  occasion  of  the  King's  birthday  in  1904, 
when  he  was  knighted.  As  a  visitor  to  the  pharmaceutical 
examinations  he  took  the  opposite  view  of  Dr.  Greenhow 
in  regard  to  the  Minor  examination.  His  predecessor 
never  considered  this  qualification  one  that  calls  for 
collegiate  training,  while  Sir  Thomas  Stevenson  did.  The 
immediate  cause  of  Sir  Thomas's  death  was  heart-failure. 
He  had  been  for  some  time  in  failing  health,  but  nothing 
serious  was  feared,  and  he  worked  up  to  the  end.  He  was 
attending  to  his  official  duties  last  week,  and  on  Saturday 
was  out  in  the  garden  with  his  family.  On  Sunday  his 
condition  became  rapidly  worse,  and  death  ensued  on 
Monday  evening  at  about  half-past  seven  o'clock.  Lady 
Stevenson  died  a  few  months  ago.  They  had  a  family  of 
one  son  and  five  daughters.

Co.  have  recently  introduced  vaporole  aromatic  ammonia, 
which  consists  of  a  tiny  glass  tube  enclosed  in  a  silk  bag, 
after  the  style  of  amyl  nitrite  capsules.  When  broken  by 
pressing  with  the  fingers  a  pleasantly  perfumed  whiff  of 
ammonia  is  obtained  sufficiently  powerful  to  act  as  a 
reviver  in  cases  of  fainting.  An  advantage  of  the 
vaporoles  is  that  they  will  not  deteriorate,  in  which 
respect  the  domestic  smelling-salts  is  often  found  wanting. 
The  vaporoles  are  issued  in  boxes  of  a  dozen. 

Photographic  Outfits  are  now  the  order  of  the  day, 
and  the  one  which  we  illustrate  here  is  the  latest  addition 

which  Messrs.  Burroughs 
Wellcome  &  Co.  have  made 
to  their  series  of  compact 
cases.  It  is  a  metal  case, 
measuring  4  in.  by  4  in.  by 
2^  in.  deep,  enamelled  out- 
side in  bright  scarlet,  royal 
blue,  or  rex  red,  and  par- 
titioned inside  to  keep  the 
three  large  bottles  in  place, 
there  being  ample  space 
under  the  bottle-necks  and 
between  for  the  tubes  of 
pyro,  metol-quinol,  potas- 
sium bromide,  toner,  and 
other  chemicals  requisite  for 
plates,  films,  bromide,  gas- 
light, and  other  printing-papers.  The  complete  outfit 
retails  at  5s.,  and  photographic  chemists  need  not  to  be 
told  that  a  display  of  the  cases  at  this  time  will  result  in 
good  business.

The  Shop  Window. 

THE  Chemist  and  Druggist  has  for  some  years  published 
periodically,  sometimes  weekly,  reproductions  of  photo- 
graphs of  window-displays  by  chemists,  with  notes  on  what 
there  is  in  them.  We  believe  that  these  are  of  great  utility, 
and  they  have  been  appreciated  at  home  and  abroad.  We 
were  pleased  to  observe  that  the  Glasgow  Pharmaceutical 
Association  had  recognised  the  value  of  this  subject  to  their 
juniors  by  instituting  a  prize  competition  among  appren- 
tices and  assistants  in  the  Glasgow  district,  prizes  to  be 
awarded  after  inspection  of  the  windows.  The  subject  was 
also  included  in  the  business  knowledge  examination  for  the 
Fairchild  scholarship  and  prizes,  the  following  question 
being  put  : 

Write  a  short  essay,  not  exceeding  500  words,  on' how  a 
retail  chemist  may  make  the  most  of  his  shop  window  in 
order  to  attract  customers  or  sell  goods. 

Curious  to  learn  what  the  results  were,  we  interviewed  Mr. 
Holden,  Secretary  to  the  Fairchild  Scholarship  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  he  expressed  his  satisfaction  in  the  single- 
word  (a  favourite  of  his)  "  Fine,"  and  he  acceded  to  our 
request  for  copies  of  some  of  the  answers.  A  few  of  them 
we  print.  Who  the  writers  are  we  do  not  know,  but  we- 
think  it  will  be  generally  conceded  that  for  assistants  at  a 
time  of  life  when  their  thoughts  are  focussed  towards  the 
Minor  examination,  they  are  not  badly  versed  on  the  busi- 
ness side  of  pharmacy.  TRe  numbers  attached  to  the- 
examples  quoted  are,  we  understand,  the  numbers  of  the- 
candidates. 

Once  a  Week. 

The  first  thing  to  be  noted  about  a  good  window  is,  have  it 
well  fitted  so  that  no  dust  can  enter,  as  a  dirty  window  at  once 
repels.  Then  never  have  one  thing  in  too  long.  If  you 
change  your  window  regularly  the  people  say,  "  Come,  let  us 
see  what  So-and-so  has  in  his  window  this  week."  They 
begin  to  know.  A  small  variety  of  articles  has  also  a 
wonderful  effect.  Everyone  likes  things  in  season,  so  one 
must  be  careful  that  he  has  in  his  window  articles  pertaining 
to  the  season,  as  in  the  summer  time,  when  people  are  prepar- 
ing for  the  coast,  bathing-caps,  floating  wings,  etc,  A  little 
consideration  towards  the  different  colours  also  enhances  the 
value  of  the  window.  For  instance,  green  bottles  with  green 
caps  and  labels,  and  soap  perhaps  wrapped  in  cream  and 
gold  papers.  This  is  from  actual  experience.  Always  price 
everything,  as  people  as  a  whole  want  to  know  the  price* 
before  they  enter  the  shop. — No.  39. 

Honey  as  a  Display. 

Although  at  first  sight  honey  may  seem  to  be  a  bit  out  of  the 
way  for  a  chemist,  many  chemists  are  making  it  quite  a  ■ 
profitable  side  line,  and,  moreover,  are  selling  other  goods  at 
the  same  time.  When  I  talk  of  honey  as  a  display  I  don't 
mean  half-a-dozen  or  a  dozen  jars  scattered  here  and  there. 
I  mean  a  display.  This  is  my  idea,  and  has  been  a  huge 
success.  The  whole  bottom  of  the  window  was  covered  with 
heather,  in  plenty  of  flower  and  of  a  nice  colour.  Two  brass 
rods  running  up  either  side  of  the  windows  were  covered ; 
also  with  heather,  and  right  in  the  centre,  propped  up  to  such 
a  height  as  to  be  on  a  level  with  people's  eyes,  stood  a  beehive 
(imitation).  The  boxes  which  propped  it  up  were  covered' 
with  heather,  and  a  little  bit  of  cork  bark  arranged  to  make  it 
have  a  rustic  appearance.  Scattered  among  the  heather  and 
hanging  from  thin  threads  of  silk  were  hung  artificial  bees. 
The  honey  was  put  up  in  1-lb.  and  2-lh.  jars,  and  hundreds  of 
them  put  standing  upright  and  arranged  in  tiers  in  the 
bottom  of  the  window.  Two  huge  tickets  were  made  with 
nothing  but  "Fine  Heather  Honey."  Two  shelves  on  either 
side  of  the  window  and  hanging  by  chains  from  the  brass  rods- 
already  mentioned,  were  covered  with  beeswax,  white  wax,, 
and  neat  little  cards  giving  all  particulars  of  the  extrac- 
tion of  the  honey  and  the  purification  and  bleaching  of  the- 
waxes.  Recipes  containing  honey  were  given  to  customers  or 
intended  customers,  such  as  the  favourite  cough-mixture  of 
honey-squills,  and  vinegar,  and  also  the  rheumatic  paste  con- 
taining honey,  guaiacum,  sulphur,  and  cream  of  tartar. 
Immense  crowds-gathered  round,  and  an  enormous  trade  was 
done.— No.  22. 

We  hope  to  give  more  examples  of  Fairchild  students' 
ideas  on  this  subject  as  space  permits.  We  have  in  hand 
a  number  of  photographs  and  sketches  which  will  also  be 
published  from  time  to  time. 
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Bismuth  Salts: 

The  Determination  of  Nitrates  in. 

By  W.  H.  Simmons,  B.Sc.  (Lond.),  F.C.S. 


OF  all  the  impurities  found  in  bismuth  salts,  nitrates  are 
probably  the  most  common,  and  this  is  scarcely  to  be 
wondered  at  since  practically  all  bismuth  salts  are  manu- 
factured, directly  or  indirectly,  from  bismuth  nitrate  or 
subnitrate.  The  British  Pharmacopoeia,  1898,  apparently 
recognises  the  difficulty  of  entirely  eliminating  nitrates, 
for  in  many  cases  it  states  that  the  substance  should  be 
free  from  more  than  a  slight  trace,  and  presumably  in- 
tends the  ferrous-sulphate  test  to  be  taken  as  a  guide  for 
the  purpose.  This  latter  is,  however,  hopeless  as  an  even 
approximate  quantitative  method,  and  I  have  recently 
made  numerous  experiments  as  to  the  best  methods  for 
actually  determining  nitrate  in  bismuth  salts. 

The  most  convenient  method  for  estimation  of  nitrate 
in  bismuth  oxide,  hydrate,  citrate,  carbonate,  oxychloride, 
or  phenate  is  undoubtedly  the  indigo  process.  This  is  car- 
ried out  by  preparing  a  standard  solution  of  indigo  carmine, 
made  by  dissolving  5  grams  of  indigo  carmine  in  water, 
filtering,  adding  50  c.c.  of  concentrated  sulphuric  acid, 
and  diluting  to  1  litre.  This  solution  is  then  standardised 
by  taking  measured  volumes  of  a  0.1-per-cent.  solution  of 
KNO,,  diluting  to  25  c.c.  with  distilled  water,  quickly 
adding  25  c.c.  of  concentrated  sulphuric  acid,  and  running 
in  the  indigo  solution  until  a  permanent  bluish-green  tint 
is  produced.  From  the  results  so  obtained  a  curve  may  be 
plotted  with  the  proportion  of  N,03,  or,  if  preferred,  the 
equivalent  of  bismuth  nitrate  or  subnitrate  as  ordinates 
and  the  number  of  c.c.  of  indigo  required  as  abscissae. 
By  taking  0.5  to  1  gram,  or  other  suitable  quantity,  of  the 
bismuth  salt,  dissolving  in  25  c.c.  of  distilled  water,  add- 
ing 25  c.c.  of  concentrated  sulphuric  acid,  and  titrating 
with  the  indigo  solution,  the  amount  of  nitrate  is  readily 
obtained  from  the  curve,  and  from  this  the  percentage  in 
the  quantity  taken  is  calculated. 

Unfortunately  this  process  does  not  work  satisfactorily 
in  the  case  of  bismuth  salicylate,  tannate,  or  gallate,  and 
no  process  has  yet  been  devised  for  the  two  latter  salts. 
With  the  salicylate,  however,  after  trying  several  pro- 
cesses, a  modication  of  Looff's  method,  which  depends  on  the 
formation  of  nitrosalicylate,  was  adopted.  For  this 
from  0.2  to  0.5  gram  of  the  bismuth  salicylate  is 
weighed  out  into  a  wide  boiling-tube  about  3  cm.  in  dia- 
meter, shaken  with  5  c.c.  of  water,  and  10  c.c.  of  con- 
centrated sulphuric  acid  cautiously  added  by  pouring  down 
the  ride  of  the  tube,  after  which  the  whole  is  gently 
mixed.  A  reddish-brown  to  crimson  colour  is  produced  if 
nitrate  be  present,  and  this  colour  is  matched  by  taking 
measured  volumes  of  the  0.1-per-cent.  KN03  solution  in 
similar  tubes,  diluting  with  water  to  5  c.c,  adding  about 
0.1  gram  of  sodium  salicylate,  then  10  c.c.  of  concentrated 
sulphuric  acid,  as  in  the  actual  test.  The  diameter  of  the 
tubes  appears  to  have  a  good  deal  of  influence  on  the 
colour,  and  as  the  latter  is  fugitive  the  sample  and  "stan- 
dards must  be  prepared  and  examined  at  the  same  time. 
The  nitrosalicylate  reaction  is  made  use  of  as  a  qualitative 
test  for  nitrate  in  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia,  but 
the  ferrous-sulphate  reaction  may  be  equally  well  em- 
ployed, first  acidifying  with  hydrochloric  acid,  filtering  off 
the  liberated  salicylic  acid,  and  applying  the  test  to  the 
filtrate  in  the  usual  way. 

Adopting  the  above-described  methods,  the  following 
percentages  of  BiONO,,H,0  have  been  obtained  for  a 
nuiub?r  of  different  British  and  foreign  makes  of  the 
salts  :

Veterinary  Notes. 

Dosing  Cats. 

Afteb.  giving  medicine  in  a  fluid  form  to  cats,  carefully 
clean  pussy's  face  from  any  of  the  liquid  spilt  on  it,  since  a 
respectable  cat  dislikes  a  dirty  face  or  coat,  and  the  taste  of 
the  medicine  would  prevent  them  from  licking  themselves 
clean.    Food  should  not  be  offered  for  a  few  hours. 

Eradication  of  Vermin  from  Animals  Coats. 
The  following  notes  include  simple  methods  for  the  destruc- 
tion of  fleas  on  domesticated  animals.  All  bedding  should 
be  destroyed  if  at  all  practicable,  and  the  kennel  or  other 
sleeping  compartment  cleansed  thoroughly  with  boiling 
water,  afterwards  painting  with  turpentine.  The  coats  of 
smaller  animals  may  be  treated  with  an  application  of  a 
mixture  of  yolk  of  egg  and  turpentine,  in  the  proportion  of 
one  teaspoonful  of  turpentine  to  each  yolk  of  egg,  which 
may  be  repeated  as  required.  Camphor  flowers  well  rubbed 
into  the  coat  also  proves  effectual.  For  larger  animals  a 
solution  of  camphor  in  spirit  (1  in  20),  applied  with  a  brush 
or  a  sponge,  suffices. 

Horse  Condition-powders. 
A  very  good  stimulating,  sustaining,  and  nourishing  condi- 
ment for  horses  who  have  to  do  hard  work  and  are  kept 
out  for  untimely  hours  is  a  desideratum.  Cart-horses  and 
the  horses  of  yeomanry  in  camp  are  of  the  type  who  are 
benefited  by  the  following  combination.  It  was  given  some 
years  ago  to  the  keeper  of  a  stud  of  cab  horses,  after  they 
had  suffered  from  an  attack  of  influenza,  and  the  owner 
declared  that  it  acted  like  a  charm.  He  has  never  been 
without  it  since  : — 

Fennel,  sulphate  of  iron,  flowers 
of  sulphur,  black  antimony, 
powdered  gentian,  ginger, 
caraway  seed,  cinchona,  and 

aniseed,  of  each   

Common  salt   

Nitrate  of  potash  

Crushed  locust  bean  and  crushed 
linseed,  of  each  a  sufficiency  to 
make       ...       ...       ...   -  ... 

This  dose  is  sufficient  for  a  large  cart-horse, 
carrots  given  along  with  the  dose  greatly  increase  the 
effect.  The  locust  bean  and  linseed  can  be  increased  to 
8  oz.,  and  half  of  it  given  to  horses  of  finer  metal.  The 
powder  may  also  be  given  to  cattle  as  a  stomachic,  par- 
ticularly when  there  is  suppression  of  milk  from  indiges- 
tion, and  for  restoring  the  cud  and  the  like. 

Fowl  Cholera. 
One  of  the  recent  leaflets  published  by  the  Board  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  deals    with    fowl   cholera,  a 
highly  infectious  disease,  which  is  comparatively  rar;j  in 
this  country.    The  symptoms  are — 

Affected  birds  become  depressed,  huddle  themselves  to- 
gether, and  hide  their  heads  under  their  wings.  The 
feathers  become  ruffled,  the  wings  and  tail  droop,  and  the 
birds  sway  from  side  to  side  or  stagger.    The  appetite  is 
lessened,  while  thirst  is  greatly  increased.    There  is  a  dis- 
charge from  the  eyes,  nose,  and  beak,  and  the  comb  and 
wattles  turn  bluish-red.    The  most  marked  symptom,  how- 
ever, is  diarrhoea.  The  evacuations  are  frequent  and  watery, 
being  white  or  yellow  at  first  and  becoming  greenish  and 
foetid  as  the  disease  progresses,  while  the  feathers  round  the 
hind  parts  become  matted  together. 
Except  in  the  specially  acute  form  mentioned  above,  the 
disease  lasts  from  one  to  three  days,  though  cases  are  on 
record  where  the  illness  was  prolonged  for  a  week.  The 
birds  usually  die  in  a  state  of  stupor  or  convulsions.  The 
death-rate  in  acute  cases  is  very  high,  sometimes  reaching 
even  80  or  90  per  cent. 

When  the  disease  appears  all  infected  birds  should  be 
strictly  isolated,  and  healthy  ones  should  be  moved  to 
fresh  ground.  The  infected  runs  and  pens  should  be 
sprayed  with  a  disinfectant,  such  as  a  5-per-cent.  solution 
of  carbolic  acid,  or  2  per  cent,  of  commercial  sulphuric 
acid  in  water.  There  is  no  practical  medical  treatment 
which  can  be  advised  for  diseased  birds.  A  protective 
serum  is  in  use  on  the  Continent,  but  the  small  value  of 
poultry  renders  the  extensive  use  of  this  remedy  too  costly 
except  perhaps  in  the  case  of  valuable  pedigree  birds. 
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Observations  and  Reflections. 

By  "Xrayser." 


The  Word  "Pharmacist" 

is  the  symbol  of  peace.  So  far  as 
can  be  gathered  from  Lord  Crewe's  speech  and  from  other 
people's  silence,  the  high  contracting  parties  lately  at  strife 
— say,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  the  drug  companies,  and 
the  Privy  Council — have  agreed  to  settle  at  least  one  of 
their  principal  points  of  difference  by  consenting  that  in 
future  the  description  "pharmacist"  shall  indicate  an 
examined  chemist  and  druggist  as  distinguished  from  a 
company  one.  The  treaty  cannot  be  claimed  as  a  triumph 
by  our  side.  We  abandon  our  claim  to  the  exclusive  use 
of  the  title  "  chemist  and  druggist,"  and  we  provide  com- 
pensation for  the  sacrifice  by  a  new  shuffle  of  some  of  the 
rest  of  our  property.  To  this  it  appears  Mr.  Boot,  Lord 
Ebury,  and  Mr.  Almeric  FitzRoy  graciously  offer  no  objec- 
tion. The  present  owners  of  the  title  which  our  negotiators 
have  been  so  liberal  with  will  perhaps  have  the  opportunity 
of  voting  for  its  surrender  later,  on  the  Napoleonic  principle 
of  coup  d'etat  first  and  plebiscite  to  follow.  It  is  impos- 
sible not  to  sympathise  with  them,  and  still  more  perhaps 
with  the  loyal  battalions  whose  blood  has  been  carefully 
boiled  to  defend  the  last  ditch,  and  who  suddenly  find 
themselves  and  their  valour  out-of-date.  And  yet,  perhaps, 
The  Compromise 

was  worth  making.  If  we  get  the  licensed 
poison-vendors  strictly  limited,  a  qualified  chemist 
director  or  his  equivalent  with  actual  control  in  every  drug 
company,  and  a  new  and  better  schedule,  not  to  mention 
the  dignity  of  a  curriculum,  we  shall  have  scored  something. 
It  must  be  remembered,  too,  that  if  we  do  not  get  the 
monopoly  in  the  title  we  have  demanded  we  do  not  part 
with  anything  substantial.  We  have  not  got  it  now.  For 
this  we  have  largely  ourselves  to  thank.  The  argument, 
devised,  I  believe,  by  Mr.  Boot,  that  "chemist  and 
druggist"  is  merely  the  description  of  an  occupation  and 
therefore  not  monopolisable,  is  not  of  much  force  so  far  as 
I  can  see.  It  is  just  as  applicable  to  Doctor  of  Medicine, 
Surgeon,  Dentist,  and  other  descriptions  which  the  Legisla- 
ture has  seen  fit  to  protect.  A  stronger  case  against  us  is 
that  we  saw  companies  usurping  (as  we  thought)  our  statu- 
tory title,  making  an  asset  of  it,  and  for  twenty  years  we 
never  made  a  Parliamentary  effort  to  stop  them.  The 
opportunity  will  now  present  itself  to  the  younger  qualified 
men  to  invest  the  title  "  pharmacist "  with  a  definite  value. 
The  danger  is  that  by  the  unwise  action  of  some  few  the 
public  may  come  to  regard  it  as  a  sign  indicative  of  higher 
prices.  With  this  in  view  it  may  be  worth  while  to  recall 
the 

History  of  Our  Titles 

very  briefly.  All  over  Europe  until  the 
seventeenth  century  the  pharmacist  was  known  under  the 
title  of  "apothecary."  He  still  is  in  German-speaking 
countries.  In  England  in  Tudor  days  the  druggist,  or,  as 
he  was  as  commonly  called,  the  "  drugster,"  kept  open 
shop  by  his  side.  Later,  when  chemical  remedies 
had  come  more  into  fashion,  "chemist,"  "  chymist," 
and  "  philo-chymist "  were  not  uncommon  designations; 
Ambrose  Godfrey  Hanckwitz  advertised  himself  as 
"  Chemist  in  London."  The  combination  "  chemist  and 
druggist"  only  became  common  after  the  big  fight 
between  the  physicians  and  the  apothecaries  about  the 
year  1700.  The  assistants  to  the  former,  who  carried  on 
the  compounding  of  medicines  in  the  dispensaries  which 
they  had  founded  in  consequence  of  the  alleged  extortionate 


charges  of  the  apothecaries,  established  themselves  in  busi- 
ness as  chemists  and  druggists,  and  a  number  of  apothecaries 
who  continued  their  shops  found  it  wise  to  describe  them- 
selves by  the  same  name.  In  France  exactly  the  same 
allegations  of  fraud  and  extortion  were  made  by  the  phy- 
sicians against  the  apothecaries.  About  the  year  1650  the 
physicians  authorised  the  publication  of  a  very  cheap  little 
book  called  "  Le  Medecin  Charitable,"  in  which  the  methods 
of  preparing  remedies  from  drugs  which  could  be  bought  at 
the  grocers'  was  explained.  The  bad  name  given  to  the 
apothecaries  at  that  time  was  never  lost,  and  was  no  doubt 
the  principal  reason  for  the  gradual  substitution  of  the 
title  of  "  pharmacien  "  for  "  apothicaire. "  The  transition 
was  assisted  by  the  fact  that  for  a  long  time  the  art,  or 
practice,  or  trade  of  the  apothicaire,  had  been  termed 
"  pharmacie."  The  old  word  "  apothicairerie  "  was  doomed 
to  an  early  death  from  its  birth.  The  point  of  these  observa- 
tions is  that  it  is  sometimes  safer  to  depreciate  ourselves 
than  to  insist  on  our  attainments. 
Pharmaceutical  Defence,  Limited, 

has  got  itself  created,  and* 
has  a  fortune  of  five  hundred  pounds  wherewith  to  do  us 
good  or  mischievous  service,  as  the  fates  or  the  directors 
may  decide.  The  objects  of  the  company  as  declared  in 
the  deed  of  registration  do  not  look  so  altruistic  as  those 
which  were  indicated  when  the  scheme  was  first  announced — 
as  they  were  set  forth,  for  example,  in  the  C.  &  D.  of  May  2 
last.  To  that  extent  the  present  formal  paragraph  is  re- 
assuring. Gentlemen  with  a  mission,  philanthropic  or 
philopharmaceutical,  may  be  dangerous.  They  at  least  need 
watching.  As  indicated  in  the  article  referred  to,  we  were 
all  to  be  taken  under  the  protection  of  Mr.  Woolcock  and 
his  associates,  whether  we  desired  it  or  not.  They  were* 
going  to  defend  our  fair  fame  in  the  public  Press  and  else- 
where, to  expound  our  virtues  and  wisdom  to  an  indifferent 
public,  to  instruct  physicians  in  the  art  of  prescribing-  to 
our  advantage,  and  to  support  the  varying  policy  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  with  unflinching  loyalty  no  matter 
whither  it  might  lead  them.  The  only  possibly  remunera- 
tive purpose  in  view — and  that  was  only  incidentally  sug- 
gested— was  the  formation  of  a  club.  Now  the  club  figures 
in  the  forefront  of  the  scheme,  and  the  company  has  also 
notions  of  catering,  publishing,  bookselling,  dealing  irt 
stationery,  importing  drugs  and  dealing  in  them  wholesale 
and  retail,  analytical  work,  and  the  inevitable  "  etc."  Each 
and  all  of  these  activities  may  be  dividend-producing,  and! 
any  one  of  them  is  capable  of  dissipating  the  500Z.  so  hope- 
fully subscribed.  With  best  wishes  for  the  commercial 
prosperity  of  the  enterprise,  and  with  apologies  for  the 
apparent  ingratitude,  it  may  be  permitted  to  hope  that 
the  energies  of  the  directors  will  drift  rather  towards  the 
stationery  or  the  importing  branch  than  in  the  direction  of 
querulous  or  instructive  letters  to  the  "Daily  Mail." 

John  Bell  &  Co. 

are  so  universally  recognised  as  a  pharma- 
ceutical institution  that  their  change  of  firm  name,  their 
removal  from  Oxford  Street,  their  registration  under  the 
Companies  Act,  and  their  development  into  a  wholesale 
drug-house  cannot  be  regarded  with  indifference.  The 
evolution  last  named  is  what  we  have  become  accustomed 
to  both  in  London  and  in  the  chief  provincial  cities  of  the 
Kingdom.  I  do  not  know  that  it  is  necessarily  an  advance 
in  honour  for  a  retail  pharmacist  to  become  a  wholesale 
druggist,  but  it  is  at  least  evidence  of  unimpaired  vitality 
when  a  firm  with  a  century  of  reputation  behind  it  in  the 
one  capacity  can  make  its  way  vigorously  into  the 
jealously  guarded  camp  of  experienced  rivals  in  an 
admittedly  difficult  enterprise.  We  are  reconciling  our- 
selves to  the  other  changes,  but,  however  modern-minded 
we  may  be,  those  of  us  with  a  little  reverence  for  past 
traditions  in  our  souls  will  not  like  Oxford  Street  any  better 
when  the  rather  old-fashioned  pharmacy  which  scorned  tc 
attract  frivolous  passers  by  ticketed  temptations  in  its  coi> 
siderable  window  space  is  no  longer  to  be  found  in  it.

EMtorial  Comments. 


The  Present  Situation. 

There  are  now  two  Bills  pertaining  to  pharmacy  before  the 
House  of  Commons,  one  promoted  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  and  the  other  by  the  Government.  The  former, 
in  charge  of  Mr.  Winfrey,  is  marked  "Dropped"  on  the 
Public  Bills  list,  but,  as  we  have  previously  explained, 
this  means  that  Mr.  Winfrey  has  not  named  a  date  for  the 
second  reading.  We  presume  that  he  will,  after  the 
House  reassembles  in  the  autumn,  for  while  the 
Government  Bill  was  passing  through  the  Lords  the 
negotiations  did  not  include  any  bargain  by  the  represen- 
tatives of  chemists  to  withdraw  the  Pharmacy  Bill.  There 
should  be  no  bargain  of  that  nature,  for  the  measure 
contains  important  principles  which  do  not  occur  in  the 
Government  Bill.  It  will  be  profitable  to  consider  these, 
and  this  may  best  be  done  by  taking 

The  Society's  Bill  Clause  by  Clause. 
We  follow  this  with  a  similar  analysis  of  the  Govern- 
ment Bill,  without  repeating  the  provisions  common  to 
both,  for  it  appears  from  some  letters  and  resolutions  . 
which  have  reached  us  that  some  of  the  contents  of  the 
Bills  are  not  properly  understood,  which  is  a  deplorable 
thing  to  have  to  say  in  regard  to  persons  who  criticise  with 
all  the  appearance  of  authority  or  knowledge. 

Poisons  Schedule. 

Repealed  by  Clause  1  and  replaced  by  another 
in  principle  similar  to  that  now  appended  to  the  Government 
Bill,  which  has  been  agreed  to  by  both  parties.  The  clause 
retains  the  powers  to  add  to  the  Schedule  given  to  the  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  by  Section  2 
of  the  1868  Act.  The  corresponding  clause  of  the  Government 
Bill  does  the  same,  with  the  additional  and  new  power  of 
transferring  any  article  from  one  part  of  the  Schedule  to  the 
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other.    The  Government  clause;  is  therefore  better  than  the 

clause  in  the  Society's  Bill. 

Shop-management. 

Clause  2,  Sub-clause  1,  requires  every  pharma- 
ceutical chemist  or  chemist  and  druggist  who  keeps  open 
shop  1o  exhibit  his  diploma  or  certificate  of  qualification  in 
the  shop  ;  if  he  has  more  than  one  shop  he  must  employ  a 
registered  chemist  as  manager  of  each  additional  shop,  and 
that  person's  diploma  or  certificate  has  to  be  exhibited  in  the 
premises.  The  Government  clause  [3  (1)]  requires  the  name 
and  certificate  of  the  person  managing  each  shop  to  be  ex- 
hibited therein.  Otherwise  the  sub-clauses  are  word  for  word 
the  same. 

The  difference  should  be  noted.  The  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  in  not  requiring  the  name  of  the  individual  con- 
ductor of  a  shop  to  be  exposed  therein  (subject  to  the 
provision  for  the  use  of  titles  in  Clause  5  afterwards  referred 
to),  follows  the  principle  that  prominence  should  be  given 
to  the  name  of  the  proprietor,  but  no  more  publicity  than 
is  necessary  to  names  of  assistants,  who  would  otherwise 
acquire  a  share  in  the  business  goodwill  which  belongs  to 
their  employers.  The  Government  clause,  by  requiring 
the  name  to  be  conspicuously  exhibited,  transgresses  that 
intention. 

Sub-clause  2  relates  to  the  conducting  of  businesses  of 
deceased  pharmaceutical  chemists  or  chemists  and  druggists. 
It  requires  such  businesses  to  be  personally  conducted  in 
every  premises  by  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  chemist  and 
druggist,  whose  diploma  or  certificate  of  qualification  must 
be  exhibited  in  the  premises.  Up  to  this  point  Clause  3  (2) 
of  the  Government  Bill  is  the  same,  then  "  bond  fide  "  takes  the 
place  of  "  personally,"  and  the  name  of  the  manager  has 
to  be  exhibited.  The  Society's  sub-clause  goes  on  to  prohibit 
the  use  of  titles  with  the  name  of  the  deceased  chemist.  The 
Government  Bill  does  not  do  this.  Is  it  desirable  to  push 
the  Society's  proposal  ? 

CompanIes  and  Partnerships. 

By  Clause  3  of  the  Society's  Bill 
corporate  bodies  are  placed  on  the  same  footing  as  the  execu- 
tors of  deceased  chemists.  By  Clause  4  corporate  bodies  are, 
like  persons,  made  punishable  for  any  act  or  omission  which 
is  an  offence  under  the  1852  and  1868  Acts. 

The  only  penalty  of  the  1852  Act  which  seems  at  all 
necessary  is  in  Section  12,  the  application  of  which  to 
corporate  bodies  would  prevent  them  using  the  description 
"Members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society."  Below  we 
deal  fully  with  the  penalties  imposed  upon  companies  in 
the  Government  Bill. 

(Use  of  Titles. 

Clause  5  of  the  Society's  Bill  prohibits  any  phar- 
maceutical chemist  or  chemist  and  druggist  using  his  title 
except  with  his  own  name,  and  prohibits  companies,  firms, 
co-partnerships,  and  associations  of  persons  using  Pharmacy 
Acts  titles  of  qualification. 

Power  of  Inquiry. 

The  Registrar  under  the  Pharmacy  Acts  is 
empowered  by  Clause  6  to  inquire  who  is  the  manager  of 
any  chemist's  shop,  and  refusal  to  answer  his  inquiry  is  made 
an  offence. 

A  similar  provision  to  the  latter  is  in  the  Irish  Pharmacy 
Act,  but  is  not  in  the  Government  Bill.  It  is  a  necessary 
corollary  to  the  new  provisions  for  shop  supervision,  and 
should  be  embodied  in  the  Government  Bill. 

Curriculum  and  Reciprocity. 

Clause  7  of  the  Society's  Bill  gives 
the  Council  power  (1)  to  impose  a  curriculum  upon  Minor 
candidates;  (2)  to  register  without  examination  persons 
holding  Colonial  diplomas ;  and  (3)  to  divide  the  Minor  ex- 
amination into  two  parts.  Clause  4  of  the  Government  Bill 
was  in  precisely  the  same  terms,  but  it  was  amended  by  the 
introduction  of  words  enabling  the  Council  to  register  without 
examination  "  qualified  military  dispensers  who  produce 
evidence  satisfactory  to  the  Council  .  .  .  that  they  arc  persons 
of  sufficient  skill  and  knowledge." 

We  have  always  urged  that  it  is  undesirable  to  impose 
a  curriculum  upon  those  who  desire  the  title  "chemist  and 
druggist,"  but  have  agreed  that  it  may  without  hardship 
be  imposed  on  those  who  desire  the  title  "  pharmacist," 
which  the  Government  Bill  proposes  to  give  to  chemists 


and  druggists.  This  seems  to  dispose  of  our  objection, 
but  it  does  not,  because  the  new  title  is  another  name  for 
the  same  thing,  and  'ihere  is  no  extension  of  the  privileges 
of  registered  persons,  such  as  dispensing  of  medical  prescrip- 
tions. The  objection  still  holds.  The  division  of  the 
Minor  into  two  parts  should  be  changed  by  deleting  the 
word  "two."  At  present  two  parts  would  be  a  relief ,  but  a 
time  may  come  when  more  than  two  will  be  desirable  or 
necessary.  The  inclusion  in  the  Government  Bill  of 
"qualified  military  dispensers"  is  of  little  consequence, 
because  the  power  rests  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Council, 
but  it  has  given  ground  for  action  by  several  groups  of 
persons  at  present  unregistered,  such  as  drug-store  keepers 
and  assistants  to  apothecaries,  who  want  to  be  treated  the 
same  as  Army  compounders.  This  illustrates  the  danger  of 
concession  even  when  it  means  nothing  in  practice.  It  is 
desirable  to  state  what  the  intentions  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  were  when  the  clause  was  drafted.  These  were  to 
accept  without  examination  the  diplomas  of  Colonial 
Boards  of  Pharmacy  whose  regulations  imposed  periods 
of  shop  training  and  collegiate  education  equal  to  those  to 
be  imposed  in  Great  Britain,  and  whose  examinations 
were  equal  to  those  conducted  by  the  Society.  The  same 
conditions  will,  of  course,  apply  to  qualified  military  dis- 
pensers, and  nobody  will  regret  if  their  qualifications  are 
levelled  up  to  meeting  this  requirement ;  but  it  would  be 
better  if  the  Army  department  would  follow  the  principle 
adopted  by  the  Admiralty,  which  requires  naval  dispensers 
to  be  qualified  according  to  the  Pharmacy  Acts  of  Great 
Britain  or  Ireland.  This  has  probably  not  been  con- 
sidered, but  it  should  be,  in  the  House  of  Commons,  whose 
members  will  be  pestered  with  demands  for  recognition 
from  other  quarters. 
Rights  of  Certain  Persons. 

Clause  8  of  the  Society's  Bill  reserves 
the  rights  of  apothecaries,  medical  practitioners,  veterinary 
surgeons,  patent-medicine  makers  or  dealers,  and  wholesale 
dealers. 

This  was  a  necessary  provision  when  the  Bill  reserved 
the  dispensing  of  medical  prescriptions  to  registered 
chemists.  That  is  not  now  proposed.  The  power  of  inquiry 
given  in  Clause  6  extends  to  "premises  where  .  .  . 
medicines  are  dispensed,"  and  will  include  dispensaries  of 
all  kinds.  Apothecaries,  medical  practitioners,  and 
veterinary  surgeons  will  thus  be  exempt  from  the  penalties 
imposable  upon  those  who  ignore  the  Registrar's 
inquiries.  The  other  clauses  of  the  Bill  define  terms 
and  so  on.  The  Schedule,  while  fair  in  principle,  is  badly 
drafted,  but  the  Government  one  is  better. 

The  Government  Bill. 

We  take  it  as  it  was  received  by  the  House  of  Commons 
on  July  23,  without,  however,  repeating  the  points  already 
indicated. 

Agricultural  and  Horticultural  Poisons. 

Clause  2  frees  from  the 
1868  Act  conditions  substances  containing  arsenic,  tobacco, 
or  the  alkaloids  of  tobacco  to  be  used  exclusively  in  agricul- 
ture or  horticulture  for  the  destruction  of  insects,  funcji,^  or 
bacteria,  or  as  sheep-dips  or  weed-killers.  These  italicised 
words  are  a  limitation  upon  the  original  provision  in  the 
Bill.  Such  poisons  may  be  sold  by  persons  licensed  by  a 
local  authority,  who  shall  grant  licences^  under  regulations 
made  by  Order  in  Council.  The  regulations  drafted  by  the 
Department  were  frequently  referred  to  in  the  House  of 
Lords  debates.    They  are  as  follows : 

1.  That  no  poisonous  substance  shall  be  kept  in  any  shop 
or  premises  where  articles  of  food  are  stored  or  kept  for 

2.  All  poisons  must  be  kept  in  a  separate  cupboard  from 
other  goods. 

3.  All  poisons  shall  be  sold  in  an  enclosed  vessel  labelled 
with  the  word  "  Poison." 

4.  Liquid  poisons  shall  be  sold  only  in  bottles  or  tins 
easily  distinguishable  by  touch  from  ordinary  bottles  or  tins. 
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The  clause  itself  stipulates  that  in  granting  licences  the 
Local  Authority  shall  have  regard  to  the  facilities  already 
existing  in  the  neighbourhood  for  the  purchase  of  poisonous 
compounds.  This  was  formerly  in  the  regulations.  The  clause 
indicates  more  comprehensive  regulations,  and  all,  when  sub' 
mitted  to  Parliament,  will  have  the  force  of  law. 

It  has  been  objected  that  the  clause  does  not  expressly 
provide  for  penalising  those  who  sell  agricultural  or  horti- 
cultural poisons  without  a  licence,  nor  does  it  provide  for 
the  punishment  of  licensees  who  sell  contrary  to  regulations. 
As  to  the  first  objection  we  may  point  out  that  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society's  powers  under  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868, 
remain,  and  are  enforceable  against  persons  who  sell  the 
poisons  without  a  licence.  It  is  desirable  that  something 
should  be  added  to  meet  the  second  objection.  The  para- 
mount reason  against  the  clause  from  the  chemist's  point 
of  view  is  that  it  violates  the  first  principle  of  the  Pharmacy 
Acts — viz.,  that  vendors  of  poisons  should  be  qualified  by 
examination — and  that  it  takes  away  without  a  quid  pro 
quo  part  of  a  privilege  granted  to  those  who  have  con- 
formed to  the  statutory  conditions.  The  House  of  Commons 
will  have  something  to  say  about  this,  and  the  quid  pro  quo 
demand  is  worthy  of  being  kept  alive.  At  present  the 
law  permits  registered  chemists  solely  to  retail  these 
poisons.  This  may  be  regarded  as  a  privilege,  or,  if  that 
term  be  objected  to,  "trade  asset"  will  serve,  and 
chemists  are  as  justified  in  using  every  endeavour  to  keep 
it  in  their  own  hands  as  Mr.  Boot  is  to  stick  to  his 
expensive  fascias.  They  can  do  so  even  if  the  clause  in 
its  present  form  becomes  law,  by  catering  for  local  demand 
in  such  a  way  as  to  convince  local  authorities  that  there 
is  no  need  to  license  unqualified  persons.  We  learn  that  Sir 
John  Batty  Tuke  proposes  to  raise  the  direct  issue  on 
the  motion  for  the  second  reading  of  the  Bill  by  the 
Commons,  which  is  satisfactory.  In  the  meantime  it  would 
be  well  for  chemists  to  consider  how  they  may  regain 
agricultural  and  horticultural  trade,  which,  it  is  alleged, 
goes  past  them,  especially  as  they  must,  if  the  Bill  becomes 
law,  be  prepared  to  meet  the  local  authorities  when  licences 
are  applied  for. 
Titles. 

Clause  3  deals  with  shop  management  and  titles,  With 
the  exception  of  the  name  requirement,  Sub-clause  1  is  the 
same  as  Clause  2  (1)  of  the  Society's  Bill,  and  applies  to 
individuals.  Sub-clause  2  deals  with  the  businesses  of 
deceased  chemists,  and  is  the  same  as  the  Society's  provision, 
but  does  not  prevent  the  use  of  titles  in  such  cases.  Sub- 
clause 3  enables  registered  chemists  and  druggists  {i.e.,  those 
in  business  before  1868  and  those  who  have  passed  the  Minor 
or  Modified  examinations)  to  use  the  title  "  pharmacist," 
their  right  to  use  the  titles  "  chemist  and  druggist," 
"chemist,"  "dispensing  chemist,"  and  "druggist"  remain- 
ing, so  that  the  new  title  may  be  used  alone  or  in  combination 
with  any  or  all  of  the  older  titles. 

Section  1  of  the  1868  Act  enacts  that  it  shall  be  unlawful 
for  a  person  to  use  the  title  "pharmacist"  unless  he  is  a 
pharmaceutical  chemist  or  chemist  and  druggist,  but 
Section  15  imposes  a  penalty  of  51.  on  anyone  using  it  who 
is  not  a  pharmaceutical  chemist.  Sub-clause  3  wipes  out 
the  penalty. 

Corporate  Bodies. 

Sub-clause  4  deals  with  the  business  of  bodies 
corporate  and  Scottish  partnerships,  which  are  not  "  persons  " 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Acts,  consequently  not  subject  to  the 
penalties  for  offences  under  Section  15  of  the  1868  Act.  The 
effect  of  the  sub-clause  is  to  make  such  bodies  (subject  to  the 
enabling_  conditions  contained  in  the  sub-clause)  liable  to 
prosecution  and  penalties  for — 

1.  Selling  poisons. 

2.  Keeping  open  shop  for  the  retailing,  dispensing,  or 
compounding  poisons. 

3.  Taking,  using,  or  exhibiting  the  name  or  title  of 
chemist  and  druggist,  or  chemist,  or  druggist. 

4.  Taking,  using,  or  exhibiting  the  name  or  title  of 
pharmaceutical  chemist,  pharmaceutist,  or  pharmacist. 


5.  Failing  to  conform  with  any.  regulation  as  to  the  keep- 
ing or  selling  of  poisons. 

6.  Compounding  any  medicines  of  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia except  according  to  the  formularies  thereof. 

Bodies  corporate  and  Scotch  firms  by  the  sub-clause  become 
liable  to  the  penalties  for  doing  1  and  2  if  in  every  premises 
where  they  carry  on  the  business  of  pharmaceutical  chemist 
or  chemist  and  druggist  the  business  is  not  bond-fide  con- 
ducted by  a  registered  chemist,  as  in  the  case  of  individuals, 
the  name  and  certificate  of  the  manager  being  exhibited  in 
the  shop.  If  such  bodies  corporate  or  Scotch  firms  use  the 
titles  "chemist  and  druggist,"  "chemist,"  "druggist,"  "dis- 
pensing chemist,"  or  "  dispensing  druggist,"  they  become 
liable  to  the  51.  penalty,  unless'they  have,  in  addition  to  the 
shop  managers,  a  registered  chemist  on  the  directorate. 
Otherwise  bodies  corporate  and  Scotch  firms  will  be  treated 
as  individuals  under  Sections  1  and  15,  and  they  are  by  the 
clause  expressly  prohibited  from  using  the  title  "  pharmacist." 

There  is  more  in  these  provisions  than  at  first  sight 
appears.  They  bring  trading-bodies  at  present  outside  Sec- 
tions 1  and  15  completely  within  them,  and  limit  what  they 
are  now  doing  to  the  conditions  laid  down.  The  above  six 
points  are  all  contained  in  Section  15,  but  Section  1  makes 
it  a  condition  of  persons  doing  these  things  that  they  shall 
be  registered  under  the  Act.  This  also,  according  to  the 
sub-clause,  will  apply  to  corporate  bodies.  The  sub-clause 
does  not  contain  the  penalising  phrase  of  Sub-clause  1— 
viz.,  that  if  qualified  managers  of  shops  are  not  provided1 
the  omission  will  be  an  offence  under  Section  15.  This 
should  be  applied  to  corporate  bodies  who  commit  the- 
offence,  and  a  similar  penalty  for  failure  to  conform  to  the 
title-covering  provision. 
Mineral  Acids. 

Clause  5  requires  those  who  sell  sulphuric  acid, 
nitric  acid,  hydrochloric  acid,  and  soluble  oxalates  to  labeJ , 
them  as  if  they  were  scheduled  poisons. 

The  proposal  was  originally  made  in  a  Bill  drafted  by 
the  Pharmaceutical  Council  (Great  Britain)  in  1883  at  the 
request  of  the  Privy  Council,  the  substances  then  mentioned 
being  sulphuric  acid,  hydrochloric  acid,  nitric  acid,  butter 
of  antimony,  and  carbolic  acid.  It  has  since  been  found 
necessary  to  entrust  the  sale  of  the  last-mentioned  to 
qualified  persons.  The  clause  also  gives  the  Privy  Council 
power  to  add  to  the  list  of  substances. 
Ireland. 

The  provisions  relative  to  agricultural  and  horticultural 
poisons  are  by  Clause  7  extended  to  Ireland,  but  nothing  els© 
in  the  Bill. 

Much  more  in  the  nature  of  comment  and  criticism  might 
be  added,  but  the  immediate  object  of  this  article  is  to 
contrast  the  two  Bills,  and  to  bring  out  as  clearly  as 
possible  what  the  Government  one  in  its  present  form  will 
do.  Our  correspondence  pages  sufficiently  indicate  that  there 
is  a  strong  feeling  against  the  title  "pharmacist"  for 
chemists.  We  are  not  surprised,  for  it  does  not  properly 
describe  the  business  which  the  majority  of  chemists  and 
druggists  carry  on.  The  expression  of  dissent  is,  however, 
really  against  the  Government  Bill  setting  a  statutory  sea}- 
upon  the  present  use  of  titles  by  companies.  This  dissent 
requires  the  most  serious  consideration  (1)  of  the  actuai 
proposals  as  set  forth  above,  (2)  of  the  existing  conditions 
which  can  only  be  remedied  by  legislation,  and  (3)  of  the 
probability  that  the  Government  will  not  again  undertake 
pharmacy  legislation,  but,  if  the  present  Bill  is  defeated 
this  Session,  their  Bill  next  Session  will  be  confined  to  the 
agricultural  and  horticultural  poisons  matter.  The  Phar- 
maceutical Society's  advisers  say  that  their  Bill  cannot  be- 
got through  without  Government  support.

Id.  for  carriage  and  postage  of  the  issue  to  sub- 
scribers at  home  and  abroad. 
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Ozone  as  a  Medicine. 

The  correspondence  in  "  The  Times  "  regarding  the  use  of 
ozone  as  a  therapeutic  agent  has  been  proceeding  merrily. 
Several  writers  who  have  personally  benefited  from  ozone 
made  from  pure  oxygen  testified  to  its  advantages,  and  one 
correspondent  gave  particulars  of  an  operation  that  he  had 
undergone  for  pus-formation  at  the  base  of  the  lung.  This 
necessitated  the  removal  of  part  of  two  ribs,  and  the  result- 
ing wound  showed  no  signs  of  healing  until  applications 
of  ozone  were  made  to  it.  In  reply  to  these  letters,  Dr. 
J.  T.  Bottomley,  F.E.S.,  wrote  to  our  contemporary  the 
other  day  so  far  modifying  his  view  as  to  say  that  what  Sir 
Oliver  Lodge, urged  was  caution  in  its  use  and  the  probable 
danger  of  self-administration.    He  added  : 

It  is  just  the  same  with  ozone  as  with  other  powerful 
remedies.  Arsenic,  strychnine,  x-rays  can  all  be  used  with 
advantage  if  properly  administered  by  a  physician;  but  it 
is  true  of  all  of  them,  as  it  is  of  ozone,  that  they  cannot  be 
used  with  too  much  caution." 

Parcel-post  to  U.S.A. 
In  commenting  recently  upon  the  N.A.R.D.  objection  to 
a  parcel-post  being  instituted  in  the  United  States,  we 
pointed  out  that  there  is  such  a  post  between  this  country 
and  U.S.A.,  and  the  "Western  Druggist,"  taking  the 
matter  up.  says  : 

The  suggestion  is  surely  startling  enough  to  thoroughly 
awake  strenuous  opponents  of  the  parcels-post  measure. 
While  the  idea  may  seem  to  be  too  far-fetched  to  demand 
serious  consideration,  it  brings  into  the  limelight  the  fact 
that  parcels  of  merchandise  mav  be  brought  from  Europe 
and  then  carried  from  New  York  to  San  Francisco,  or  vice 
versd,  at  a  rate  that  it  has  been  insisted  would  be  unprofit- 
able to  the  Government  if  in  effect  wholly  within  this 
countrv.    But  this  is  merely  incidental.    The  grim  joke  of 
the  situation  lies  in  the  fact  that,  under  certain  tariff 
changes  not  at  all  unlikely  and  with  an  international  parcels 
post,"  the  American  farmer  may  take  it  into  his  head  to 
send  orders  to  some  British  house  enterprising  enough  to 
supply  him  with  an  illustrated  catalogue,  thus  giving  both 
the  home  merchant  and  the  big  retail  mail-order  house  the 
go-by.    And  the  discouragingly  humorous  feature  of  the 
situation  would  be  that  the  local  merchant  would  not  be 
in  a  position  to  successfully  compete  with  merchandising 
of  this  character,  because  a  package  of  goods  from  England 
may  be  laid  down  at  his  customer's  door  for  a  less  rate  of 
postage  than  he  could  send  a  package  of  equal  weight  a 
half  mile  in  the  country  on  a  rural  route. 
The  lesson  is  interesting  to  opponents  of  innovations,  who 
too  frequently  forget  that  no  country  in  the  world  is  self- 
contained,  and  intercommunication  facilities  are  so  great 
as  to  meet  practically  all  demands,  and  to  override  Acts 
of  Parliament.    Without  going  further  than  the  present 
consideration,  our  suggestion  of  parcel-post  business  with 
the  United  States  is  by  no  means  far-fetched.    Thousands  of 
Americans  spend  millions  of  dollars  yearly  in  ordering  goods 
from  advertisers  by  mail,  and  if  houses  in  this  country  give 
them  inducements  to  buy  and  facilities  in  delivery,  there  is 
trade  to  be  done.    Who  will  begin  it  ? 

A  Standard  Temperature  for  India. 1  !? 
At  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Asiatic  Society  of  Bengal, 
held  on  July  1,  an  important  subject  was  raised  in  connection 
with  a  standard  temperature  for  India.  Professor  Briihl,  of 
the  Sibpur  Engineering  College,  read  a  paper  in  which  He 
pointed  out  that  the  normal  temperature  of  62°  F.  in  Europe 
does  not  serve  the  purposes  of  the  chemist  and  physicist  who 
work  in  the  tropics,  and  the  spread  of  science  in  tropical 
countries  will  render  the  choice  of  one  or  more  standard 
temperatures  a  matter  of  necessity.  The  author's  observa- 
tions lead  him  to  the  conclusion  that  the  most  convenient 
standard  temperature  for  Calcutta  is  30°  C.  (86°  F.),  at 
least  during  the  period  extending  from  the  beginning  of 
March  to  the  middle  of  November.  During  the  remaining 
part  of  the  year  22°  C.  (71.6°  F.)  would  be  more  useful. 
Dating  the  discussion  that  ensued  it  was  announced  that 


25°  C.  (77°  F.)  was  a  suitable  standard  temperature  for 
Calcutta.  A  resolution  was  finally  passed  that  the  question 
of  a  standard  temperature  for  India  be  referred  for  report 
to  a  committee  of  scientists  appointed  by  the  Asiatic  Society 
of  Bengal. 

American  Consular  Reorganisation. 

A  complete  reorganisation  of  the  United  States  Consular 
Service  came  into  effect  on  July  1.  Twenty-eight  offices 
are  or  will  be  closed,  seventeen  new  offices  will  be  esta- 
blished, seven  offices  are  transferred,  and  there  are  about  a 
dozen  increases  in  salary.  Of  the  twenty-eight  offices  to  be 
closed  nine  are  located  in  Germany,  nine  in  Canada,  and  the 
ten  others  are  scattered  over  the  rest  of  the  world.  The 
German  Consulates  to  be  abandoned  are  at  Annaberg,  Bam- 
berg, Crefeld.  Diisseldorf,  Eibenstock,  Freiburg,  Glauchau, 
Mainz,  and  Zittau.  The  new  Consulates  comprise  Aleppo. 
Alexandria,  Antung,  Corinth,  Fernie,  Frame,  Frontera, 
Guadalajara,  Karachi.  Madras,  Punta  Arenas,  Rangoon, 
Salonica,  San  Luis  Potosi,  Swatow,  Tapachula,  and  Tripoli. 
In  some  instances  posts  abolished  have  for  several  years  not 
only  not  been  paying  expenses,  but  have  actually  been  a 
dead  loss  of  several  thousand  dollars.  In  the  last  twenty- 
four  years  the  actual  cost  of  the  Consular  Service  amounted 
to  over  two  million  dollars  annually.  Many  of  the  Consulates 
to  be  abolished  were  established  for  reasons  which  were 
regarded  as  sufficient  at  that  time,  but  which  no  longer 
exist.  At  one  time  the  law  required  that  an  exporter  to 
the  United  States  of  dutiable  goods  must  appear  in  person 
before  a  Consul  and  make  oath  to  the  correctness  of  his 
invoices ;  but  now  the  personal  appearance  of  the  shippers 
is  not  required,  the  invo'ces  being  sent  by  messenger  or 
mail,  so  that  a  multiplicity  of  Consulates  is  not  necessary.

Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. 

There  is  the  best  reason  for  stating  that  when  this  Bill 
comes  up  for  second  reading  in  the  course  of  the  autumn 
Session,  Sir  John  Batty  Tuke,  M.P.,  who  has  been  pro- 
minently identified  with  the  negotiations  which  have  taken 
place  in  regard  to  the  Bill,  will  move  that  it  be  read 
a  second  time  on  that  day  three  months.  The  reason  for 
adopting  this  course  is  in  order  to  initiate  a  debate  on 
the  second  reading  of  the  Bill,  and  thus  place  himself 
in  a  position  to  enter  a  protest  against  the  promiscuous 
sale  of  poisons. 

We  understand  that  the  Bill  is  to  be  in  charge  of  Mr. 
Herbert  Samuel,  M.P.  (Under-Secretary  at  the  Home 
Office),  who  was  recently  entertained  at  a  complimentary 
banquet  at  the  House  of  Commons  in  celebration  of  the 
successful  manner  in  which  he  had  piloted  the  Children's 
Bill  through  Grand  Committee. 

It  is  stated  that  during  the  forthcoming  recess  there 
will  be  a  conference  of  those  interested  in  the  passing  of 
the  Bill,  more  formal  in  character  than  any  which  have 
taken  place  during  the  past  month,  there  being  an  in- 
creasing desire  on  the  part  of  members  of  Parliament  and 
others  directly  concerned  in  promoting  pharmacy  and 
poisons  legislation  to  get  the  Government  Bill  passed  this 
Session. 

White  Phosphorus  Matches. 
In  the  House  of  Commons  on  Thursday,  Mr.  Gladstone 
introduced  a  Bill  to  prohibit  the  manufacture,  sale,  and 
importation  of  matches  made  with  white  phosphorus,  and 
for  other  purposes  connected  therewith. 

The  Opium  Trade. 
It  was  officially  announced  in  the  House  of  Commons 
on  Monday  that  the  whole  question  of  the  loss  to  the 
finances  of  Hong-Kong  by  the  opium  policy  imposed  upon 
it  by  the  Colonial  Office,  as  well  as  the  question  of  any 
compensation  from  Imperial  revenues,  is  being  considered 
by  the  Secretary  of  State  in  consultation  with  the 
Governor. 

To  Abolish  Grocers'  Licences. 

The  object  of  the  Bill  which  was  introduced  by  Mr. 
Sidney  Robinson,  M.P.,  in  the  House  of  Commons  on 
Wednesday  afternoon,  to  amend  the  law  with  respect  to 
the  granting  or  renewal  of  licences  for  the  sale  of  beer, 
wine,  and  spirits  to  be  consumed  off  the  premises,  aims  at 
the  ultimate  abolition  of  grocers'  licences.  It  is  proposed 
that  after  the  passing  of  the  Bill  no  new  licence  shall  be 
issued,  and  that  all  existing  licences  shall  terminate  at  the 
end  of  fourteen  years — the  period  prescribed  under  the 
Licensing  Bill.  The  Bill,  which  has  now  been  formally 
introduced,  will  be  brought  forward  again  next  year.  It 
will  apply  to  the  licences  which  chemists  hold  for  the  sale 
of  "medicated  "  wines. 

Deaths  Under  Anesthetics. 

The  fact  that  no  fewer  than  three  deaths  under  anaesthetics 
occurred  in  London  hospitals  last  week  has  not  escaped  the 
notice  of  Mr.  T.  A.  Bramsdon,  M.P.,  Coroner  for  the  Ports- 
mouth district,  who  has  for  some  time  past  been  urging 
the  Government  to  appoint  a  Eoyal  Commission  to  inquire 
into  the  matter.  On  Friday,  July  31,  the  hon.  member 
proposes  to  ask  the  Home  Secretary  whether  his  attention 
has  been  called  to  these  deaths  (details  of  which  he  puts 
in  his  question),  and,  having  regard  to  the  continued  cases  of 
deaths  under  anaesthetics,  whether  the  Home  Secretary 
can  now  see  his  way  clear  to  recommend  the  appointment 
of  a  Royal  Commission  to  inquire  into  the  matter. 

Dr.  Cooper  also  bi  ought  the  same  question  before  the 
notice  of  Parliament  on  Thursday,  when  he  asked  the 
Home  Secretary  for  the  number  of  deaths  from 
anaesthetics  in  England  for  each  year  from  1901  to  1908, 
and  also  whether  the  percentage  of  deaths  to  administra- 
tions had  _  increased,  whether  the  increase,  if  any,  had 
been  in  private  as  well  as  in  hospital  practice,  and  whether 
he  would  ask  the  Royal  Society  or  the  Royal  College  of 
Physicians  to  hold  an  inquiry  into  the  cause  of  the  in- 


crease in  the  number  of  deaths,  and  advise  as  to  whether 
any  rules  were  required  to  regulate  the  conditions  under 
which  anaesthetics  were  given. 


Association  Affairs. 


Tunbridge  Wells  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Special  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on  July  28 
to  consider  the  present  position  of  the  Poisons  and  Phar- 
macy Bill.  After  a  long  discussion  it  was  unanimously 
decided  to  forward  the  following  resolution  to  the  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  : 

That  this  Association  emphatically  protests  against  the 
following  provisions  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill,  as 
passed  by  the  House  of  Lords,  and  strongly  urges  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  use  every  effort 
to  prevent  the  Bill  passing  the  House  of  Commons : 

1.  The  sale  of  poisons  by  other  persons  than  chemists  and 
druggists. 

2.  The  admission  of  the  right  of  corporate  bodies  to  use 
the  title  "  dispensing  chemist  "  or  "  druggist." 

3.  The  permission  to  registered  chemists  and  druggists 
to  use  the  title  "  pharmacist  "  without  the  general  consent  of 
pharmaceutical  chemists. 

4.  The  schedule  of  poisons  in  its  present  inconsistent 
condition. 

Exeter  Association  of  Chemists  and  Druggists. 

The  annual  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on  July  22 
at  the  residence  of  the  retiring  President  (Mr.  J.  Harris), 
who  presided. 

Annual  Report. — The  Hon.  Secretary  (Mr.  H.  Wippell 
Gadd)  presented  his  annual  report,  which  reviewed  the  work 
of  the  year.  Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell,  moving  its  adoption, 
congratulated  the  Hon.  Secretary  on  the  way  in  which 
he  had  carried  through  the  work  and  kept  the  Association 
so  well  together.  Mr.  J.  Hinton  Lake  seconded,  and  the 
report  was  unanimously  adopted.  Mr.  Harris  presented 
the  annual  statement  of  accounts,  which  was  considered 
satisfactory  and  passed. 

Election  of  Officers.— The  retiring  President  moved 
that  Mr.  H.  Wippell  Gadd  be  elected  as  President  for  the 
ensuing  year.  Mr.  F.  Sloman  seconded  the  proposition, 
and  Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell,  in  supporting,  said  he  was  quite 
sure  Mr.  Gadd  would  make  as  good  a  President  as 
he  had  been  an  Hon.  Secretary.  Mr.  D.  Reid  said! 
Mr.  Gadd  is  thoroughly  conversant  with  pharmacy  matters, 
and  his  assistance  will  be  a  great  help  to  the  Association. 
The  proposition  was  carried  with  acclamation,  and  Mr. 
Wippell  Gadd,  having  taken  the  chair,  thanked  the  members 
for  the  high  compliment  which  they  had  paid  him. 
Mr.  Harris  was  re-elected  Hon.  Treasurer  and  Mr.  F. 
Vinden  was  elected  Hon.  Secretary  for  the  ensuing  year. 
A  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  Mr.  Harris  for  the  manner 
in  which  he  had  carried  out  the  duties  of  President  during 
the  past  year. 

The  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. — A  discussion  took 
place  on  the  amended  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  now 
before  Parliament,  and  the  following  motion  was  adopted 
on  the  suggestion  of  the  President  : 

That  this  meeting  heartily  approves  the  action  of  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  the  appointment 
of  a  Parliamentary  Secretary,  and  pledges  itself  to  support 
the  Council  and  its  officers  in  their  efforts  to  obtain  recogni- 
tion of  the  principles  of  the  1868  Act  in  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Bill  now  before  Parliament. 
Mr.  T.  C.  Milton  further  proposed  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  duly  carried  : 

That  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  be  asked 
to  endeavour  to  obtain  the  following  amendment  to  Sec- 
tion 3  of  Clause  3  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill :  After 
the  words  in  line  19  "  use  the  description  of  pharmacist " 
add  "or  pharmaceutical  chemist." 

Early  Closing. — The  subject  of  early  closing  was  intro- 
duced by  Mr.  T.  C.  Milton,  who  stated  that  he  would 
strongly  support  any  movement  to  secure  the  closing  of  the 
pharmacies  of  the  city  on  Wednesday  afternoons.  Several 
of  the  members  expressed  their  concurrence  with  this  view, 
but  others  saw  difficulties  in  the  way,  and  it  was  decided 
to  await  the  report  of  the  Early-closing  Association  of 
their  recent  canvass  of  the  chemists  of  the  city  before  taking 
any  steps  in  the  master. 
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Summer  Outings. 

An  Annual  Treat. 

The  employes  of  Messrs.  W.  Meadowcroft  &  Son,  Ltd., 
chemical  and  essence  manufacturers,  Regent  Street,  Black- 
burn, were  given  their  annual  treat  by  the  firm  last  week.

The  Week's  Poisonings. 

EIGHTEEN  fatalities  from  poisons  have  occurred  during 
the  week.    Fourteen  scheduled  poisons  were  taken,  of 
which  eleven  were  in  the  second  part  of  the  schedule.  In 
two  cases  the  poison  was  not  stated,  and  salts  of  lemon  was 
the  cause  of  death  in  the  remaining  two  fatalities.    Of  the 
deaths  fifteen  were  suicides.    Mystery  surrounds  the  death 
of  John  Hendry  (30),  who  died  from  strychnine-poisoning 
in  a  waiting-room  at  the  Great  Central  Station,  Glasgow. 
It  appears  he  gave  some  chocolate  to  his  mother,  who 
shared  it  with  two  other  women,  and  all  three  had  to  be 
treated  at  the  hospital  for  strychnine-poisoning. — Charles 
F.  Ebbs  (37),  engineer,  Widcombe,  committed  suicide  by 
taking  prussic  acid.      Mr.  H.  K.  Pryke,  chemist  and 
druggist,  26  Southgate  Street,  Bath,  who  sold  the  deceased' 
the  poison,  conformed  with  the  poison  regulations. — Alfred 
J.  Logan  (47),  clerk,  Thornton  Heath,  committed  suicide 
by  taking  cyanide  of  potassium.    He  had  previously  made 
attempts  on  his  life  by  taking  laudanum  and  cutting  his 
throat.— Miss  Emily  M.  Parkin  (38),  Harrow,  died  from  an 
overdose  of  laudanum,  which  she  was  in  the  habit  of  taking 
to  induce  sleep.      Deceased  had  obtained  quantities  of 
laudanum,  in  order  to  make  a  lotion, 
from  Mr.  H.  Rigden,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, and  Mr.  E.  Goodfellow.  pharma- 
ceutical chemist.' — Julius  M.  Cope  (27), 
solicitor,  Kensington,  died  from  an  over- 
dose of  laudanum  taken  to  procure  sleep. 
— Samuel    Milne    (53),    fish  hawker, 
Glasgow,  committed  suicide  by  taking 
laudanum. — A  painter  named  Magnus  J. 
McLean  was  found  dead  in  Edinburgh. 
Death  was  due  to  laudanum-poisoning. — 
Francis  F.  Falkner  (48),  retired  ship- 
wright and  naval  pensioner,  was  dis- 
covered in  an  unconscious  state,  and  had 
apparently     taken     chlorodyne  with 
suicidal  intent.   He  died  in  consequence. 
Deceased  was  oppressed  on  account  of 
paralytic    seizures. — Lucy  Thornewell 
(55),  widow,  Nottingham,  died  through 
taking  oxalic  acid.    The  coroner  corn- 
ease   with    which   oxalic   acid  could 
be   obtained. — At   Leyton    a   cigarmaker   named  Louis 
Dubbery    (46),   swallowed   rat-poison   with   suicidal  in- 
tent;  Nellie  Cruse,   (19),   domestic  servant,  committed 
suicide    by    taking    carbolic   acid ;    and    Samuel  Wilks 
(20)  was  found  dead  on  the  marshes  from  the  effects 
of  poison  not  named.    All  three  suicides  left  farewell  letters. 
— At  Burnley  the  dead  body  of  Bertha  Budden,  weaver,, 
was  found  in  Molloy  Wood  Lane,  a  rural  walk.    It  appears 
the  girl  and  her  lover  agreed  to  take  poison  together  and 
she  expired  almost  immediately  from  the  effects  of  salts-of- 
lemon-poisoning.  The  young  man,  however,  rushed  homeand 
took  an  emetic  which  proved  effective.    He  is  now  detained 
by  the  police,  whom  he  informed  of  the  tragedy. — Joseph 
Hargreaves,  butcher,  Blackburn,  ended  his  life  by  taking 
salts  of  lemon  dissolved  in  beer.    Mr.  John  Rennie,  chemist 
and  druggist,  63  Whalley  Range,  Blackburn,  was  acquainted 
with  the  occurrence,  and  at  the  inquest  said  he  had  found 
on  analysis  that  deceased  had  taken  salts  of  lemon. — A 
Poplar  girl  named  Harriet  Roberts  died  from  the  effects 
of  poison  taken  on  account  of  money  troubles. — Mrs.  Helen 
Dawson,  the  wife  of  Mr.  J.  M.  Dawson,  chemist  and 
druggist,  Rossett  Drive,  Harrogate,  died  from  eating  digi- 
talis leaves. 
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Society  of  Chemical  Industry. 


T HE  annual  meeting  at  Newcastle-on-Tyne  ended  on 
Thursday,  July  23.  In  consequence  of  our  Summer 
Issue  going  to  press  on  Wednesday  evening  the  C.  &■  D. 
representative's  notes  on  the  proceedings  had  to  stop  at  the 
beginning  of  the  excursion  down  the  Tyne,  after  the 
luncheon  on  that  day.  We  now  complete  this  record  with 
further  notes. 

The  Eivee  Excursion. 
Two  hundred  guests  accepted  the  invitation  of  the  Lord 
Mayor  of  Newcastle  (Councillor  W.  J.  Sanderson,  J.P.)  for 
an  excursion  down  the  Tyne.  It  was  on  the  afternoon  of 
July  22.  amid  brilliant  sunshine.  Huge  mounds  of  alkali 
waste,  no  longer  odoriferous,  and  dilapidated  remains  of 
chemical  works  were  monuments  to  past  industry,  and  many 
empty  stocks  and  steamers  lying  empty  bore  testimony  to 
the  business  depression  on  Tyneside ;  but  evidence  that  better 
times  are  coming  for  trade  was  met  with  further  on  in  the 
form  of  a  blinding,  irritating  cloud  of  dust  from  the  blast- 
furnaces, which  imparted  a  dirty  brown  colour  to  the  land- 
scape. The  works  of  Swan  &  Hunter,  the  birthplace  of  the 
Maurctania,  with  their  giant  sheds  containing  keels  of 
new  vessels,  were  another  of  the  signs  that  business  on  Tyne- 
side is  not  yet  dead.  A  partv  of  over  a  hundred  disembarked 
at  Jarrow  for  the  works  of  the  Palmer  Shipbuilding  and  Iron 
Co..  Ltd.,  where  the  latest  battleship,  the  Lord  Nelson, 
was  seen.  On  resuming  the  trip  down  the  river  a  pleasing- 
welcome  was  given  by  the  boys  of  the  Wellesley  training- 
ship,  who  manned  the  yards  of  their  wooden-walled  vessel  in 
honour  of  the  visitors  and  greeted  them  by  singing  "  Hearts 
of  Oak."  Afterwards  their  clear,  fresh,  young  voices  joined 
in  three  ringing  cheers  for  the  Lord  Mayor.  The  steamer 
took  the  party  as  far  down  as  The  Priory  at  Tynemouth. 
then  turned,  and  Newcastle  was  reached  again  at  six  o'clock. 

The  Conversazione 
in  Armstrong  College  later  in  the  evening  was  an  unqualified 
success.  Apart  from  a  concert  in  the  great  hall,  exhibits 
throughout  the  College  whiled  the  time  away.  In  the 
Physical  Lecture  Hall  an  interesting  cinematographic  exhibi- 
tion of  the  "proving  of  a  12-inch  gun  and  a  field  gun"  by 
Sir  Andrew  Noble  were  shown.  The  lantern  pictures  of  the 
ice-breaker  "  Ermack  "  at  work,  taken  and  explained  by  Mr. 
Arthur  Grilston,  proved  fascinating.  A  graphic  series  of 
lantern-slides  showed  the  sinkinsr  of  a  steamer  by  contact  with 
the  edge  of  an  ice-floe,  and  illustrated  the  fallacy  of  the 
popular  idea  that  the  boilers  of  a  sinking  ship  blow  up,  the 
appearance  of  vapour  at  the  moment  of  actual  submersion 
being  explained  by  the  lecturer  as  compressed  air  forced  out 
by  entrance  of  water.  In  the  electrical  engineering  room 
the  centre  of  interest  was  the  singing  arc,  the  operation  of  a 
telephone  in  a  distant  room  connected  in  the  specially 
arranged  circuit  affecting  the  air  gap  between  an  arc  and 
reproducing,  in  a  peculiar  half-singing,  half-whistling 
manner,  the  ditty  of  the  operator.  The  fusion  and  welding 
of  iron  electrodes  under  water,  with  the  consequent  splashing 
and  sparks,  provided  further  amusement ;  as  also  the 
phenomena  of  electro-magnetic  repulsion  and  attraction 
shown  by  solenoidal  coils.  An  exhibit  of  opaque  fused  silica 
made  in  the  electric  furnace  was  shown  by  the  Thermal  Syndi- 
cate. Wallsend-on-Tyne,  the  feature  being  the  great  size  of 
the  larger  specimens  of  apparatus,  basins  18  in.  in  diameter, 
and  pipes  2  ft.  6  in.  long  and  12  in.  in  diameter,  being  shown, 
besides  smaller  articles  not  previously  made  from  fused  silica. 

Thursday's  Excursions. 

During  the  visit  to  the  premises  of  the  Newcastle  Breweries, 
Ltd..  the  principal  feature  of  interest  to  C.  &  D.  readers 
was  the  manufacture  of  aerated  waters.  The  aerating  liquid 
is  cooled  and  bottled  at  70  lb.  pressure  per  sq.  in.,  the 
liquid  being  cooled  to  55°  F.  The  filtration  and  aeration 
of  bottled  beer,  ready  for  immediate  consumption,  illustrated 
the  degree  of  perfection  attained  in  the  marketing  of  this 
commodity  nowadays. 

A  journey  by  brake  took  the  party  to  the  Redheugh  Gas- 
works, with  a  capacity  of  over  12,000,000  cubic  ft.  of  gas 
daily.  The  retort-charging  machine  was  the  chief  feature. 
Here  an  electrically  driven  belt  throws  the  coal  at  a  tangent 
the  necessary  20  ft.,  and  by  gradually  reducing  speed  the  coal 
is  distributed  evenly  throughout  the  full  length  of  the  retort. 
The  older  type  of  mechanical  stokers  worked  by  compressed 
air  is  also  used.  A  new  gasometer  of  over  3,000,000  cubic  ft. 
capacity  is  under  construction,  and  is  of  the  new  type  without 
outside  supports,  being  composed  of  four  sections  which 
screw  out  spirally,  and,  as  the  gasometer  fills,  support  them- 
selves. No  gasometer  of  this  type  of  more  than  two  sections 
and  more  than  1.000. COO  cubic  ft.  capacity  has  been  con- 
structed, and  this  one  is  in  the  nature  of  an  experiment.  The 


manufacture  of  producer  and  oil  gases,  the  separation  of  tar, 
the  de-arsenication  of  sulphuric  acid,  and  manufacture  of 
ammonium  sulphate  were  shown,  and  the  principles  of  the 
condensing  towers  and  scrubbers  fully  explained  by  the 
manager  (Mr.  Gibb)  and  his  assistants.  The  party  were  enter- 
tained to  luncheon  by  the  directors. 

The  Allhusen  works  of  the  United  Alkali  Co.,  Ltd.,  were 
also  visited  and  inspected,  under  the  guidance  of  Mr.  Alfred 
Allhusen.  The  works  cover  130  acres,  and  the  articles  pro- 
duced for  sale  are  caustic  soda,  bleaching-powder,  and  sul- 
phuric acid.  All  the  stages  of  the  Leblanc  process,  as  modified 
and  carried  out  on  a  gigantic  scale  never  dreamt  of  by  the 
inventor,  were  inspected  and  explained.  One  of  the  processes, 
which  exhibited  in  a  striking  manner  the  perfection  of  modern 
methods,  was  the  treatment  of  residual  calcium  sulphide. 
This  is  first  made  into  "  slurry  "  with  hot  water,  then  com- 
pressed carbon  dioxide  is  forced  into  it,  whereby  the  sulphur 
is  liberated  as  sulphuretted  hydrogen,  yet  the  atmosphere 
surrounding  the  plant  does  not  smell  of  sulphuretted 
hydrogen,  although  tons  of  material  are  under  treatment. 

The  Annual  Dinner. 
of  the  Society  was  held  at  the  Grand  Assembly  Rooms  on 
Thursday  evening,  July  23,  Sir  Boverton  Redwood  in  the 
chair.  Ladies  were  present,  among  them  being  Lady  Red- 
wood, Miss  Redwood,  and  Mrs.  W.  Martin  and  Miss  Martin 
(daughters  of  Mr.  N.  H.  Martin).  The  toasts  included  "  The 
Industries  of  Tyneside,"  given  by  Professor  Meldola,  and 
Mr.  Alfred  Allhusen  acknowledged  it.  The  Lord  Mayor  gave 
the  toast  of  "  The  Society  of  Chemical  Industry,"  and  the 
President  replied;  while  Mr.  Thomas  Tyrer  proposed  "The 
Armstrong  College"  in  a  humorous  and  interesting  speech, 
which  was  acknowledged  by  Professor  Lebour.  Dr.  Russell 
W.  Moore,  of  New  York,  proposed  "  The  Newcastle  Section," 
which  Mr.  N.  H.  Martin  acknowledged. 


British  Medical  Association. 


THE  seventy-sixth  annual  meeting  of  this  Association 
opened  in  Sheffield  on  Monday,  July  27,  when  at 
4.50  p.m.  the  Lord  Mayor  received  the  members  at  the 
Town  Hall.  The  business  meeting  commenced  in  the  Firth 
Hall  of  the  University  on  Tuesday  at  2.30  p.m.,  when 
Mr.  Simeon  Snell,  F.R.C.S.E.,  was  inducted  into  the  presi- 
dency and  delivered  an  address  on  certain  eye-affections  of 
miners,  especially  nystagmus,  or  oscillation  of  the  eye- 
balls; but  this  enabled  him  to  deal  with  subjects  related 
to  it,  such  as  gas  in  mines.  Before  this  meeting  the  mem- 
bers robed  at  Cutlers'  Hall  and  attended  Divine  service  in 
the  Parish  Church  or  in  St.  Marie's  Roman  Catholic  Church. 
As  is  customary  at  these  meetings, 

An  Exhibition  of  Drugs 

and  allied  products,  surgical  instruments,  books,  and 
hospital  requisites  was  held  in  the  Drill  Hall,  Glossop  Road. 
Stalls  were  placed  round  the  walls  of  the  hall,  as  well  as 
in  the  centre,  four  avenues  thus  being  formed  from  end  to 
end,  and  gangways  across,  while  exhibits  were  also  placed 
in  an  annexe.  A  0.  <£•  D.  representative  visited  it  on 
Tuesday,  when  it  had  just  opened,  and  all  day  the  place  was 
quiet.  The  Exhibition  remains  open  four  days  only,  closing 
on  Friday  evening,  July  31.  The  note3  which  we  append 
are  necessarily  brief,  and  are,  as  far  as  possible,  devoted  to 
the  articles  which  the  exhibitors  called  special  attention  to  : 

Pharmaceutical  Preparations  Chiefly. 

Armour.  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  showed  their  products  under  the 
category  of  organo-therapy,  including  their  well-known 
digestive  enzymes,  glandular  extracts,  and  beef  prepara- 
tions. The  new  bottle  for  suprarenalin  solution  has  a 
stopper,  with  cup-like  depression  on  top,  to  hold  the  dose. 

The  Bayer  Co.,  Ltd.,  had  a  display  of  their  synthetic 
remedies.  "  Autan  "  is  a  new  self-developing  disinfectant 
made  by  them,  which,  on  addition  of  water,  gives  a  rapid 
evolution  of  formaldehyde  and  steam,  the  latter  helping 
to  make  the  disinfection  of  a  room  thoroughly  efficient. 

Brand  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  in  a  comprehensive  display,  showed 
their  invalid  specialities,  including  essences  of  beef,  mutton, 
veal  and  chicken,  concentrated  beef-tea,  and  various 
broths  and  invalid  soups. 

Cadbury  Bros..  Ltd..  showed  among  their  specialities 
cocoa-essence.  "  CD.M."  (Cadbury's  dairy  milk)  chocolate, 
and  the  new  Bournville  chocolate. 
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The  Apollinaris  Co.,  Ltd.,  gave  a  combined  display  of 
Apenta',  Apollinaris,  and  Johannis  water  on  their  stand. 

Callard  &  Co.,  food  specialists,  exhibited  two  new 
starchless  breads — "  Cellulon  "  (brown)  and  "  Prolacto  " 
(white) .  Certificates  of  analysis  were  shown  testifying  to  the 
large  proportion  of  fat  and  albuminoids  present  in  these 
breads.  A  variety  of  sugarless  beverages  and  other  foods 
were  also  exhibited. 

J.  &  J.  Colman,  Ltd.,  showed  their  sinapisms,  medical 
mustard-bran  and  mustard-oil,  as  well  as  Eobinson's 
patent  barley  and  groats,  the  business  of  Keen,  Robinson  & 
Co.,  Ltd.,  having  been  incorporated  with  that  of  Messrs. 
Colman. 

Fairchild  Bros.  &  Foster's  comprehensive  display  of 
products  included  "  Panopepton,"  "  Pepsencia,"  "  Dia- 
zyme,"  "  Zymine,"  and  pepsin.  "  Holadin,"  an  extract 
comprising  all  tli3  active  constituents  of  the  entire  pan- 
creas gland,  is  finding  favour  with  physicians.  Other 
pancreatic  ferment  preparations  were  also  exhibited. 

Fassett  &  Johnson  showed  the  medical  and  surgical 
preparations  of  Messrs.  Seabury  &  Johnson,  also  Thermo- 
gene  medicated  wool.  Their  "  Cocacorn  P.H.V."  is  a  food 
containing  cocoa  and  extract  of  roasted  acorns.  It  is  for 
infants  and  convalescents,  and  is  stated  to  be  more  readily 
digested  than  ordinary  cocoa. 

Findlater  &  Co.  set  forth  by  good  display  and  medical 
testimony  the  virtues  of  "  Carabana,"  an  aperient  water 
containing  a  remarkable  proportion  of  sodium  sulphate 
with  other  sulphates.  "Ems"  and  "  Levico,"  and  other 
natural  waters  were  also  exhibited. 

C.  J.  Hewlett  &  Son.,  Ltd.,  had  a  neat  show  of  their 
improved  pharmaceutical  preparations,  and  several  new 
surgical  instruments.  The  former  included  elixir  aceto- 
salicylic  acid,  exhibiting  this  compound  in  a  soluble  con- 
dition ;  and  iodermol,  a  non-staining  iodine  preparation ; 
and  their  liquors  and  mixtures.  Among  the  new  instru- 
ments are  a  cupping  instrument  for  cervix  uteri  and  bi- 
pronged  forceps. 

M.  Hoff  exhibited  the  malt-product  Homax,  and  two 
other  preparations — Dragolet,  a  new  semi-fluid  malt  and 
cocoa  combination,  and  Ironol,  a  palatable  iron  tonic, 
claimed  to  cause  no  blackening  of  the  teeth  or  digestive 
disturbance. 

Ingram  &  Boyle,  Ltd.,  had  a  fine  display  of  natural 
mineral  waters,  salts,  and  pastilles.  Among  the  former 
Vichy,  Carlsbad,  and  Hunyadi  Janos  waters  occupied 
prominent  positions. 

International  Plasmon,  Ltd.,  exhibited  "  Plasmon " 
and  its  derivatives,  and  put  forward  the  advantages  of 
Plasmon-tea,  in  which  the  Plasmon  neutralises  the  tannin. 

Jeyes'  Sanitary  Compounds,  Ltd.,  exhibited  the 
"  Cyllin  "  preparations,  which  now  include  capsules,  in- 
halant, syrup,  soaps,  antiseptic  gauze,  lint,  and  wool.  The 
"  Cyllin  "  cotton-fibre  is  intended  to  replace  carbolised  tow, 
and  "  Cyllin  "  obstetrical  lubricant  is  put  forward  as  being 
readily  soluble  and  free  from  grease. 

B.  Kuhn  &  Co.  exhibited  Chinosol,  Papain  (Finkler),  a 
vegetable  digestive  ferment,  and  Salvator,  a  French  non- 
alcoholic wine,  displaying  them  in  an  attractive  manner. 

The  Liverpool  Lint  Co.  showed  a  large  variety  of 
cotton  wool,  lint  and  tow,  bandages,  compressed  dressings, 
and  "  Impermiette,"  a  substitute  for  jaconette.  "  Vulno- 
plast  "  was  the  newest  thing  in  the  exhibit.  It  is  a  complete 
surgical  dressing,  made  with  a  variety  of  antiseptics,  is 
self-adhesive,  and  allows  free  access  of  air  without  fear  of 
bacterial  contamination.  It  is  supplied  in  strips  which  can 
be  cut  to  the  required  size,  ready  for  immediate  application. 

The  Maltine  Manufacturing  Co.  and  Carnrick  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  were  the  joint  exhibitors  of  Maltine  and  various 
combinations  of  the  same,  as  well  as  Carnrick's  liquid  pep- 
tonoids  and  soluble  food. 

Meister,  Lucius  &  Bruning,  Ltd.,  exhibited  synthetic 
pharmaceutical  products,  including  dermatol,  albargin, 
holocain  hydrochloride,  lactophenin  (Hoechst),  sajo- 
din,  synthetic  suprarenin,  and  valyl  (Hoechst)  pearls. 
Also  many  serotherapeutical  and  bacterial  preparations, 
among  which  the  tuberculin  preparations  of  Koch  occupied 
a  prominent  position. 

Newton,  Chambers  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  had  a  full  display  of 
Izal  preparations. 


Oppenheimer,  Son  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  had  a  display  covering  a 
wide  range  of  medicaments.  Pulverettes  were  to  the  front, 
and  are  becoming  as  successful  as  Palatinoids.  Vaporisers, 
calomel  and  mercurial  creams  (Lambkin's),  Cocoids, 
Hordine,  Aseptules,  Neboline  compounds,  serums,  and! 
Thymoform  tablets  were  also  included  in  this  exhibit. 

Parke,  Davis  &  Co.  had  a  display  illustrating  modern 
therapeutics.  Their  physiologically  sterilised  preparations 
and  serums  were  to  the  fore.  A  wide  range  of  medicine- 
cases  was  shown,  and  lantern  demonstrations  illustrating  the 
preparation  of  serums  and  toxins,  physiological  standard- 
isation of  drugs,  opsonic  index  technique,  and  other  extra- 
pharmaceutical  processes  were  given  at  frequent  intervals 
by  Mr.  Maben.  The  newest  thing  in  the  exhibit  wa8 
Lactone,  or  buttermilk  tablets,  containing  active  lactic  acid 
bacilli,  in  a  compressed  form,  for  the  extemporaneous  pre- 
paration of  buttermilk  from  fresh  milk,  this  being  a  pro- 
duct made  in  their  biological  laboratories  at  Detroit.  The 
tablets  are  put  up  in  bottles  of  twenty-five,  with  directions. 

Chas.  H.  Phillips  Chemical  Co.  had  a  plentiful  display 
of  milk  of  magnesia,  phospho-muriate  of  quinine  com- 
pound, and  digestive  cocoa. 

Reynolds  &  Branson,  Ltd.,  exhibited  pharmaceutical, 
surgical,  and  analytical  products  and  apparatus.  Physio- 
logically standardised  preparations  of  squill,  digitalis,"  and1 
jtrophanthus  were  shown.  A  new  suction-bulb  for 
hemacytometer  pipette,  as  suggested  by  Dr.  Griibner,  was 
shown ;  and  a  series  of  interesting  and  practical  urine- 
analysis  apparatus,  including  the  Dimmock-Branson  chro- 
meter,  urette,  urea-nitro-meter,  and  Rystos  purin-meter. 
Dr.  Dimmock  is  communicating  a  paper  on  the  urea-nitro- 
meter to  the  Association,  and  we  hope  to  refer  again  to  this 
interesting  apparatus. 

The  Saccharin  Corporation,  Ltd.,  exhibited  novocain, 
wh'.ch  as  a  local  anaesthetic  has  a  lower  degree  of  toxicity 
than  cocaine,  and  its  other  special  features  are  :  compat- 
ability  with  suprarenin,  absence  of  irritation,  ready  solu- 
bility, and  stability  of  solution. 

The  Sanitas  Co.  exhibited  "  Sanitas-Okol,"  "  Sanitas- 
B'actox,"  special  Sanitas  fluid,  "  Sanitas  Creocide," 
"  Sanitas-Soldis,"  "Sanitas  disinfecting  fluid,"  peroxide 
of  hydrogen,  "  Sanitas-Formigator,"  and  special  medical 
soaps. 

Savory  &  Moore,  Ltd.,  showed  their  peptonised  pre- 
parations and  foods  and  called  attention  to  the  new  and! 
enlarged  list  of  gelatin  lamels,  representing  nearly  150  com- 
binations. These  are  thin,  pliable,  medicated  sheets  of 
uniform  thickness,  the  prescribed  quantity  of  medicine 
to  be  administered  being  cut  off  as  required.  A  living 
plant  of  Datura  tatula  in  fruit  illustrates  the  basis  of  their 
Datura  Tatula  preparation. 

G.  Van  Abbot  &  Sons  showed  their  diabetic  and  invalid 
foods,  including  gluten  bread,  biscottes,  flour,  chocolate, 
and  semola;  also  Kalor  biscuits  for  obesity,  and  hypophos- 
phite  of  lime  biscuits  for  delicate  children. 

J.  Woolley,  Sons  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  had  two  exhibits,  one  of 
drugs  and  pharmaceutical  preparations,  and  the  other  of 
surgical  instruments.  Elegant  pharmacy  was  typified  in  a 
wide  range  of  elixirs,  liquors,  tablets,  ointments,  and 
specialities,  including  sanitary  rose-powder,  sol.  sodas 
phenatis,  and  physiologically  standardised  preparations  of 
ergot,  Indian  hemp,  digitalis,  squills,  and  strophanthus. 
In  the  surgical  portion  of  the  exhibit  an  interesting  item 
was  "  Iona "  tangle-tents,  made  by  the  crofters  of  the 
Western  Islands  (Hebrides),  and  perfectly  sterile. 
'  Boval  "  trusses  were  also  an  attraction.

Zimmer  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  represented  by  Widenmann, 
Broicher  &  Co.,  showed  euquinine  (tasteless  quinine), 
validol  (a  combination  of  menthol  and  valerianic  acid), 
theolactine  (a  new  diuretic),  and  other  synthetic  remedies. 
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Andrus  &  Andrus  showed  Hemaboloids  anS  Formo- 
lyptol  (prophylactic),  and  Geo.  Culver  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  gave 
demonstrations  with  the  Sutcliffe  keratometer.

Infants'  and  invalid  foods  were  exhibited  by  the  Glaxo 
Co.,  Horlick's  Malted  Milk  Co.,  the  Manhu  Food  Co., 
Ltd.,  Mellin's  Food,  Ltd.,  Nestle's  &  Anglo-Swiss 
Condensed  Milk  Co.,  and  Theinhardt's  Food  Co.  ;  while 
the  Miol  Manufacturing  Co.,  Ltd.,  exhibited  their  pro- 
duct, which  is  making  steady  headway. 

Interesting  displays  of  electro-therapeutical  and  x-ray 
apparatus  were  made  by  G.  R.  Collins  &  Co.,  Harry  W. 
Cox  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Isenthal  &  Co.,  Sanitas  Electrical  Co., 
Ltd.,  and  Siemens  Bros.  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  which  illustrated  the 
perfection,  adaptability,  and  portability  of  the  present 
forms  of  electrical  apparatus. 

Surgical  instruments  formed  the  chief  items  in  the 
displays  of  Down  Bros.,  Ltd.,  Mayer  &  Metzler,  the 
Medical  Supply  Association,  John  Weiss  &  Son,  Ltd., 
and  T.  Hawksley. 

Orthopaedic  appliances  were  shown  by  F.  Gustav  Ernst 
and  C.  F.  Hoefftke,  Ltd.  Slack  &  Brownlow  exhibited 
filters,  and  the  Offord  Patent  Hygienic  Truss  Co.,  Ltd., 
called  attention  to  their  special  devices  for  supporting 
ruptures. 

H.  N.  Davidge  is  exploiting  Postyen  thermal  mud  and 
drinking-water  for  home  treatment,  while  Croyden  &  Co., 
in  addition  to  catheters  and  bougies,  showed  Nauheim 
baths  materials,  and  at  a  detached  stand  exhibited 
Bendle's  meat  port  nutrient,  a  preparation  containing 
proteins  equivalent  to  7  to  14  per  cent,  of  raw  meat  sub- 
stance.

THE  fact  that  the  holiday  season  is  now  at  its  height 
adds  considerably  to  the  generally  dull  tone  in  the 
chemical  and  drug  markets.  The  outstanding  features, 
which  are  few,  include  a  substantial  advance  in  China 
crude  camphor,  while  refined  has  also  a  firmer  tendency. 
Foreign  tartaric  acid  is  also  dearer,  and  citric  acid  remains 
very  firm.  Opium  and  quinine  are  without  new  feature, 
both  being  at  a  standstill.  Foreign  potassium  iodide  is 
still  very  scarce.  Strychnine  is  lower.  American  pepper- 
mint oil  has  been  sold  at  an  advance,  which,  however,  is 
not  reflected  in  the  United  States.  Menthol  is  firm.  The 
following  table  shows  the  principal  fluctuations  of  the 
week  :

New  York,  July  30. — Business  in  drugs  is  quiet.  Opium 
continues  easy  at  $5.75  per  lb.  for  druggists'.  Hydrastis 
(golden  seal)  is  firm  at  $1.85.  Cascara  Sagrada  at  6c.  per 
lb.  is  nominal.  Curasao  aloes  is  steady  at  6^c.  per  lb. 
Senega  is  weak  at  42c.  per  lb.  Menthol  is  higher  at  $2 
per  lb.  Peppermint  oil  continues  easy  at  $1.40  per  lb.,  and 
6pearmint  continues  to  decline,  $4.50  being  to-day's 
quotation. 

Heavy  Chemicals. 

Business  in  the  heavy  chemical  market  continues  on  the 
quiet  side,  since  the  main  consuming  trades  are  not  employed 
to  their  fullest  extent,  and,  again,  holidays  at  this  time  of  the 
year  have  a  quietening  influence.  Tho  general  tone,  how- 
ever, seems  to  be  slightly  better,  and  there  is  apparently  a 
somewhat  fuller  demand  than  there  has  been,  export  business 
particularly  being  of  a  more  satisfactory  character.  Inquiries 
for  all  main  products  for  delivery  over  next  year  are  on  the 
increase.  Values  are  well  maintained,  since  supplies  are  well 
regulated  to  demand. 

Sulphate  of  Ammonia  is  very  quiet,  and  prices  look  like 
declining  still  further.  There  is  a  moderate  inquiry  for  for- 
ward delivery,  but  sellers,  especially  of  best  makes,  show  no 
eagerness  to  sell  forward  for  any  length  of  time  on  present 
basis.  Nominal  quotations  are :  Beckton,  September-De- 
cember, 11/.  10s. :  Beckton  terms,  10/.  17s.  6(7.  ;  London,  lit. ; 
Leith,  112.  2s.  6(2.  to  11Z.  5s.;  and  Hull,  11/.  _  For  forward, 
basis  is  about  2s.  6(7.  per  ton  more  to  end  of  this  year,-  and  5s. 
per  ton  extra  for  early  next  year. 

Benzols  also  continue  on  the  quiet  side,  and  there  is  little 
of  importance  being  done.  Value  for  both  90-per-cent.  and 
50-per-cent.  varies  from  Id.  to  7A(7.  per  gal. 

Acids  are  in  fairly  average  request,  and  do  not  fluctuate 
much.  Nitric.  84°  Tw.,  167.  10s.  to  177.  per  ton,  and  80°  Tw., 
147.  15s.  to  15?.  10s.  per  ton.  Sulphuric  acid.  168°  Tw..  60s. 
to  62s.  6<7.  per  ton,  and  150°  Tw..  30s.  to  32s.  6(7.  per  ton,  all 
naked.    Hydrochloric  acid.  2s.  3(7.  to  2s.  6(7.  per  bottle. 

Potash  Salts  are  like  other  products  on  the  quiet  side.

Continental  Drug  and  Chemical  Markets. 

Aloes. — Reports  as  to  scanty  production  are  belied  by  tho 
regular  supplies  which  continue  to  come  in  from  Cape  Colony. 
Nevertheless  the  market  remains  firm,  and  75m.  to  78m.  per 
100  kilos,  is  paid.  According  to  statistical  information,  sup- 
plies from  the  Cape  totalled  about  245,000  kilos,  in  1906  and 
262,000  kilos,  in  1907. 

Arsenic. — The  steady  decline  in  white  arsenic  has  reduced 
prices  to  such  a  low  level  that  it  is  thought  a  reaction  must 
set  in.  Existing  quotations  do  not  cover  the  cost  of  production, 
so  probably  less  arsenic  is  being  produced,  and  it  is  assumed, 
moreover,  that  the  large  stocks  in  America  must  be  almost 
disposed  of  so  that  orders  may  come  in  from  that  direction. 

Cantharides. — This  year's  supply  of  European  flies  is  sell- 
ing at  650m.  per  100  kilos.,  and  there  seems  to  be  an  abund- 
ance. The  Chinese  product  is  offered  very  freely,  buyers 
being  wanted  for  some  lots  in  Hamburg,  but  despite  the  low 
price  of  250m.  per  100  kilos.,  little  business  has  been  done. 

Carnauba  Wax. — In  consequence  of  more  active  demand  the 
market  is  firmer  and  prices  have  gradually  improved.  A  con- 
siderable amount  of  business  was  done  within  the  last  fourteen 
days,  and  a  slight  scarcity  in  grey  wax  became  apparent.  The 
Hamburg  stocks  are,  of  course,  adequate,  but  they  consist 
ohiefly  of  lots  which  cannot  be  sold  at  the  present  values. 
Current  and  fatty  grey  are  quoted  at  190m.,  while  the  yellow 
qualities  remain  unchanged  at  220m.  to  300m.  per  100  kilos, 
ex  wharf. 

Cocaine  is  quiet.  Dealers  in  second  hand  subsist  on  former 
cheap  contracts,  and  offer  at  255m.  per  kilo.,  whereas  it 
is  hardly  possible  for  the  makers  to  quote  at  such  prices  in 
consequence  of  the  present  value  of  raw  material. 

Ergot. — Some  time  ago  dealers  showed  great  readiness  to 
dispose  of  their  old  stock,  which  left  much  to  be  desired  as 
regards  quality  ;  but  of  late  business  has  become  much  brisker, 
and  consequently  prices  are  maintained  at  about  175m.  per 
100  kilos.  Nothing  definite  can  be  said  as  yet  as  to  prospects 
for  the  new  crop. 

Guarana. — The  unforeseen  arrival  of  fresh  supplies  has 
depreciated  values  in  Hamburg,  with  the  result  that  quota- 
tions for  delivery  towards  the  end  of  July  are  now  about 
18m.  per  kilo. 

Lycopodium. — There  is  a  regular  demand  in  Hamburg  at 
steady  prices.  Lycopodium  in  cases  is  not  obtainable  below 
3.30m.  per  kilo.,  while  for  bags  3.20m.  per  kilo,  is  quoted. 

Quillaia. — Conditions  remain  unaltered.  It  is  stated  that 
the  supply  in  Chile  is  inconsiderable  and  that  it  is  all  con- 
trolled by  one  dealer.  The  demand  in  Germany  has  in- 
creased, and  a  good  business  has  been  done  at  57.50m.  Quota- 
tions for  cut  bark  remain  unchanged  at  63m.,  and  are  extra- 
ordinarily low  considering  the  price  of  whole  bark. 

Senega. — Offers  are  frequent,  not  so  much  from  America 
as  on  the  part  of  German  importers,  who  hold  fairly  large 
stocks.  The  product  is  controlled  by  a  few  dealers,  who  main- 
tain prices  firmly,  and  unless  unusually  large  supplies  come 
in  it  is  probable  that  the  present  value  of  460m.  per  100  kilos, 
for  Western  root  will  bo  maintained  for  some  time.

Acid,  Citric,  continues  extremely  firm  and  scarce  at 
Is.  Ad.  per  lb.  on  the  spot  for  foreign,  while  for  September- 
October  delivery  there  are  sellers  at  Is.  3j(Z.  English  i.s 
nominal.  In  the  drug  auction  5  kegs  of  guaranteed  B.P. 
were  limited  at  Is.  3^rf.  for  foreign  crystals,  a  bid  of  Is.  3(7. 
being  refused. 

Acid,  Tartaric,  is  firm  and  fully  ^d.  per  lb.  dearer  on  the 
week  at  10?(Z.  per  lb.  for  foreign,  English  being  nominal 
at  lie/.  Demand  is  extremely  heavy  at  present,  and  the 
makers  are  considerably  behindhand  with  deliveries. 

Agar-agar. — No.  1  quality  sells  on  the  basis  of  about 
Is.  9(7.  spot,  being  unaltered,  but  for  arrival,  prices  are 
firmer. 

Aniseed. — Russian  sells  in  retail  lots  at  20s.  to  21s.  6d. 
per  cwt. 

Belladonna-root  of  good  quality  sells  on  the  spot  at 
65s.  per  cwt. 

Camphor  (Crude). — Several  advances  have  been  made  in 
China  crude  aggregating  about  15s.  per  cwt.,  spot  sales 
being  recorded  up  to  157s.  6(7.,  sellers  at  the  close  asking 
160s.  For  arrival  there  are  buyers  at  155s.  c.i.f.,  but  sellers 
ask  160s.  c.i.f.

4c?.,  medium  and  bold,  round,  horny 
High-dried  at  7^6?.,  medium  and  bold  Shensi,  with  three 
quarters  good  pinky  fracture  at  2s.  8c?.,  and  good  trimming 
at  2s.  10c?.  per  lb.  &  6 


SARSArARiLLA. — A  considerable  quantity  of  genuine  grey 
Jamaica  was  offered  and  partly  sold  at  a  decline  of  about 
2c?.  per  lb.,  including  fair  grey  at  from  Is.  9c?.  to  Is.  10c?. 
per  lb.  For  two  bales  of  fine  fibrous  grey  a  bid  of  Is.  lid. 
is  to  be  submitted,  the  price  being  2s.  A  further  31  bales 
were  bought  in  at  2s.  lc?.  per  lb.  Native  Jamaica  root  was 
steady,  eleven  bales  selling  at  from  11c?.  to  Is.  per  lb.  for 
dull  to  fair  red,  and  for  sea-damaged  7c?.  was  paid.  From 
another  source  a  further  four  bales  were  offered  and  sold, 
including  good  red  slightly  sea-damaged  at  11c?.,  yellow 
and  red  mixed  at  Is.,  with  inferior  at  8c?.  per  lb. 

Senna. — The  offerings  of  Tinnevelly  consisted  partly  of 
new  crop,  but  the  prices  paid  were  barely  steady  on  the 
whole.  Pods  sold  at  from  2d.  to  2{c?.  for  dark  to  fair. 
Small  common  specky  Tinnevelly  leaf  sold  at  from  l^c?.  to 
2c?.,  small  and  medium  fair  greenish  at  2^c?.  to  2§c?.,  with 
good  green  at  3c?.

6d.  was 
paid.  Good  Madagascar  block  was  held  at  61.  17s.  6c?. ;  nine 
bags  part  drossy  Zanzibar  sold  at  6?.  10s.  per  cwt.  subject; 
ana  three  bags  common,  part  drossy,  at  6?.  7s.  6c?.,  with 
inferior  at  5?.  15s.  A  bid  of  6?.  10s.  is  to  be  submitted  for 
fair,  part  drossy  Zanzibar.  Two  cases  bleached  Calcutta, 
off  colour,  sold  at  7?.  15s. ;  five  bales  yellow  Spanish  had  been 
sold  privately ;  and  for  two  cases  good  bright-yellow  Cape 
an  offer  of  11.  10s.  is  to  be  submitted  to  the  owner.  East 
African  wax  was  neglected.  The  sales  in  Liverpool  include 
about  nine  tons  Sierra  Leone  at  6?.  8s.  9c?.  per  cwt. 
Wormseed. 

In  the  Central  Asian  steppes  an  interesting  and  valuable 
curative  herb,  Artemisia  cina,  is  found  in  certain  areas,  e.g. 
in  Turkestan,  which  yields  the  well-known  wormseed  of  com- 
merce. Not  long  ago  this  plant  was  found  in  Algiers  and 
elsewhere,  but  it  has  been  destroyed  by  agriculture,  and 
Turkestan  remains  apparently  the  only  area  in  the  world  pos- 
sessing the  plant.  In  order  to  exploit  it  a  merchant  from 
Orenburg  named  Savinkoff  erected  a  santonin  factory  in 
Taschkent  which  cost  40,000/.  As  often  happens  with  energetic 
but  non-calculating  people,  it  was  found  that  after  the  fac- 
tory was  erected  it  was  built  on  a  larger  scale  than  was 
needed,  even  for  the  requirements  of  the  whole  world,  which 
amount  to  from  800  to  1,000  poods  a  year.  Besides,  it  has  been 
found  possible  to  simplify  and  cheapen  some  of  the  machinery 
for  treating  the  herb.  One  would  have  thought,  says  a  writer 
in  the  "  Torg.  Prom.  Gazeta,"  that  Russia  would  have  taken 
care  to  get  all  the  advantage  of  the  natural  monopoly 
secured  to  her  by  the  exclusive  growth  of  the  plant  on  her 
soil.  But  the  reverse  is  the  case.  Everything  tends  to  indi- 
cate that  in  a  short  time  Russia  will  be  a  buyer  of  santonin 
and  not  a  seller,  and  that  she  will  stop  the  production. 
Already,  in  the  second  year  of  its  existence,  the  factory  is 
without  work.  The  explanation  is  that  Artemisia  cina  is  now 
under  the  control  of  the  nomadic  tribes  of  the  steppes,  whose 
rights  are  defined  in  Article  270  of  the  law  of  the  district, 
which  says  that  the  nomads  have  no  other  rights  than  to  use 
the  vegetation  required  for  the  pasturing  of  their  cattle.  Con- 
sequently the  Artemisia  was  leased,  after  competition,  to  local 
santonin  pioducers.  But  this  order  was  reversed  some  time 
ago,  as  reported  in  the  C.  &  D.,  and  the  exploitation  is  free 
to  the  nomads.  This  permission  has  lasted  a  year  with  un- 
satisfactory results.  At  first  the  representatives  of  German 
druggists  came  and  bought  up  the  Artemisia  from  the  Khir- 
gises  at  a  little  over  Is.  per  pood,  but  now  the  price  is  about 
5c?.  or  less,  and  there  are  even  parcels  in  the  hands  of  the 
population  which  cannot  be  disposed  of  at  any  price.  This 
is  accounted  for  by  the  limited  demand  for  and  the  large 
supplies  of  the  article,  and  it  is  even  said  that  the  Germans, 
by  reason  of  the  stupid  over-production  of  the  natives,  have 
enough  stock  of  wormseed  to  keep  them  supplied  for  over 
two  years.  In  1907  an  effort  was  made  to  organise  a  monopoly 
of  the  business,  but  it  was  a  failure.

naphtha :  Liniments  aconiti,  belladonnae,  camphorse  com- 
positum,  and  saponins.

Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. 
Sir, — While  I  agree  in  the  main  with  the  terms  of  Mr. 
Reid's  letter,  and  think  nearly  all  the  severe  criticism  the 
Government  and  the  Joint  Committee  have  received  in  this 
connection  to  be  well  deserved,  I  do  not  regard  the  Bill  as 
hopelessly  bad.  It  is  scarcely  correct  to  speak  of  the  con- 
ferring the  right  to  use  the  description  "  chemists"  by  com- 
panies as  if  it  were  a  thing  before  unheard-of.  To  give  a 
man  the  right  to  use  a  road  which,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  he 
had  used  all  his  life,  and  nobody  able  to  say  him  nay,  is  a 
very  different  thing  from  giving  a  similar  right  to  a  man 
who  had  never  been  able  to  use  the  road  before.  It  is  also 
not  correct  to  say  that  it  is  a  new  thing  to  permit  the  Minor 
man  to  call  himself  a  pharmacist.  The  first  section  of  the 
1868  Act  clearly  confers  the  right,  and  no  authoritative 
decision  has  ever  been  given  that  the  fifteenth  section  over- 
rules the  first.  The  worst  part  of  the  present  Bill  is  the 
second  clause,  and  yet  it  is  just  this  clause  which  is  most 
dear  to  the  Privy  Council's  heart  (if  it  has  any).  The  evil 
of  it  may  be  minimised  by  stringent  regulations,  but  the 
bad  principle  is  always  there.  As  an  additional  safeguard, 
I  would  suggest  that  the  application  for  a  licence  be  made  in 
open  court,  and  that  it  should  be  competent  to  any  registered 
chemist  in  the  county  to  oppose  the  application,  and  to 
lead  evidence  in  support  of  his  opposition.  In  regard  to  the 
use  of  the  title  "  pharmacist"  words  should  be  added  for- 
bidding any  unauthorised  person  or  company  to  use  the 
description  under  a  penalty  of  101.  With  reference  to  the 
qualified  director  in  companies  calling  themselves  chemists, 
it  should  be  made  clear  that  the  director  is  a  real  acting 
director  with  some  power  to  control  the  drug-department  of 
the  company.  It  would  also  be  a  great  gain  if  a  provision 
were  added  to  the  effect  that  every  new  company  register- 
ing after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  must  have  a  qualified 
director,  whether  the  company  employs  the  titles  in  any 
form  or  not.  I  venture  to  think  that  with  these  amend- 
ments the  Bill  might  be  allowed  to  pass,  though  not  without 
a  protest  as  regards  the  second  clause,

Sir, — Lest  silence  be  construed  as  consent,  I  venture  to 
enter  my  humble  protest  against  the  suggested  compromise 
said  to  be  effected  between  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and 
the  Earl  of  Crewe  on  this  subject.  Lord  Crewe  has  found 
it  difficult  to  deal  justly  with  those  who  have  earned  the 
statutory  title  of  "  chemist  and  druggist"  and,  at  the  same 
time,  bow  to  his  friend  Lord  Ebury,  the  Chairman  of 
the  Army  and  Navy  Stores,  and  others,  and  has  adopted 
the  expedient  (said  also  to  be  suggested  by  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society)  of  protecting  the  title  "pharmaceutical 
chemist"  to  Major  men,  re-christening  the  qualified  chemist 
with  Minor  qualification  with  the  meaningless  and  useless 
title  of  "pharmacist,"  and  conferring  upon  the  great  un- 
qualified pirates  the  substantial  and  only  valuable  title  of 
"chemist."  Now,  Sir,  it  may  suit  your  view  to  describe 
this  protest  as  hysterical  shrieking ;  it  does  not  alter  the 
fact  that  there  is  a  grave  injustice  inflicted  upon  a  large 


section  of  the  trade — viz.,  the  "  Minor  "  men.  They  are  to 
be  on  a  different  plane  from  their  pharmaceutical  brethren, 
and  are  either  to  be  herded  with  the  unqualified  companies 
or  offered  the  alternative  of  using  the  title  of  "  pharmacist " 
which  has  no  commercial  value  whatsoever.  This  result  is, 
perhaps,  not  to  be  wondered  at  considering  the  vacillating 
attitude  of  the  Society  all  along  the  line  and  the  obvious 
desire  of  Lord  Crewe  to  get  rid  of  this  irritating  problem 
"  for  the  sake  of  peace  and  quietness."  The  only  fair  and 
just  solution  of  the  difficulty  is  the  one  he  himself  proposed 
in  the  House  of  Lords  on  a  pre\rious  occasion — namely,  that 
those  who  had  usurped  the  title  of  "  chemist"  should  cease 
doing  so  within  a  given  number  of  years.  They  could  then 
describe  themselves  as  drug-vendors  or  drug-stores  with 
perfect  accuracy.  The  only  plain  result  of  the  present  sug- 
gested arrangement  is  that  the  chemist  and  druggist  is 
"  in  the  cart."  We  have,  indeed,  arrived  at  a  pretty  pass. 
When  Mr.  Boot  settles  the  whole  question  by  asserting  that 
"  chemist"  signifies  nothing  more  than  a  trade  designation, 
just  as  "butcher"  and  "baker"  indicate  those  respective 
trades,  the  House  of  Lords  gladly  adopts  the  view,  and 
our  Society  quietly  acquiesces  in  it !  I  say  deliberately  that 
in  making  this  ignominious  surrender  of  the  one  thing  worth 
fighting  for,  and  the  one  claim  to  which  we  have  an  in- 
disputable right,  we  are  surrendering  any  claim  we  have 
to  the  sympathy  and  respect  of  our  friends  and  making  our- 
selves the  laughing-stock  of  our  opponents.

Sir, — Referring  to  your  letter,  addressed  to  the  Earl  of 
Crewe,  in  regard  to  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  now  before 
Parliament,  I  am  directed  by  his  Lordship  to  point  out  that 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Bill  there  is  no  "  giving  away  " 
of  any  title.  All  that  the  Bill  does  is  to  recognise  a  right  to 
use  the  description  of  "  chemist  "  which  has  been  enjoyed  by 
companies  for  nearly  thirty  years,  but  at  the  same  time  to 
make  the  use  of  the  description  subject  to  the  observance  of 
conditions  necessary  to  the  public  safety  and  sufficient  to  pro- 
tect the  legitimate  susceptibilities  of  chemists  and  druggists.

"Pharmacist"  Not  Good  Enough. 
Sir, — If  the  concession  that  chemists  should  adopt  the 
title  of  "pharmacist,"  and  that  this  should  be  the  sole 
property  of  qualified  chemists,  should  be  carried,  I  should 
like  to  know  what  means  the  trade  will  adopt  to  make  this 
new  title  familiar  to  the  public  ?  At  present  I  do  not 
suppose  that  one  person  in  10,000  knows  what  a  "pharma- 
cist" is.  Personally,  I  may  say  that  I  am  anything  but 
satisfied  with  the  progress  of  pharmaceutical  legislation. 
We  have  lost  all  the  way.  Surely  we  are  justified  in  using 
the  same  plea  which  Mr.  Boot  used  when  he  said  that  the, 
cost  to  his  firm  for  changing  his  elaborate  signs  alone  would 
run  into  thousands  of  pounds.  Does  this  not  apply  equally 
to  chemists,  or  perhaps  to  a  far  greater  extent?  With 
reference  to  the  qualified  director  "  concession,"  what  is  to 
prevent  a  company  from  presenting  its  qualified  manager 
with  a  1/.  share  and  making  him  a  director  ?  Over  and 
above  everything  I  protest  and  protest  again  that  this 
filching  of  a  trade  title  from  us  which  we  have  held  so  long, 
and  giving  it  into  the  hands  of  anyone  who  likes  to  use  it, 
and  then  handing  an  unknown  name  to  the  trade  to  be 
made  use  of  as  it  thinks  fit,  is  hardly  an  act  of  bare  justice. 
A  doctor,  a  dentist,  a  lawyer,  or  even  so  recent  a  profes- 
sional as  a  veterinary  surgeon,  would  scarcely  take  a  similar 
blow  to  his  sense  of  fairness  with  equanimity.  I  really 
cannot  see  what  this  Bill  will  leave  us  in  the  way  of  title 
at  all,  therefore  why  pass  any  examination?  I  prophesy 
that  there  will  be  a  marked  diminution  in  the  numbers 
examined  at  Bloomsbury  Square  if  this  remarkable  Bill 
becomes  law,  and  the  ordinary  chemist  will  become  as  little 
recognised  as  the  apothecary  of  old.    But  the  struggle  is  to 
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the  strong,  and  the  "  safety  of  the  public  "  must  go  to  the 
many,  and  vested  interests  once  more  conquer.

The  Bill.  The  Society.  Danger ! 

Sir, — ■ 

A  registered  chemist  or  druggist  may,  notwithstanding 
anything  in  Section  15  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  take, 
use,  or  exhibit  the  name  or  title  of  pharmacist. 
Thus  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill.  Pleasant  news, 
mayhap,  for  any  who  are  envious  of  the,  at  present,  useless 
and  (to  the  public)  meaningless  title  of  "pharmacist." 
Something  for  nothing  is  generally  agreeable.  Only 
foolishly  sensitive  people  risk  their  enjoyment  of  a  gilt 
by  inquiring  how  it  has  been  come  by.  As  a  chemist  and 
druggist,  however,  and  a  twenty-years'  member  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  I  dare  to  make  a  little  inquiry 
about  this  seeming  gift  of  the  title  "pharmacist."  Is 
it  clean  ?  And  am  I  likely  to  be  allowed  to  retain  it  ? 
Who  is  guarantor  ?  Parliament  of  1868  gives  to  Major  men 
the  title  "  pharmacist,"  and  on  individuals  who  pass  a  cer- 
tain examination  it  bestows,  or  confirms,  the  name  "  chemist 
and  druggist. "  If  Parliament  of  1908  may  calmly  denude — 
against  their  desire — each  of  those  classes  of  its  respective 
title  or  (which  is  the  same  thing)  cheapen  its  value,  I  ask 
chemists  to  ask  themselves,  Is  it  likely  robbery  will  stop 
there?  The  term  "  pharmacist  "  has  no  meaning  for  nine- 
tenths  of  customers  of  chemists  and  druggists  to-day,  yet 
it  is  conceivable  that,  should  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Bill  pass  in  its  present  form,  it  might  come,  say,  in  twenty 
years  to  have  both  a  meaning  and  a  value.  What  happens 
then  ?  A  re-enactment  of  the  present  little  play  and  a  wider 
scattering  of  the  blessed  title  "pharmacist."  The  com- 
panies, who  have  been  dextrous  enough  to  lasso  the 
terms  "chemist"  and  "druggist,"  are  not  likely  to  lose 
their  cunning.  They  will  easily  find  ways  (some  are  already 
apparent)  of  transforming  themselves  into  "  pharmacists," 
once,  by  our  spade-work,  we  have  made  that  title  valuable. 
For  me  one  semi-lifetime  of  such  fruitless  labour  is 
enough.  My  mind  is  made  up.  There  is  nothing  of 
advantage  in  the  present  Bill  to  be  put  for  one  moment 
against  this  tremendous  disadvantage  of  loss  or  cheapening  of 
title,  and  should  the  Bill  become  an  Act  I  shall  be  certain 
that  legislatively  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  can  do  nothing 
for  its  members.  If  I  am  but  an  individual  this  is  a  small 
matter,  but  if,  as  I  have  some  reason  to  think,  the  view 
above  expressed  is  a  general  one,  the  sequel  to  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  is  not  difficult  to  foretell.

Let  the  dealer  in  and  compounder  of  drugs  and 
chemicals  by  all  means  be  mont  thoroughly  trained  for 
his  work,  but  not  to  go  forth  as  an  individualist  trader, 
with  no  check  but  his  conscience  on  the  price  he  shall 
charge  for  his  services.  I  look  forward  to  the  day  when 
he  will  be  an  honoured  servant  of  the  State,  with  no 
further  anxiety  about  his  stock  beyond  its  purity  and  the 
accuracy  of  its  compounding ;  to  the  time  wheq  frenzied 
search  for  the  cheapest  market  will  be  over ;  to  the  period 
when  the  combination  of  "  keen  young  buyer  and  middle- 
aged  salesman"  will  not  be  necessary,  and  the  only  ques- 
tion as  to  a  man's  suitability  for  supplying  drugs  and  com- 
pounding medicines  will  be  his  efficiency,  and  not  bis- 
business  cunning  nor  the  amount  of  his  capital.  May  I 
suggest  to  my  fellow-craftsmen  (or  is  it  tradesmen?)  that 
the  qualified  chemists  of  the  country  take  the  next  step  im 
the  evolutionary  process  and  ask  the  Government  to 
nationalise  their  services,  fix  their  salaries  and  duties,  and 
finally  retire  them  on  pensions  ?

2.  My  name  is  used  in  this  circular  entirely  without  my 
authority  and  without  reference  to  me. 

3.  The  words  "  Mr.  Parry's  analysis  "  are  not  to  be  under- 
stood that  I  have  analysed  this  otto,  for  I  have  never 
received  a  sample  of  otto  of  rose  from  this  firm  or  of  this 
mark,  and  I  have  no  knowledge  whatever  of  the  quality 
of  such  otto  of  rose. 

4.  I  entirely  repudiate  the  use  of  my  name  on  this  circular, 
and  I  strongly  object  to  see  such  use  associated  with  offers 
of  otto  of  rose  at  prices  which,  I  am  credibly  informed,  are 
below  the  current  market  rates  in  Bulgaria  by  severai 
shillings. 

5.  No  so-called  guarantee  for  otto  of  rose  is  of  value  in* 
respect  to  such  words  indicating  an  analysis  unless  that 
analvsis  be  on  the  given  delivery,  either  when  delivered1 
or,  if  before  delivery,  in  duly  sealed  containers.

Legal  Queries. 

For  concise  statements  resDecting-  various  Acts  whicfi  affect 
directly  or  indirectly  the  Chemical  and  Drug:  Trades,  see  the> 
"C.  &  D.  Diary>"  1908,  P.  456;  Stamped  Medicine  Law, 
P.  435  5  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Law,  p.  448;  and  Patents 
Law,  p.  442. 


Piper  (259/42).— A  hair-dye  such  as  you  suggest,  if  not  held 
out  for  anything  else  than  restoring  the  colour  of  the  hair,  is 
not  subject  to  medicine  stamp-duty  in  Great  Britain,  and  it 
can  be  manufactured  in  Ireland  and  sent  to  Great  Britain, 
without  incurring  duty.  It  is  advisable,  in  bringing  out  a 
product  of  this  nature,  to  register  the  title,  if  it  is  distinctive. 
You  will  find  full  particulars  in  regard  to  registration  of 
trade-marks  in  the  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary,  p.  447. 

Lex  (259/39). — Your  question  is  one  about  colourable  imita- 
tion, and  we  can  only  express  an  opinion  with  yours  and  the 
other  in  front  of  us — we  have  not  the  other.  The  supposition 
that  a  person  has  a  right  to  a  title  only  when  it  is  a  registered* 
trade-mark  is  wrong.  He  may  have  established  his  right  to 
it  by  prior  use. 

Tenebrax  (259/34).— We  printed  in  the  C.  &  D.,  April  25,  a 
statement  by  the  Secretary  of  Excise  stating  that  registered 
chemists  and  druggists  may  sell  sweet  spirit  of  nitre  without 
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a  licence  ;  unqualified  drug-store  keepers  may  not.  Consult 
"  Pharmaceutical  Formulas  "  for  the  other  matter. 

Peace  (259/49). — The  time  that  a  chemist's  assistant  leaves 
a  situation  is  at  the  end  of  the  last  day's  work. 

Anxious  (4/15). — The  managing  director  of  a  company 
trading  as  cash  chemists  is  not  a  registered  chemist,  and 
wishes  to  know  if  he  is  liable  should  he  sell  or  dispense  poisons. 
Yes ;  he  infringes  Section  15  of  the  1868  Act,  which  does  not 
exempt  any  unqualified  persons  whatsoever. 

Perplexed  (6/20). — There  is  no  question  about  the  law  as 
regards  the  sale  of  "  tabloid  "  Easton's  syrup,  Fellows'  syrup, 
and  other  preparations  containing  strychnine :  they_  are 
Part  I.  poisons,  and  when  sold  should  be  entered  in  the  poisons- 
book  and  signed  for.  The  action  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council 
and  decisions  of  the  Courts  say  so,  and  there  is  no  getting  over 
the  fact  while  the  law  remains  as  it  is.  Customers  who  say 
that  they  can  buy  elsewhere  without  being  known  to  the 
seller  and  without  signing  the  poisons-book  should  be  shown 
this  paragraph,  which  you  may  cut  out  and  place  on  a  card 
for  ready  reference.  You  are  doubtless  aware  that  a  leading 
cash  chemist  company  and  a  prominent  member  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  have  been  fined  for  infringing  the  law  by 
oot  treating  these  nreparations  as  Part  I.  poisons,  and  that 
an  endeavour  is  now  being  made  in  Parliament  to  bring  such 
preparations  within  the  second  part  of  the  schedule. 

Newbo  (5/16). — (1)  Your  blood-pills  label,  stating  that  the 
pills  "  are  made  up  in  accordance  with  the  nature  of  the  case, 
and  the  statements  made  in  the  diagnosis  form,"  appears  to 
apply  to  an  ailment,  and  should  not  be  used  without  stamping 
unless  it  is  passed  by  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  as  not 
dutiable.  (2)  The  mixture  for  the  blood  is  liable,  as  the  label 
states  that  "  it  is  advisable  to  continue  taking  the  medicine 
.  .  .  after  the  leg  is  healed,"  which  obviously  means  that  the 
mixture  is  held  out  for  the  cure  of  a  disorder  of  the  human 
'body.  (3)  The  powders  are  liable  to  duty  on  account  of  the 
label  holding  them  out  lor  the  cure  of  ulcers  and  wounds. 

Schedule  (2/6). — (1)  A  skin-lotion  containing  prussic  acid 
as  one  of  its  ingredients  is  a  Part  I.  poison.  Aqua  laurocerasi 
is  not  at  present  a  scheduled  poison.  (2)  The  idea  that  entry 
of  a  sale  of  a  poison  in  the  prescription-book  frees  the  seller 
from  the  sale  conditions  is,  of  course,  erroneous.  The  terms 
of  the  Act  are  that  the  conditions  applicable  to  Part  I.  poisons 
3hall  not  apply  "  to  any  article  when  forming  part  of  the 
ingredients  of  any  medicine  dispensed  by "  a  registered 
chemist.  Without  going  into  the  question  of  what  is  dispens- 
ing, you  will  observe  that  if  you  treat  a  skin-lotion  as  a  medi- 
cine dispensed  the  Act  brings  it  within  the  charge  of  medicine 
stamp-duty,  and  if  the  Inland  Revenue  authorities  found 
ground  for  action  against  you  they  would  proceed  in  respect 
to  the  vending  of  the  lotion.  Hence  you  would  be  taken  back 
to  the  terms  of  Section  17,  and  the  poison  transaction  would  be 
proved  to  be  a  sale  requiring  the  signature  of  the  purchaser. 

Quercus  (6/10). — The  pan  of  a  w.c.  is  not  a  drain,  or  part  of 
it,  and  under  your  lease  it  is  part  of  the  inside  repairing.

F.  H.  B.  (254/53).— "Corn  Silk  Plaster,  P.F.  2,"  will  cover 
the  preparation. 

Western  (Bloemfontein)  (250/48).— Zinc  Fume.— There  is 
not  much  doubt  that  this  term  is  synonymous  with  zinc  oxide. 
The  word  "fume"  alludes  to  the  method  of  preparing  zinc 
oxide  by  sublimation. 

Vellum  (253/65). — Correspondents  who  do  not  send  us  their 
names  and  addresses  are  not  replied  to. 

Pill  Pucker  (225/73).— Liquid  Blister.— The  sample  you 
send  is  prepared  from  such  a  formula  as  the  following :

The  directions  for  use  as  an  application  for  splints,  side- 
bone,  ring-bone,  spavin,  or  other  bony  deposits  should  read  : 
"  A  small  quantity  to  be  lightly  rubbed  into  the  affected  part." 
When  used  carelessly  this  form  of  blister  is  liable  to  cause 
destruction  of  the  hair-bulbs  and  subsequent  baldness. 

Bonca  (250/1).— Insecticide  for  Hens'  Nests.— Cresol  solu- 
tion diluted  in  the  proportion  of  1  pint  to  a  pailful  of  water 


is  the  insecticide  used  for  hen's  nests.  You  will  find  refer- 
ences to  two  formulas  in  the  last  published  index  of  the 
C.  &  D. 

A.  J.  S.  (246/271— The  subject  of  marking-ink  is  dealt  with 
at  some  length  m  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas,"  to  which 
you  should  refer. 

M.  S.  E.  (244/72). — Your  optical  inquiries  were  answered  in 
the  "  Optical  Notes  "  column  last  week.  We  aro  glad  you 
like  "  The  Chemist-Optician."  We  shall  always  be  pleased 
to  endeavour  to  unravel  any  of  the  difficult  points. 

J.  G.  W.  (84/8). — We  shall  bear  your  offer  in  mind  when  the 
next  edition  of  "The  Chemist-Optician"  is  being  prepared. 

Anon  (261/15). — Abortion  in  Cattle. — This  subjects  well 
dealt  with  in  the  new  edition  of  "Veterinary  Counter-prac- 
tice," and  mention  is  made  of  such  a  case  as  that  described  by 
you.   Cases  are  frequently  mysterious  in  their  origin,  and  the 
following  paragraph  from  the  new  edition  is  worth  quoting : 
The  presence  of  a  billy  goat  in  the  byre  is  said  to  prevent 
abortion.   In  one  case  abortion  took  place  for  a  number  of 
years  in  a  pedigreed  stock  of  queys  and  cows.  Everything 
was  done  for  its  prevention — isolation,  disinfection,  even 
re-causewaying  the  byre — but  with  no  good  results.  Ulti- 
mately the  owner  procured  a  billy  goat,  and  kept  it  with 
the  cows.   The  disease  soon  stopped. 

A.  G.  (3/50).—  Thanks.  You  will  observe  that  the  subject  is 
dealt  with  in  this  issue. 

Quercus  (222/16). — Resin  in  Soap. — Resinates  have  excellent 
detergent  properties,  but  as  they  are  easily  soluble  in  water 
they  do  not  make  a  firm  soap.  They  are,  moreover,  of  a  dark 
colour,  and  when  used  in  more  than  a  small  proportion  require 
in  the  case  of  light  soaps  the  addition  of  white  earths  to 
improve  the  colour  of  the  finished  soap.  The  cheapness  of 
the  resin  soap  is  an  important  factor  in  its  employment  in 
soap-making,  but  in  the  case  of  hard-tallow  soap  the  addition 
of  the  softer  resin  soap  effects  an  improvement.  Resinates 
impart  to  soap  a  peculiar  stickiness  and  are  hygroscopic. 
Resin  soaps  darken  on  keeping.  The  qualitative  tests  for  the 
presence  of  resin  in  soap  are  Gottlieb's  and  Barfoed's. 
Gottlieb's  test  is  as  follows : 

Dissolve  the  soap  in  water  and  heat  to  the  boiling-point. 
Then  add  a  strong  solution  of  magnesium  sulphate  until 
the  fatty  acids  are  completely  precipitated ;  magnesium 
resinate  remains  in  solution.  Boil  the  solution  for  two  to 
three  minutes,  filter,  and  acidulate  the  hot  filtrate  with 
sulphuric  acid.  In  the  presence  of  resin  the  liquid  becomes 
turbid,  due  to  the  separation  of  resin  acids.  The  boiling 
should  be  continued  for  half-an-hour  to  make  sure  that  the 
turbidity  is  due  to  the  resin  and  not  to  volatile  fatty  acids. 

Barfoed's  test  is  as  follows : 

Dissolve  the  soap  in  80-per-cent.  alcohol,  and  add  excess 
of  alcoholic  solution  of  calcium  chloride  with  sufficient 
ammonia  to  give  an  alkaline  reaction.  After  cooling  the 
precipitate  is  washed  and  filtered.  The  filtrate  contains  the 
calcium  salts  of  the  resin  acids  together  with  some  calcium 
oleate.  If  now  the  liquid  is  acidulated  with  hydrochloric 
acid,  the  resin  separates  as  a  soft,  gummy,  and  viscous 
mass. 

For  quantitative  testing  of  the  amount  of  resin  in  soap 
Twitchell's  method  is  employed,  which  we  will  give  if  you 
wish  to  continue  your  investigations  further  than  the  qualita- 
tive tests  indicated  above. 

Charles  (237/34). — Cachets  for  Intestinal  Disinfection. — 
These  are  imitated  by  cachets  each  containing  5  grains  of 
salol  and  5  grains  of  bismuth  subnitrate. 

Nunquam.  (231/27). — The  liquid  used  for  cleaning  stone  and 
paintwork  is  a  solution  of  caustic  soda. 

G.  B.  W.  (260/18).— Dressing  for  Dog's  Coat.— The  basis 
of  this  appears  to  be  an  oil  of  the  neatsfoot  type,  to  which  a 
litle  spirit  of  tar  has  been  added.  We  cannot  carry  the 
analysis  of  the  preparation  much  further  than  you  have  done. 

Carbo  (258/25). — Toilet-milk. — The  sample  you  send  has  a 
basis  of  creme  d'amandes,  and  is  made  from  a  formula  such 


as  the  following  : 

Creme  d'amandes       ...       ...    1  oz. 

Almond  oil    5  oz. 

Glycerin   lj  oz. 

Lavender-water    2  oz. 

Oil  of  rose  geranium  30  drops 

Oil  of  bitter  almonds   5  drops 

Distilled  water  to   20  oz. 


Rub  the  creme  d'amandes  in  a  mortar  till  pliable,  add 
the  perfume,  oils,  and  the  almond  oil  very  gradually,  well 
rubbing  the  paste  between  each  addition.  Next  add  the 
glycerin  and  the  water,  strain,  and  add  the  lavender-water. 
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If  oarefully  made  this  toilet-milk  does  not  separate,  but  if 
the  oil  is  added  too  quickly  the  liquid  will  separate  when 
finished. 

Castings  (5/17). — What  you  say  about  the  rust  on  the 
wrought  iron  does  not  make  the  mystery  any  clearer.    Do  you 
think  that  some  chemical  cleaner,  such  as  caustic  soda,  was 
'  used  on  the  ironwork  before  the  paint  was  applied  ? 

A.  N.  (236/1). — (1)  The  roup-powder  consists  of  copper 
sulphate  disguised  by  a  trace  of  red  aniline  dye.  (2)  The 
eczema-ointment  contains  red  precipitate,  sulphur,  perfume, 
and  lanoline,  with  possibly  other  ingredients. 

W.  J.  (1/23). — Ink-eraser. — Solution  of  oxalic  acid,  2  lb. 
to  1  gal.  of  water  or  spirit,  makes  a  good  ink-eraser.  It 
may  be  used  in  the  fluid  form  or  thick  white  blotting-paper 
may  be  saturated  with  the  solution,  then  dried  and  cut  up 
into  pieces.  The  prepared  paper  is  applied  to  the  blot  or 
writing  it  is  desired  to  erase,  when  the  ink  is  at  once  de- 
colorised. 

Sticky  (260/52). — Liquid  Glue.— The  preparation  with 
strong  adhesive  power,  used  for  sticking  patterns  of  fabric 
on  cards,  is  made  as  follows : 

Soak  1  lb.  of  French  gelatin  in  a  gallon  of  water  and  heat 
on  a  water-bath  till  liquid.  Separately  soak  6  lb.  of  Rus- 
sian glue  in  a  gallon  of  acetic  acid  and  pour  into  the  warm 
gelatin  solution.    When  mixed,  strain. 

C.  B.  (Antwerp)  (4/10). — We  do  not  know  the  composition 
of  the  sneeze-powder  to  which  you  refer. 

H.  H.  (4/6). — Solidified  Spirit.— The  best  process  is  the 
one  which  consists  in  melting  4.5  parts  of  stearine  (or  other 
animal  and  vegetable  fatty  matter)  with  0.5  part  of  sodium 
carbonate,  adding  thereto  95  parts  of  methylated  spirit  and 
heating  in  a  closed  vessel  for  an  hour. 

X.  A.  J.  (5/12). — Chemical  Dishoenee.— This  is  usually 
caustic  potash  in  stick  form.  The  detailed  directions  for  use 
were  given  in  the  C.  &  D.,  January  27,  1906,  p.  163,  and  are 
also  to  be  found  in  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas." 

E.  V.  Z.  (5/25). — The  usual  way  of  lining  corrugated-iron 
buildings  is  with  felt  or  slag  wool  covered  with  matchboarding. 
Cements  or  plastering  are  not  suitable,  owing  to  the  difference 
in  the  rates  of  expansion  between  the  iron  and  the  plaster. 

Nuts  (5/52). — You  must  send  us  more  particulars  of  the 
liquid  used  for  polishing  boot-soles.  It  appears  to  be  more 
in  the  nature  of  a  stain. 

Apollo  (1/38);  Banshee  (260/63). — Coffee-essence  foe 
Flavoueing. — This  is  prepared  from  the  essential  oil  pre- 
pared by  steam-distilling  ground  roasted  coffee-beans.  This 
brown  oil  is  also  obtained  as  a  by-product  in  coffee-roasting 
by  some  processes.  To  make  the  essence  used  for  flavouring 
the  oil  is  mixed  with  alcohol ;  the  proportions  vary  according 
to  the  flavour  of  the  oil. 

T.  B.  (261/19).— Scarlet-cloth  Renovator.— See  C.  &  B., 
November  9,  1907,  p.  738. 

J.  F.  (95/29).— Haie-dyes.— We  have  not  the  space  to  do 
justice  to  your  inquiry,  but  you  will  find  recipes  for  the 
various  shades  of  hair-dye  in  "Pharmaceutical  Formulas." 
A  formula  for  a  good  one-solution  dye  was  given  in  the 
C.  &  D.,  May  25,  1907,  p.  818. 

Zeta  (257/8). — We  cannot  suggest  any  simple  plan  of  pre- 
venting the  cloudiness  which  results  on  adding  hard  water  to 
brandy. 

C.  L.  T.  (259/16). — Calf-meal. — Various  recipes  for  this  were 
given  in  the  O.  <S>  D.,  September  30,  1905,  p.  535,  or  can  be 
obtained  free  by  applying  to  the  Board  of  Agriculture, 
4  Whitehall  Place,  London,  S.W.,  for  leaflet  No.  142. 

Oleic  (261/33). — Manufactuee  of  Maegarine. — There  are  no 
books  in  English  devoted  to  the  manufacture  of  margarine, 
but  there  is  a  good  article  on  the  subject  in  Thorpe's 
"Dictionary  of  Applied  Chemistry,"  Vol.  II.  In  French 
there  is  Larbaletrier's  "  La  Beurre  et  la  Margarine,"  pub- 
lished in  1899;  while  in  German  there  is  Lang's  "Die 
Fabrikation  von  Kunstbutter." 

Aqua  (259/73).— Baking-powder.— Horsford's  patent  (2875 
of  1880)  deals  with  the  manufacture  of  calcium  phosphate 
from  bone-black  and  sulphuric  acid.  When  the  solution  has 
been  concentrated  so  that  a  magma  of  crystals  is  obtained, 
powdered  starch  is  added  and  the  mass  dried.  The  propor- 
tions given  in  the  patent  are  powdered  bone-black  1,600  lb., 
and  oil  of  vitriol  1,100  lb.  diluted  with  three  times  its  weight 
of  water,  so  that  1.000  of  the  acid  liquor  at  15°  B.  require 
300  grams  of  starch  to  make  a  powder  of  such  a  strength  that 
20  parts  will  neutralise  9  parts  of  sodium  bicarbonate.  The 
other  patent  you  mention  wo  are  unable  to  trace;  perhaps 
you  can  supplement  the  information  you  give  concerning  it. 


Optical  Observations.

Are  Oculists  Infallible? 

"  Optical  Chemist  "  (91/19)  sends  the  following  particulars 
of  an  interesting  case  :  A  lady,  aged  about  sixty,  went  to  a 
leading  oculist  and  was  given  the  following  prescription  for 
near  work  : 

R.E.  +  6.0  D  sph.  C  +1.50  D  cyl. 

L.E.+4.75  D  sph.O  +1.50  D  cyl. 
Three  years  later,  her  eyes  still  troubled  her,  and  not 
being  able  to  wear  these  glasses  with  comfort,  she  consulted 
another  prominent  oculist,  and  this  time  had  the  following 
correction  given  : 

R.E.+3.25  D  sph. 

L.E.+3.25  D  sph. 
These  were  for  reading  only,  but  the  result  was  no  better 
than  before.    The  first  oculist  had  also  given  for  distance— 

R.E.+2.50  D  sph.  O:+1.50  D  cyl. 
L.E.  +1.25  D  sph.  C  +1.50  D  cyl. 

Thus  adding  a  +3.50  D  sph.  to  both  eyes  for  reading,  the 
addition  being  more  than  the  second  gave  altogether  for 
near  work  three  years  later.  The  signed  and  dated  pre- 
scriptions accompany  this  correspondent's  letter.  Such 
prescriptions  as  these  apparently  upset  all  the  first  prin- 
ciples of  refraction,  as  according  to  rule  the  glasses  given 
three  years  later  should  have  been  stronger  for  reading  as 
presbyopia  advanced;  but  more  wonderful  still  the  1.50  D 
of  astigmatism,  which  it  is  taught  always  remains  constant, 
had  entirely  disappeared.  It  would  be  interesting  to  know 
what  was  the  proper  correction  in  this  case. 

Another  Case. 

Another  very  similar  case  came  under  my  personal  ex- 
perience about  twelve  months  ago,  in  which  a  gentleman 
aged  sixty  came  to  have  his  eyes  examined ;  three  months 
before  he  had  been  to  an  oculist,  who  had  given  him  the 
following  for  distance  wear  : 

R.E.+2.50  D  sph.  O  -2.0  D  cyl.  ax.  vert. 

L.E.+2.0  D  sph.  C-2.0  D  cyl.  ax.  vert. 

And  also  for  reading  : 
R.E.+5.50  D  sph.  O  -2.0  D  cyl.  ax.  vert. 
L.E. +5.0  D  sph.  O  -2.0  D  cyl.  ax.  vert. 

According  to  instructions  my  customer  had  persevered 
with  these  for  three  months,  but  without  success.  On  ex- 
amining the  eyes  with  the  opthalmoscope  there  were  found 
to  be  several  distinct  patches  of  cholesterine  in  the  right 
eye,  and  one  or  two  specks  in  the  left,  clearly  pointing  to  in- 
cipient opacity,  although  the  specialist  had  assured  him 
there  was  nothing  wrong  except  the  error  in  refraction.  I 
fitted  the  customer  with  glasses  as  follows  : 

R.E.+3.5  D  sph. 

L.E.  +  2.75  D  sph. 
These  were  for  near  work  only,  distance    glasses  not 
being  required.    The  customer  has  been  comfortable  with 
them  up  to  the  present  time,  the  opacities  showing  no  signs 
of  enlargement. 

Children's  Eyes. 

A  rather  impudent  card  of  instructions  concerning 
children's  eyes  has  been  issued  by  the  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment of  the  Metropolitan  Borough  of  St.  Marylebone.  On 
this  card  parents  are  warned  against  the  advertisements 
of  so-called  "eye  specialists,"  chemists  posing  as 
"opticians,"  "sight-testers"  and  the  like.  In  the  case 
of  eye  injuries  the  parent  is  warned  not  to  trust  such  a 
serious  matter  to  a  chemist,  ' '  who  through  ignorance  may 
use  measures  which  might  result  in  permanent  blindness." 
Apart  from  the  bad  taste  of  such  remarks,  it  is  a  pity  that 
medical  authorities  do  not  see  the  harm  done  to  their  pro- 
fession. I  frequently  have  an  opportunity  of  obtaining  the 
views  of  laymen  and  doctors  on  these  matters,  and  have 
always  noted  that  the  effect  of  such  spiteful  references  to 
chemists  and  druggists  is  the  reverse  of  what  was  intended. 
Some  talk  about  medical  tyranny,  and  really  cases  such  as 
quoted  above  tend  to  make  .one  think  that  doctors  some- 
times err  like  other  poor  mortals.  ,
